CHAPTER I—FEDERAL AVIATION ADMIN¬ 
ISTRATION, DEPARTMENT OF TRANS¬ 
PORTATION

PART 39—AIRWORTHINESS DIRECTIVE 
DeHavilland Aircraft 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is amending § 39.13 of Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations so as to 
recodify and revise AD 57-13-2 appli¬ 
cable to DeHavilland DHC-2 type 
airplanes. 

The revision of the directive will in¬ 
crease the inspection intervals and add 
acceptable repair procedures. Since this 
amendment is less restrictive in nature, 
notice and public procedure hereon are 
unnecessary and the amendment may 
be made effective in less than 30 days. 

In consideration of the foregoing and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator, 14 CFR 11.89 
131 FR 13697) § 39.13 of Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations is amended 
by recodifying and revising AD 57-13-2 
as follows: 

DeHavilland: Applies to Model DHC-2 
(Mk I) Beaver Airplane. Compliance required 
within the next 110 hours In service after 
the last inspection pursuant to this direc¬ 
tive and thereafter at intervals not to ex¬ 
ceed no hours In service from a preceding 
Inspection. 

To prevent carbon monoxide from enter¬ 
ing the airplane cabin, accomplish the 

following: 

(a) For airplanes using the intensifler 
tube cabin heater system, remove the tube 
and perform a visual Inspection on both the 
int?nslfter tube and the exhaust pipe for 
any holes, cracks, flaking or weld separations. 

(b) For airplanes usLng heater Jackets, 
remove the jacket and perform the same 
inspection as in (a) above. Replace or re¬ 
pair parts found to have any holes, cracks, 
flaking or weld separations. Make welding 
repairs in accordance with Advisory Circular 
AC 43.13-1 or an FAA approved equivalent. 

Upon submission of substantiation data 
through an FAA Maintenance Inspector, the 
Chief. Engineering and Manufacturing 
Branch, Eastern Region, may adjust the 
repetitive Inspection intervals specified in 
this AD. 

This Directive supersedes Airworthiness Di¬ 
rective 57-13-2. 

This amendment is effective Au¬ 
gust 12. 1974. 

This amendment is made under the 
authority of sections 313(a), 601 and 603 
of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 (49 
U.S.C. 1354(a). 1421 and 1423), and sec¬ 
tion 6(c) of the Department of Trans¬ 
portation Act (49 U.8.C. 1655(c)).

PART 39—AIRWORTHINESS DIRECTIVES 
Sargent Industries 

A proposal to amend Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations to include 
an airworthiness directive requiring a 
modification of Sargent Industries, Pico 
Division regulator P/N 30001 was pub¬ 
lished in 39 FR 18663. 

Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate in the mak¬ 
ing of this amendment, and due consid¬ 
eration has been given to all comments 
received in response to the above notice, 
insofar as they relate to matters within 
the scope of the notice. 

One commentator requested that the 
AD specify a compliance time of three 
years or provide for adjustment of the 
compliance time based on submission of 
substantiating data by the operator. The 
agency does not agree. Service history 
and the data thus far submitted does not 
justify a compliance time of three years 
instead of the proposed two years. In 
accordance with prescribed procedures, 
a person may always submit data to 
substantiate an exemption to an AD. 

The commentator also advised that 
most operators would be able to incorpo¬ 
rate Pico Service Bulletin 25-51 during 
their normal overhaul programs within 
the proposed AD compliance time. 

In consideration of the foregoing, and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator (31 FR 13697), 
§ 39.13 of Part 39 of the Federal Aviation 
Regulations is amended by adding the 
following new airworthiness directive: 

Sargent Industries, pico division. Applies 
to Bargent Industries. Pico Division Regula¬ 
tor P/N 30001 incorporated In passenger 
evacuation slides and sllde/rafts on aircraft 
certificated In all categories. 

Note: This regulator is Installed In. but 
not limited to. Pico. Air Cruiser and Inter¬ 
national Inflatable slides on B-707, B-727, 
B-737, DC-6. DC-7, DC-8, DC-9, DC-10, and 
L-188 aircraft. 

Compliance required within two years 
after the effective date of this AD. unless al¬ 
ready accomplished. 

To prevent delayed actuation of regula¬ 
tor P/N 30001, modify the Sargent Industries, 
Pico Division regulator. P/N 30001. to accord¬ 
ance with Sargent Industries, Pico Division 
Service Bulletin 26-51, dated March 14, 1974, 


or an equivalent modification approved by 
the Chief. Aircraft Engineering Division. 
FAA Western Region. 

This amendment becomes effective 
September 16.1974. 

This amendment is made under the 
authority of sections 313(a), 601. and 
603 of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 
(49 U.S.C. 1354(a). 1421. and 1423), and 
of section 6(c) of the Department of 
Transportation Act (49 U.S.C. 1655(c)).

PART 39—AIRWORTHINESS DIRECTIVES 
Transport Category Aircraft 

Amendment 39-1818 (39 FR 12998), 
AD 74-8-9, requires the repetitive in¬ 
spection of lavatory paper end linen 
waste receptacles and their repair, if 
found necessary, the installation of signs 
on lavatory doors to indicate that smok¬ 
ing is prohibited in the lavatory, the 
installation of ashtrays on the cabin 
side of lavatory doors, and the briefing 
of aircraft occupants prior to each flight 
by a crewmember to Inform those occu¬ 
pants that smoking is prohibited in the 
aircraft lavatories on all U.S. registered 
transport category aircraft having lava¬ 
tories equipped with paper or linen waste 
receptacles. 

The applicability statement of Amend¬ 
ment 39-1818 contains a list of certain 
of the aircraft covered by the AD. In¬ 
cluded on that list are the Aero Com¬ 
mander Model AC-680 and de Havilland 
of Canada Model DHC-6 airplanes which 
are not type certificated in the trans¬ 
port category. Therefore, the applicabil¬ 
ity statement of Amendment 39-1818 is 
being revised to delete the reference to 
those aircraft. In addition, the applica¬ 
bility statement is being further revised 
to more clearly indicate that the AD 
applies to an aircraft of a type that is 
listed only if the aircraft is type cer¬ 
tificated in the transport category and 
has one or more lavatories equipped with 
paper or linen waste receptacles. 

The 60 and 180 day compliance times 
contained in paragraphs (a) and (c), 
respectively, of the AD require that, after 
the dates established by those times, air¬ 
craft submitted for original airworthi¬ 
ness certificates must be in compliance 
with the requirements of those para¬ 
graphs. Since the issuance of the AD, 
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the PAA has determined that this re¬ 
quirement may impose a burden on the 
purchaser of new production aircraft 
who wishes to comply with the AD in 
a uniform manner for its entire fleet, 
and for whom the aircraft manufac¬ 
turer’s standard installation is not ap¬ 
propriate for that purpose. Furthemore, 
the FAA has determined that that bur¬ 
den may be relieved without any adverse 
effect on safety by including alternate 
compliance terms in paragraphs (a) and 
(c) of the AD that permit the issuance 
of original airworthiness certificates for 
such new production aircraft and that 
require the issuance of special flight 
permits to permit an operator to fly the 
aircraft to a base where compliance may 
be accomplished. Paragraphs (a) and 
(c) are amended accordingly. 

It has also been determined by the 
FAA, since the issuance of the AD, that 
the requirement of paragraph (b) for an 
appropriate announcement prior to each 
flight includes a restriction with regard 
to the timing of the announcement that 
is not necessary in the interest of safety. 
Accordingly, paragraph (b) is amended 
with regard to aircraft that have “No 
Smoking” lights installed to require the 
announcement not later than a time 
immediately after the “NO SMOKING” 
lights are extinguished following takeoff. 

Since this amendment provides a clar¬ 
ification and relieves unnecessary re¬ 
strictions. and imposes no additional 
burden on any person, notice and public 
procedure hereon is unnecessary and the 
amendment may be made effective in 
less than 30 days. 

This amendment is made under the 
authority of sections 313(a), 601, and 
603 of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 
(49 U.S.C. 1354(a), 1421, and 1423) and 
of section 6(c) of the Department of 
Transportation Act (49 U.S.C. 1655(c)). 

In consideration of the foregoing, and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator (14 CFR 11.89), 
§ 39.13 of Part 39 of the Federal Aviation 
Regulations, Amendment 39-1818 (39 
FR 12998), AD 74-8-9, is amended as 
follows: 

§ 39.13 [Amended] 

1. By amending the applicability state¬ 
ment to read as follows: 

Transport Category Aircraft. Applies to 
&U transport category aircraft having one or 
more lavatories equipped with paper or Unen 
waste receptacles. 

Note. —The following is a partial list or 
aircraft some or all models of which are type 
certificated in the transport category and 
have lavatories equipped with paper or linen 
waste receptacles: 

Boeing Models B-707. 720, 727, 737. and 
747 Series: British Aircraft Corporation 
Model BAC-1-11; Convalr Models CV-880 and 
990 Series; McDonnell Douglas Models DC-8, 
9, and 10 Series: Lockheed Model L-1011; 
Boeing Model B-377; Convalr Models CV-580, 
600, and 640 Series: Fairchild Model F-27; 
FalrchUd-Hiller Model FH-227; Grumman 
Model G-159: Hawker Slddeley Model HS- 
748; Lockheed Models L-188 and 382 Series; 
Short Brothers and Harlln Model SC-7; 
Nihon Model YS-11; Fairchild Model C-82; 
Convalr Models 240, 340, and 440 Series; 
Curtl&s-Wrlght Model CW-46; Douglas 
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Models DC-3, 4, 6, and 7 Series; Lockheed 
Model L-1049; and Martin Model M-404 
aircraft. 

2. By adding a new paragraph immedi¬ 
ately following the applicability state¬ 
ment to read as follows: 

Compliance required as Indicated, unless 
already accomplished. 

3. By amending the lead-in of para¬ 
graph (a) to read as follows: 

(a) Within 60 days after the effective date 
of this AD, or before the accumulation of 
any time in service on a r.ew production air¬ 
craft after delivery, whichever occurs later, 
except that new production aircraft may be 
flown in accordance with §§21.197 and 
21.199 to a base where compliance may be 
accomplished, accomplish the following:

4. By amending paragraph (b) to read 
as follows: 

(b) Within 30 days after the effective date 
of this AD. establish a procedure that re¬ 
quires that, not later than a time immedi¬ 
ately after the “NO SMOKING” sign is ex¬ 
tinguished following takeoff, an announce¬ 
ment be made by a crewmember to inform all 
aircraft occupants that smoking is prohibited 
in the aircraft lavatories: except that, if the 
aircraft is not equipped with a “No Smoking” 
sign, the required procedure must provide 
that the announcement be made prior to 
each takeoff. 

5. By amending paragraph (c) to read 
as follows: 

(c> Within 180 days after the effective date 
of this AD. or before the accumulation of any 
time in service on a new production aircraft 
after delivery, whichever occurs later, except 
that new production aircraft may be flown 
in accordance with § 21.197 and § 21.199 to a 
base where compliance may be accomplished, 
install a self-contained, removable ashtray 
on or near the entry side of each lavatory 
door, except that one ashtray may serve 
more than one lavatory door if the ashtray 
can be seen readily from the cabin side of 
each lavatory door served. 

This amendment (39-1917) becomes 
effective August 6,1974.

PART 288—EXEMPTION OF AIR CARRIERS 
FOR MILITARY TRANSPORTATION 

Revised Rates 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington, D.C., 
July 31, 1974, effective June 17, 1974. 

By notice of proposed rule making 
EDR-275, dated June 17, 1974 (39 FR 
22279), the Board proposed amendments 
to Part 288 of its Economic Regulations 
(14 CFR Part 288) to revise the exist¬ 
ing interim final minimum rates 1 with 
respect to certain foreign and overseas 
air transportation services performed

for the Department of Defense (DOD). 
The revised rates were based upon an 
analysis of reported results for the year 
ended December 31, 1973. In addition, 
the Board proposed to revise existing 
commercial fuel surcharge provisions 
consistent with the base rate adjust¬ 
ments.* 

Comments wer e fil ed by The Flying 
Tiger Line Inc. (FTL), Northwest Air¬ 
lines, Inc. (NWA), Pan American World 
Airways, Inc. (Pan Am), Saturn Air¬ 
ways. Inc. (Saturn), Trans International 
Airlines, Inc. (TIA). Trans World Air¬ 
lines, Inc. (TWA) and World Airways, 
Inc. (World). 

Upon consideration of the comments, 
the Board has determined, for the rea¬ 
sons set forth hereinafter and in EDR- 
275, to adopt the rule as revised below. 

FTL, NWA, Pan Am and TIA support 
the proposed rule amendments set out 
in EDR-275. In addition, these carriers 
offered the following comments: (1) FTL 
reserved the right to comment on any 
adjustments in the fuel surcharge rates 
resulting from the change in the base 
period for calculating these provisions: 
(2) NWA calls upon the Board to resolve 
the problem raised by DOD’s refusal to 
comply with past retroactive fuel sur¬ 
charge amendments, and to promptly 
complete the pending full-scale rate re¬ 
view; (3) Pan Am requests that the ml? 
amendment include an increase in the 
conversion charge for convertible flights 
from $50 to $75 per seat changed on 
each segment, as propo c ed by MAC dur¬ 
ing the course of the full-scale review: 
and (4) TIA recommends that the Board 
immediately initiate a full-scale MAC 
rate review based on fiscal year 1974 
results. 

Saturn requests an increase in the 
L-l00-30 aircraft rates, which were not 
proposed for adjustment in EDR-275. 
The carrier argues that the existing rate 
was established on the basis of opera¬ 
tions in 1971 and 1972, and contends that 
its current results in commercial opera¬ 
tions with this aircraft tvpe attest to the 
need for a rate increase. Saturn also con¬ 
tends that in computing the revenue 
increase reouired to produce the recog¬ 
nized return, it is unreasonable to in¬ 
clude in the computations reported 
Form 243 data of Capitol and Seaboard 
which produce returns on investment of 
13.13% and 11.18% respectively. The car¬ 
rier’s position is that such returns 
should either be eliminated or adjusted 
subject to Board audit of the reported 
data. 

TWA contends that rather than base 
the rate adjustments on reported results 
for calendar year 1973, the adjustments 
should be based upon results for the year 
ended March 31,1974. the most recent re¬ 
sults now available. The carrier argues 
that a failure to utilize the more recent 


•The within amendments also provide for 
an Increase in the seat conversion charge.

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data would be inconsistent with the 
Board's past ratemaking practice. TWA 
also requests a clarification of the fuel 
surcharge computations to be effective 
concurrently with the adoption of the 
base rate adjustments proposed in EDR- 
275.* 

** i n its comment. World submits what it 
contends are corrections of its operating 
results as set forth in the notice for 
both its long-range and Pacific inter- 
island services. The significant differ¬ 
ences between the two calculations result 
from World’s contentions that: (1) Re¬ 
ported revenues rather than computed 
revenues on the basis of ER-819 rates are 
the only valid basis for construction of in¬ 
come: (2) adjustment of its expenses for 
Pacific interisland operations based on 
those adopted in ER-786 • is excessive to 
the extent that the adjustment therein 
for flight equipment maintenance is no 
longer appropriate; (3) the data relied 
on in the notice apparently reflects pre¬ 
liminary reports subsequently revised; 
(4) its investment for the long-range 
services is overstated. From the above. 
World estimates that there should be a 
reduction in the long-range rates, the ex¬ 
tent of which depends upon the con¬ 
solidation of World’s results within the 
class grouping. On the other hand, the 
carrier claims the Pacific interisland 
rates should be increased 8.04 percent 
rather than the 1.36 percent proposed. 

Pan Am’s request for an increase in the 
seat conversion charge to $75 per seat 
changed on each segment is well taken. 
This is the rate MAC itself has proposed 
during the on-going full-scale rate re¬ 
view. 1 * * 4 * * However, we do not believe that it 
would be appropriate to effect such an 
adjustment retroactively since it was not 
proposed in the notice. Therefore, we 
will provide for it on a prospective basis 
only, and allow petitions for reconsidera¬ 
tion limited to this one item.® Twelve (12) 
copies of such petitions shall be filed with 
the Docket Section, Civil Aeronautics 
Board, Washington, D.C. 20428 on or be¬ 
fore August 14, 1974. Copies of any peti¬ 
tion filed will be available for inspection 
by interested persons in the docket 
section. 

Saturn has repeatedly pressed the 
Board to adjust the Lr-100-30 rates de¬ 
spite indications by MAC that it has no 
plans to use L-100 aircraft in interna¬ 
tional services. 7 The carrier cites its rate 
proposals in the full-scale rate review in 
support of its position. In EDR-278, July 
25,1974, setting forth our proposed find¬ 
ings in that review, the Board has tenta¬

tively concluded that the L-l00-30 should 
be eliminated from consideration in the 
rate base and instead common-rated 
with the B-727 in the short-range opera¬ 
tions. During preliminary discussions 
prior to the issuance of the notice, the 
carrier expressed acceptance of this 
treatment, and we will defer, therefore, 
any further consideration of this ques¬ 
tion to the full-scale review. 

With respect to Saturn’s comments 
concerning the reliability of Form 243 
data, we recognize that under the pres¬ 
ent reporting requirement variations in 
the methodologies used by individual 
carriers to assign investment and ex¬ 
penses to MAC operations has limited the 
usefulness of these reports for analytical 
purposes.* However, we believe the re¬ 
ports are reasonably acceptable for the 
purpose used herein, and we note that 
Saturn has not referred to any specific 
discrepancy in any of the reported re¬ 
sults which it contends materially affect 
the computations. In any event, even if 
we were to accept Saturn’s contention 
that reporting difficulties might have 
affected those carriers reporting high re¬ 
turns, it is just as reasonable to assume 
that the reports of carriers with low re¬ 
turns are understated. 

TWA’s request to base the present rate 
adjustment on reported results through 
March 31, 1974 is rejected since it would 
cause undue delay in finalizing the pro¬ 
posed rule and result in a significant in¬ 
crease in the extent of the retroactive 
adjustment required.* In any event, we 
will continue to monitor quarterly re¬ 
ports, and are prepared to make further 
rate adjustments pending completion of 
the full-scale review where our monitor¬ 
ing indicates such adjustments are 
necessary. 

We reject World’s contention that, in 
determining the earning deficiency for 
the base period, revenues should be based 
on those reported, rather than con¬ 
structed by annualizing the interim rates 
adopted by ER-819. The objective of our 
interim rate technique is to determine 
the adequacy of existing rates in relation 
to the cost of MAC operations including 
recognized return and taxes during the 
base period. For this reason, the appro¬ 
priate comparison is with the revenues 
the carriers would have received from 
the existing rates had they been in effect 
throughout the base period and not 
with the revenues actually received dur¬ 
ing the period. World’s contention that 
our adjustment of its operating results 
is overstated is beyond the scope of the 
interim rate procedure. In adjusting each 
carrier’s operating results based upon 
the application of a percentage factor 
derived from the relationship of adjust¬ 
ments to total operating expenses in the 
last full-scale rate review, we are not

making a determination as to the con¬ 
tinued validity of any of the specific ad¬ 
justments. but based upon past experi¬ 
ence, are attempting to estimate the total 
dollars of adjustment in reported results 
that a full-scale review would produce. 
Admittedly, the technique employed is 
not highly sophisticated, and World may 
well be right in contending that the ad¬ 
justment for its excessive aircraft main¬ 
tenance expense is no longer appropriate. 
However, if we were to pick and choose 
among each of the separate adjustments 
made in the last review in order to de¬ 
termine which are still necessary, the 
interim rate procedure would be con¬ 
verted into a full-scale review with its 
lengthy delays which the interim rate 
procedure is intended to avoid. On bal¬ 
ance. we believe the ratio technique em¬ 
ployed reasonable for the purpose of the 
interim rate reviews, and are not pre¬ 
pared to reexamine the validity of the 
adjustment in question for present 
purposes. 

World is correct in its assumption that 
we Inadvertently used its preliminary 
data report in computing the investment 
for its long-range services. However, in¬ 
clusion of B-747 operations would be 
inappropriate since this aircraft type is 
not included In the base rate determina¬ 
tions but common-rated with other jet 
equiDment for MAC rate purposes. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the attached appendices re¬ 
flect adjustments to the comnutations 
set out in EDR-275 to reflect World’s 
final data report, correction of the 
average investment comoutation, and 
elimination of the B-747 investment, 
revenues and expenses for operations 
during the fourth quarter of 1974. In 
addition, the appendices have been re¬ 
vised to Include other minor report re¬ 
visions obtained since the issuance of 
EDR-275. and to correct some compu¬ 
tational errors. 

Consistent with the foregoing, the re¬ 
vised adjusted returns on investment for 
calendar year 1973 as set forth in Ap¬ 
pendix B, were 5.73, 10.51 and (—1.19) 
percent for the long-range, short-range 
Pacific interisland and short-range “all 
other’’ carriers, respectively. Ba c ed on 
these revised comnutations as outlined in 
Appendix A. the long-range carriers re¬ 
quire $9.7 million to achieve the recog¬ 
nized level of return on investment. The 
additional revenues required for the 
short-range Pacific interisland and “all 
other” carriers, respectively, are $.003 
and $0.3 million. The increases in the 
current base interim final rates neces¬ 
sary to provide these additional revenues 
are 7.58. -o-. 1 * and 15.29 percent for the 
long-range, short-range Pacific inter- 
island and “all other” carriers, respec¬ 
tively. 11 On the basis of these results. 


>• Due to the minimal amount of additional 
revenues required, we are not adjusting this 
rate at this time. 

u Compared with the tentative determina¬ 
tions in EDR-275 of 8.70, 1.36 and 15.29 per¬ 
cent for long-range, short-range Pacific In- 
terlsland and "all other" services, respec¬ 
tively; the revisions represent a decrease of 
1.12 percent for the long-range and elimina¬ 
tion of the short-range Pacific interisland 
proposed rate adjustments.

This revision, which supersedes Part 
1221 published March 18,1970, delineates 
the emblematic devices which shall be 
used exclusively to represent the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis¬ 
tration’s programs, projects, functions, 
activities or elements thereof. 

The principal changes are (1) addi¬ 
tion of provisions for the development 
and use of NASA Program Badges and 
(2) addition of the Assistant Adminis¬ 
trator for Public Affairs in the NASA in¬ 
ternal approval process for any new or 
changes to any existing devices and their 
uses.

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§ 1221.100 Scope. 

Tills part establishes and sets forth the 
policy governing the use of the official 
NASA Seal, the NASA Insignia, official 
NASA Program Badges, official NASA 
Astronaut Badges, and the NASA Flags. 

3 1221.101 Policy. 

<a) The official NASA Seal, the NASA 
Insignia, official NASA Program Badges, 
the official NASA Astronaut Badges and 
the NASA Flags, as prescribed in this 
part, shall be used exclusively to repre¬ 
sent NASA, its programs, projects, func¬ 
tions, activities, or elements thereof. The 
use of any devices other than those pro¬ 
vided by or subsequently approved in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of this part 
is prohibited. 

(b) The official and restricted use of 
the devices prescribed herein shall be 
governed by the provisions of this part. 
The use of the devices prescribed herein 
in any manner other than as authorized 
by this part is prohibited. Their misuse 
shall be subject to the penalties author¬ 
ized by statute, as set forth in 5 1221.111 
and shall be reported as provided in 
§ 1221 . 112 . 

(c) Any proposal for a new NASA In¬ 
signia, Program Badge, Astronaut Badge, 
or for modification to those prescribed 
herein, shall be processed in accordance 
with § 1221.110. 

§ 1221.102 Establishment of the NASA 
seal. 

The official NASA Seal, as illustrated 
in S 1221.113, was established by Execu¬ 
tive Order 10849 (24 FR 9559), Novem¬ 
ber 27, 1959, as amended by Executive 
Order 10942 (24 FR 4419), May 22, 1961. 
The NASA Seal, established by the Presi¬ 
dent, is the official Seal of the Agency 
and symbolizes the achievements and 
goals of NASA and the United States in 
aeronautical and space activities. The 
NASA Seal shall be used as set forth in 
§ 1221.109(a). 

$ 1221.103 Establishment of the NASA 
insignia. 

The NASA Insignia, as illustrated in 
§ 1221.114, was designed by the Army In¬ 
stitute of Heraldry, and approved by the 
Commission on Fine Arts and the NASA 
Administrator. It symbolizes NASA’s 
role in aeronautics and space, and is to 
be used in matters of a general and less 
formal nature than those reserved for 
the NASA Seal. The NASA Insignia shall 
be used as set forth in § 1221.109(b). 

§ 1221.104 Establish mont of official 
NASA program badge*. 

A separate and unique badge may be 
designed and approved in connection 
with or in commemoration of a major 
NASA program. Each approved badge 
shall be officially identified by its title, 
such as “Skylab’\ “Viking”, a major 
NASA anniversary, etc. NASA Program 
Badges shell be used as set forth in 
5 1221.109(c) pursuant to approval as 
sel forth in § 1221.110(c). 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

§ 1221.103 Efttahli»hmcnl of official 
NASA astronaut badge*. 

A separate and unique badge may be 
designed in connection with or in com¬ 
memoration of each manned flight mis¬ 
sion for the particular astronauts in¬ 
volved. Each approved badge shall be of¬ 
ficially identified by its title, such as 
“Apollo 8 Badge” etc. Collectively, these 
badges will comprise the official Astro¬ 
naut Badges. The NASA Astronaut 
Badges shall be used as set forth in 
§ 1221.109(c) pursuant to approval as set 
forth in § 1221.110(c). 

§ 1221.106 Establishment of the official 
NASA flag. 

The official NASA Flag was created 
by the Administrator in January 1960. 
The NASA Flag is 4'-4” x 5'-6” in size 
with a 30” diameter NASA Seal incor¬ 
porated In the center of a blue field, and 
with a yellow fringe (Reference: Army 
QMG DWG. 5-1-269, rev. 14 Sept. 1960.) 
The NASA Flag shall be used as set forth 
in § 1221.109(d). 

§ 1221.107 Establishment of the Ad¬ 
ministrator’*, Deputy Administra¬ 
tor’*, and A*sociate Administrator’* 
Flag*. 

(a) Concurrently with the establish¬ 
ment of the official NASA Flag in Janu¬ 
ary 1960, the Administrator also estab¬ 
lished NASA Flags to represent the Ad¬ 
ministrator, Deputy Administrator, and 
Associate Administrator. Each of these 
flags conforms to the basic design of the 
official NASA Flag except that: 

(1) The size of the flags is 3 feet x 4 
feet; 

(2) The Administrator’s Flag has four 
stars; 

(3) The Deputy Administrator’s Flag 
has three stars; and 

(4) The Associate Administrator’s 
Flag has two stars. 

(b) Flags representing these senior of¬ 
ficials shall be used as set forth in 
5 1221.109(e). 

§ 1221.108 Custody of the NASA Seal. 

The Executive Officer shall be respon¬ 
sible for custody of the NASA impression 
Seal and custody of NASA replica 
(plaques) seals. 

§ 1221.109 Official use* and restriction*. 

(a) The NASA Seal. The use of the 
NASA Seal is restricted to the following: 

(1) NASA award certificates and 
medals. 

(2) Security credentials and employee 
identification cards. 

(3) NASA letterhead stationery. 

(4) Administrator’s documents; the 
seal may be used on documents such as 
interagency or intergovernmental agree¬ 
ments and special reports to the Presi¬ 
dent and Congress, and on other docu¬ 
ments, at the discretion of the Admin¬ 
istrator. 

(5) Plaques; the design of the NASA 
Seal may be incorporated in plaques for 
display in Agency auditoriums, presen¬ 
tation rooms, lobbies, offices of senior 
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officials, and on the fronts of buildings 
occupied by NASA. 

(6) The NASA Flag, and the Adminis¬ 
trator’s, Deputy Administrator’s, and As¬ 
sociate Administrator’s Flags, which in¬ 
corporate the design of the NASA Seal. 

(7) Official films prepared by or for 
NASA, which are determined to war¬ 
rant such identification by the Assist¬ 
ant Administrator for Public Affairs, or 
his designee. 

(8) Official NASA prestige publica¬ 
tions which represent the achievements 
or mission of NASA as a whole. 

(9) Official publications (or docu¬ 
ments) involving participation by 
another Government agency for which 
the other Government agency has au¬ 
thorized the use of its seal. 

10) Use of the NASA Seal for any 
other purposes than those prescribed in 
this paragraph (a) is prohibited, except 
that the Executive Officer may author¬ 
ize, on a case-by-case basis, the use of 
the NASA Seal for other purposes than 
those covered by this paragraph (a) 
when in his judgment such use would be 
appropriate. 

(b) The NASA Insignia. The NASA 
Insignia is authorized for use on the 
following: 

(1) Official NASA articles (i) Wear¬ 
ing apparel and personal property items 
used by NASA employees in perform¬ 
ance of their official duties. 

(ii) Required uniforms of contractor 
employees when performing official pub¬ 
lic affairs duties, guard or fire protec¬ 
tion duties and similar official duties 
within NASA installations or at other 
assigned NASA duty stations, and on any 
required contractor-owned vehicles used 
exclusively in the performance of these 
official duties, when authorized by NASA 
contracting officers. 

(iii) Aircraft, automobiles, trucks, and 
similar vehicles owned by, leased to, or 
contractor-furnished to NASA, or pro¬ 
duced for NASA by contractors, but ex¬ 
cluding NASA-owned vehicles used and 
operated by contractors. 

(iv) Equipment and facilities owned 
by, leased to, or contractor-furnished to 
NASA, such as machinery, major tools, 
ground handling equipment, office and 
shop furnishings (if appropriate) and 
similar items of a permanent nature, 
including those produced for NASA by 
contractors. 

(v) Official NASA pamphlets, manu¬ 
als, handbooks, bulletins, general re¬ 
ports, posters, signs, charts, and items 
of similar nature for general use, other 
than those covered in paragraph (a)(8) 
and (9) of this section. 

(vi) Honorary service pins or other 
official means of recognizing service or 
meritorious acts other than those de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (a)(1) of this 
section. 

(vii) Briefcases or dispatch cases Is¬ 
sued by NASA. 

(viii) Certificates (NASA Forms 699A 
and 699B) covering authority for NASA 
and contractor security personnel to 
carry firearms. 
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(lx) NASA occupied buildings when 
the use of the NASA Insignia U more 
appropriate than use of the NASA Seal. 

(2) Personal articles—NASA era- 
vloyees. (i) Business calling cards of 
NASA employees may cany the imprint 
of the NASA Insignia. 

(ii) Limited usage on automobiles. If 
determined appropriate by the cognizant 
installation official, it is acceptable to 
place a NASA Insignia sticker on per¬ 
sonal automobiles where such identifica¬ 
tion will facilitate entry or control of 
such vehicles at NASA installations or 
parking areas. 

(ill) Personal items used in connec¬ 
tion with officially recognized NASA em¬ 
ployees' recreation association activities. 

(iv) Items for sale through NASA em¬ 
ployees’ nonappropriated fund activities. 

(3) Use of the NASA Insignia for any 
other purposes than those prescribed 
herein is prohibited, except that the As¬ 
sistant Administrator for Public Affairs 
may authorize, on a case-by-case basis, 
the use of the NA8A Insignia for other 
purposes when in his judgment such use 
would be appropriate. 

(c) NASA Program and Astronaut 
Badges. (1) Official NASA Program and 
Astronaut Badges will be restricted to the 
uses set forth below and to such other 
uses as the Assistant Administrator for 
Public Affairs may specifically approve. 

(2) Specific approval is given for the 
following uses: 

(i) Use of exact reproductions of a 
badge in the form of & patch made of 
doth or other material, a decal, or a 
gummed sticker, on articles of wearing 
apparel and personal property items; 
and 

(ii) Use of exact renderings of a badge 
on a coin, medal, plaque or other com¬ 
memorative souvenirs. 

(3) The manufacture and sale or free 
distribution of badges for the uses ap¬ 
proved or that may be approved under 
paragraphs (c)(1) and (2) of this sec¬ 
tion are authorized. 

(4) Portrayal of an exact reproduction 
of a badge in conjunction with the ad¬ 
vertising of any product or service may 
be approved on a case-by-case basis. 

(5) The manufacture, sale or use of 
any colorable imitations of the design of 
an official Astronaut or Program Badge 
will not ordinarily be approved. 

(d) The NASA Flag. (1) The NASA 
Flag is authorized for use only as 
follows: 

(1) On or in front of NASA installa¬ 
tion buildings. 

(ii) At NASA Ceremonies. 

(ill) At conferences (including display 
in NASA conference rooms). 

(iv) At governmental or public ap¬ 
pearances of NASA executives. 

(v) In private offices of senior officials. 

(vi) As otherwise authorized by the 
Administrator or his designee. 

(2) The NASA Flag must always be 
displayed with the United States Flag. 
When the United States Flag and the 
NASA Flag are displayed on a speaker’s 


platform in an auditorium, the United 
States Flag must occupy the position of 
honor and be placed at the NASA repre¬ 
sentative's right as he faces the audience, 
with the NASA Flag at his left 

(e) The Administrator's, Deputy Ad - 
ministrator's and Associate Administra¬ 
tor's Flags. These flags shall be dis¬ 
played with the United States Flag in the 
respective offices of these officials but 
may be temporarily removed for use at 
their discretion. 

§ 1221.110 Approval of new or change 
proposals. 

(a) Any proposed change to the de¬ 
scription of the NASA Insignia requires 
the written approval of the Administra¬ 
tor. the US. Army Institute of Heraldry, 
and the Commission on Fine Arts. 

(b> Any proposed new insi gnia and 
its use must be approved in writing by 
the Administrator and submitted to the 
UJ3. Army Institute of Heraldry and the 
Commission on Fine Arts for approval. 
If approved, the insignia and use of such 
insignia must be prescribed in this Part 
1221. 

(c) Any request for the Administra¬ 
tor’s approval of a new insignia, a new 
program badge, an official NASA astro¬ 
naut badge, or for the modification of 
the existing approved insignia or badges 
or their uses or any proposal for a device 
other than as prescribed herein shall be 
submitted to the Administrator through 
the Assistant Administrator for Public 
Affairs for his approval or recommenda¬ 
tion. 

§ 1221.111 Violations. 

(a) NASA Seal. Any person who uses 
the official NASA Seal in a manner other 
than as authorized in this part shall be 
subject to the provisions of 18 U.S.C. 
1017, which provides as follows: 

Government seals wrongfully used and 
instruments wrongfully sealed • • • who¬ 
ever fraudulently or wrongfully affixes or 
impresses the seal of any department or 
agency of the United States, to or upon any 
certificate. Instrument, commission, docu¬ 
ment. or paper or with knowledge of 
its fraudulent character, with wrongful or 
fraudulent Intent, uses, buys, procures, sells, 
or transfers to another any such certificate, 
Instrument, commission, document, or 
paper, to which or upon which said seal 
has been so fraudulently affixed or impres¬ 
sed. shall be fined not more than $6,000 or 
imprisoned not more than five years, or 
both. (June 25. 1948. ch. 046. 62 Stet. 753). 

(b) NASA Insignia, NASA Program 
and NASA Astronaut Badges. Any per¬ 
son who uses the NASA Insignia, official 
NASA Program Badges or official NASA 
Astronaut Badges in a manner other 
than as authorized in this part shall be 
subject to the provisions of 18 U.S.C. 
701, which provides as follows: 

Official badges. Identification cards, other 
Insignia • • V Whoever manufactures, sens, 
or possesses any badge. Identification card, 
or other Insignia, of the design prescribed by 
the head of any department or agency of the 


United States for use by an officer or em¬ 
ployee thereof, or any colorable Imitation 
thereof, or photographs, prints, or In any 
other manner makes or executes any engrav¬ 
ing. photograph, print, or impression in the 
likeness of any such badgo. identification 
card, or other insignia, or any colorable imi¬ 
tation thereof, except as authorized under 
regulations made pursuant to law, shall be 
fined not more than $250 or Imprisoned not 
more than six months or both. (June 25.

The Federal Insurance Administrator finds that comment and public procedure and the use of delayed effective dates 
in identifying the areas of communities which have special flood or mudslide hazards, in accordance with 24 CFR Part 1915, 
would be contrary to the public interest. The purpose of such identifications is to guide new development away from areas 
threatened by flooding. Since this publication is merely for the purpose of informing the public of the location of areas of 
special flood hazard and has no binding effect on the sale of flood insurance or the commencement of construction, notice 
and public procedure are impracticable, unnecessary, and contrary to the public interest. Inasmuch as this publication is not 
a substantive rule, the identification of special hazard areas shall be effective on the date shown. Accordingly, $ 1915.3 is 
amended by adding in alphabetical sequence a new entry to the table, which entry reads as follows:

Procedural Amendments 

The purpose of these amendments is 
to provide for the orderly termination of 
certain administrative proceedings with 
respect to prices charged prior to May 1, 
1974, and wages paid with respect to 
work performed prior to that date. 

Since, under the provisions of Execu¬ 
tive Order 11788, the authority of the 
Office of Economic Stabilization (OES) 
extends only to December 31. 1974, the 
OES believes it is necessary and appro¬ 
priate to take steps now to simplify ad¬ 
ministrative procedures relating to the 
submission of requests for exception 
under the rules of the Economic Stabili¬ 
zation Program. These amendments are 
designed to reduce the existing backlog 
of requests for exceptions and to diminish 
the further need for and availability of 
exceptions relief. In promulgating these 
amendments, the OES is mindful of the 
need to keep administrative remedies and 
procedures available for as long as pos¬ 
sible. particularly for firms (such as some 
Providers of health services) which are 
as yet unable to determine final revenues 
for past fiscal years. The OES is also 
aware of its responsibilities to the public 
to continue to monitor compliance with 
the economic stabilization regulations for 
Past years. However, it is obvious that 
some accommodation must now be made 
in order to provide for an orderly end to 
the administration of the wage and price 
controls program within the reasonable 
Period of time prescribed by Executive 
Order 11788. 

The new procedural rules applicable to 
Price matters are set forth in § 601.12 


and provide substantially as follows: (1) 
Only requests for exceptions which are 
received by the OES prior to Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1974, will be accepted for consider¬ 
ation. Firms which do not have final 
data and which believe a reasonable basis 
is present for approval of an exception 
should submit an exception request sup¬ 
ported by the best available data and 
estimates. The cutting off of exceptions 
relief on September 1, 1974, does not, of 
course, preclude any firm which might 
later become the subject of a compliance 
action from asserting gross inequity or 
serious hardship for the limited purpose 
of seeking mitigation or waiver of pen¬ 
alties, and the OES will in such a case 
take into account the possible absence 
prior to September 1, 1974, of data that 
might have provided the basis for a le¬ 
gitimate exception request. 

(2) In order to expedite consideration 
and disposition of exception requests re¬ 
ceived within the time allowed, to pro¬ 
cedural changes are made. First, a firm 
which submitted an exception request 
which was properly prepared and submit¬ 
ted in accordance with law and was not 
disposed of prior to August 1, 1974, may, 
in the absence of OES action, avail it¬ 
self of the relief requested, effective Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1974. Second, a firm which on 
or after August 1 and before Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1974, submits a new exception re¬ 
quest which is properly prepared and 
submitted in accordance with law may, 
in the absence of OES action, avail itself 
of the relief requested on the thirty-first 
day after the date of receipt of the ex¬ 
ception request by the OES. However, 
the OES may. within the times pre¬ 
scribed above, approve, disapprove or 
modify the relief requested or tem¬ 
porarily suspend the running of the 30- 
day or other period during which the 
OES may take action. The OES will no¬ 
tify the submitting firm upon receipt of 
an exception request. These provisions 
for implementation without OES action 


of course do not apply to situations in 
which the matters at issue were substan¬ 
tially disposed of previously under the 
Economic Stabilization Program, 
whether in response to exception requests 
or in other proceedings. 

(3) The time permitted for submission 
of a request for reconsideration of a 
denial of a price exception request is re¬ 
duced from 30 to 10 days. This change 
applies with respect to requests for re¬ 
consideration of exceptions decisions is¬ 
sued on or after September 1, 1974. The 
30-day period for submission of requests 
for reconsideration originated in 5 305.34 
of the Price Commission regulations, as 
amended in April, 1972. Prior to that 
time, the Price Commission regulations 
provided a 10-day period. The OES does 
not believe a reversion to the original 
time frame will compromise any firm’s 
opportunity to make an adequate submis¬ 
sion to the OES. 

The OES realizes that this necessary 
compression of administrative proce¬ 
dures under the remaining period of the 
Economic Stabilization Program may 
have the effect of causing some firms to 
make submissions at earlier dates than 
they would otherwise have selected. This 
situation may be especially common in 
the health care industry. Hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes and other institutional provid¬ 
ers of health care services typically de¬ 
rive over 50 percent of their revenues 
from third-party payors such as Medi¬ 
care, some Medicad and some Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield plans, which reim¬ 
burse the health care institutions for the 
cost of services provided to patient-bene¬ 
ficiaries. Often considerable delay—as 
much as two years or more—is exper¬ 
ienced in establishing final, audited 
amounts paid or to be paid over by the 
reimbursing agency. This means that 
providers of health services are often not 
certain during a fiscal year subject to 
price controls whether their revenues will 
eventually be determined to exceed the 
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revenue levels permissible under the 
Economic Stablization Program. Conse¬ 
quently. under the regulations In effect 
prior to these amendments, the Office of 
Economic Stablization, as successor to 
the Cost of Living Council, would con¬ 
tinue to receive, for some time to come, 
requests for exception and other ad¬ 
ministrative actions relating to fiscal 
years ending prior to May 1, 1974, where 
final third-party reimbursements result 
in excess revenues. It is no longer possi¬ 
ble for the OES to continue to hold itself 
available indefinitely to receive and con¬ 
sider exception requests in the health in¬ 
dustry or in any other segment of the 
economy. Therefore, these procedural 
amendments are issued to permit the 
OES to complete the business of the Eco¬ 
nomic Stabilization Program no later 
than December 31,1974. 

New procedural rules applicable to pay 
matters are set forth in § 601.13. Gen¬ 
erally, aU requests for approval of wage 
and salary increases must be received 
by the Office of Economic Stabilization 
not later than August 31. 1974. The only 
exception to this rule applies to wage and 
salary increases called for under the 
terms of a collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment entered into on or after August 1, 
1974, or under the terms of a modifica¬ 
tion of a labor contract if such modifica¬ 
tion occurs on or after August 1. 1974. In 
such cases, a request for approval of the 
retroactive increase must be received by 
the Office of Economic Stabilization not 
later than September 30, 1974, or the 
thirtieth day after the date on which the 
agreement or modification is entered 
into, whichever is later. Failure to make 
a submission within the requisite period 
constitutes an irrevocable waiver of the 
opportunity to receive approval of retro¬ 
active wage and salary increases with re¬ 
spect to work performed prior to May 1, 
1974. The new pay procedural rules do 
not contain any provision for a 30-day 
“clock" or other device permitting ap¬ 
proval of a proposed pay adjustment by 
means other than an express decision 
and order of the OES. 

Specific new price procedural rules are 
also prescribed in §601.11 with respect 
to providers of health care services* 

It is no longer necessary to obtain the 
recommendation of a state advisory 
board or agency in regard to an excep¬ 
tion request, as previously required pur¬ 
suant to §§ 300.18(c) (2) and 300.18(f) 
(institutional providers of health serv¬ 
ices, Phases n and III, and Sub¬ 
part O of Phase IV price regulations). 
§§ 150.714(a) and 150.715 (acute care 
hospitals. Subpart R), or §§ 150.782(a) 
and 150.783 (long-term care institutions. 
Subpart R). It is also no longer necessary 
to submit price schedules to third parties 
or intermediaries where the effect of 
price increases is to increase aggregate 
annual revenues by 2.5% to 6.0%, pur¬ 
suant to §300.18(0(1). Finally, inter¬ 
mediaries are neither encouraged nor 
authorized to exercise a supervisory role 
with respect to compliance by providers 
of health services under the Economic 
Stabilization Program. Intermediaries 
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may continue to offer advice to health 
providers and to inform the OES of any 
suspected violations, but they are not au¬ 
thorized to take or withhold action (such 
as withholding reimbursements) under 
any assumed obligation to monitor or 
supervise compliance. 

Because the purpose of these amend¬ 
ments is to provide immediate guidance 
with respect to decisions of the OES, and 
in order to establish procedural rules for 
the orderly termination of the Economic 
Stabilization Program within the time 
prescribed by Executive Order 11788, the 
OES finds that notice and public proce¬ 
dure thereon are impracticable and that 
good cause exists for publishing these 
procedural amendments without pro¬ 
posed rulemaking. 

The amendment which adds a new 
§ 601.11 is effective August 1, 1974. Be¬ 
cause the purpose of this amendment is 
to provide immediate guidance with re¬ 
spect to decisions of the OES, and be¬ 
cause the effect of the amendment is 
to eliminate procedural requirements 
which are deemed no longer necessary 
to the administration of the Economic 
Stabilization Program, the OES finds 
that publication in accordance with nor¬ 
mal rulemaking procedure is impracti¬ 
cable and that good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing this amendment effective now. 

The amendments which add new 
§§ 601.12 and 601.13 do not provide for 
operative dates until August 31, 1974, or 
later, and are effective August 31. 1974. 
Interested persons are invited to sub¬ 
mit written comments regarding any of 
these amendments prior to or after Au¬ 
gust 31, 1974. The OES will consider pro¬ 
posals for modification of these regu¬ 
lations If a strong showing is made war¬ 
ranting such action. Comments should 
be addressed to Office of the Chief 
Counsel, Office of Economic Stabiliza¬ 
tion, Department of the Treasury, 2000 
M Street NW.. Washington, D.C. 20508, 
and should be prominently designated 
“Comments on Procedural Amend¬ 
ments/* 

In consideration of the foregoing. 
Part 601 of Title 6 of the Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations is amended as set forth 
below. The amendments which designate 
previously existing sections as Subpart 
A and which add new § 601.11 are ef¬ 
fective August 1, 1974. The amendments 
which add new §§ 601.12 and 601.13 are 
effective August 31. 1974.

§ 601.11 Providers of Iteallh service*. 

(a) Scope. This section modifies cer¬ 
tain administrative procedures as they 
apply to providers of health services sub¬ 
ject to Subpart O or R of Part 150 of 
this title or to §§ 300.18 or 300.19 of tills 
title, and is effective August 1, 1974. 

(b) State advisory boards. The re¬ 

quirement to obtain the recommenda¬ 
tion of a state advisory board or agency 
with respect to an exception request 
pursuant to §§ 300.18(c) (2) and 300.18 
(f). 55 150.714(a) and 150.715, and 

§§ 150.782(a) and 150.783, is hereby 
terminated. 

(c) Reports. The requirement under 
§ 300.18(c) (1) to submit price schedules 
to third parties or intermediaries where 
the effect of price increases is to increase 
aggregate annual revenues by more than 
2.5 percent but not more than 6 perc ent 
is hereby terminated. 

(d) Compliance monitoring by third 
parties. Third-party payors or interme¬ 
diaries are no longer encouraged or au¬ 
thorized to supervise compliance with 
the rules of the Economic Stabilization 
Program bv taking or withholding any 
action (such as withholding reimburse¬ 
ments to providers of health sendees) 
which was assumed to be imposed by vir¬ 
tue of the Economic Stabilization Pro¬ 
gram. Only the Office of Economic Stabi¬ 
lization may determine whether a pro¬ 
vider of health services is in compliance 
with the rules of the Economic Stabili¬ 
zation Program. 

§ 601.12 Price procedure*. 

(a) Scope. This section applies to all 
firms, including providers of health serv¬ 
ices. seeking relief from the price stabili¬ 
zation rules of this title, and supersedes 
any inconsistent provisions of Part 155 
of this title, effective August 31, 1974. 

(b) General August 31, 1974, cut-off 
date. A request for exception or exemp¬ 
tion must be received by the Office of 
Economic Stabilization on or before Au¬ 
gust 31. 1974, in order to be accepted for 
consideration. 

(c) Implementation of requested re¬ 
lief .— (1) Matters pending prior to Au- 
gust 1. 1974. A firm which submitted an 
exception request which was properly 
prepared and submitted In accordance 
with law and was not disposed of prior 
to August 1. 1974. may. in the absence of 
action by the Office of Economic Stabili¬ 
zation under paragraph (d) of this sec¬ 
tion, avail itself of the relief requested, 
effective September 1, 1974. 

(2) 30-day “clock” A firm which on or 
after August 1. 1974, and before Septem¬ 
ber 1,1974, submits a new price exception 
request which was properly prepared and 
submitted in accordance with law may, 
in the absence of action by the Office of 
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Economic Stabilization under paragraph 
(d) of this section, avail itself of the 
relief requested on the thirty-first day 
alter the date of receipt of the exception 

request. 

(d) Action by the Office of Economic 
Stabilization. The Office of Economic 
Stabilization may, within the times pre¬ 
scribed in paragraphs (c) (1) and (c) (2) 
of this section, as applicable, approve, 
disapprove, or modify the relief requested 
or temporarily suspend the running of 
the time prescribed in such paragraphs 
during which the Office of Economic 
Stabilization may take action. 

(e> Requests for reconsideration. Not¬ 
withstanding the provisions of § 155.104, 
a request for reconsideration of a deci¬ 
sion Issued on or after September 1,1974, 
which denies, in whole or in part, the re¬ 
lief requested in a request for exception, 
shall be accepted for consideration only 
If received by the Office of Economic Sta¬ 
bilization not later than 10 days after 
service of the decision with respect to 
which reconsideration is sought. 

§501.13 Pay procedure®. 

(a) Scope. This section applies to all 
persons making submissions with respect 
to wage and salary increases under the 
provisions of parts 152 and 153 of this 
title, and supersedes any inconsistent 
provisions of such parts, effective Au¬ 
gust 31,1974. 

(b) General August 31, 1974, cut-off 
date. Except as provided in paragraph 

(c) of this section, in order to be ac¬ 
cepted for consideration, a request for 
approval of a wage and salary Increase 
must be received by the Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Stabilization not later than Au¬ 
gust 31. 1974. 

(c) Special rule. In the case of wage 
and salary increases provided under the 
terms of a collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment (or a modification of a collective 
bargaining agreement) entered into on 
or after August 1, 1974, a request for ap¬ 
proval must be received by the Office 
of Economic Stablization not later than 
September 30. 1974, or the thirtieth day 
after the agreement or modification pro¬ 
viding for such increases is entered into, 
whichever date is later, in order to be 
accepted for consideration. 

(d) Failure to request approval. Failure 
to request approval of a wage and salary 
increase within the prescribed period 
constitutes a final waiver of the oppor¬ 
tunity to obtain the approval of the 
Office of Economic Stablization. In case 
of such a waiver, no wage and salary 
increase may be Implemented with re¬ 
spect to work performed prior to May 1, 

except as otherwise authorized 
under the provisions of part 152 of this 
title. 

<e) Extension of time. The Office of 
Economic Stabilization may, upon a 
showing of extreme hardship or other 
extraordinary circumstances, extend for 
14 days only the period In which a re- 
Quest for approval may be submitted 
“nder this section. However, a request 
jor such an extension must be received 
jy the Office of Economic Stabilization 
within the time provided in this section 
* or submission of the request for ap¬ 
proval 


(f) Application illustrated. The appli¬ 
cation of this section may be illustrated 
by the following examples: 

Example 1: On August 4. 1974. Employer 
A and Union X enter into a new collective 
bargaining agreement that applies to em¬ 
ployees in the health services Industry and 
provides a pay adjust of 8% retroactive to 
February 1, 1974, the first day of the current 
control year. The parties may Implement a 
6.5% Increase for the period February 1, 1974 
through April 30, 1974, but must obtain the 
approval of the Office of Economic Stabiliza¬ 
tion in order to implement any greater In¬ 
crease for that period. Under the provisions 
of $ 601.13(c). a request for approval of the 
Increase may be submitted on or before Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1974. If a request for approval is 
not submitted by September 30, 1974, the 
parties wiU be considered to havo waived 
the right to request approval by the Office 
of Economic 8tabllzatlon, and the full in¬ 
crease may not be Implemented for the pe¬ 
riod February 1. 1974 through April 30. 1974. 

Example 2: On September 6. 1974. pursuant 
to the operation of a wage reopening pro¬ 
vision In their existing collective bargaining 
agreement. Employer B and Union Y agree 
on a 7% wage Increase that applies to em¬ 
ployees In the food manufacturing Industry 
and is retroactive to March 1, 1974, the first 
day of the current control year. The parties 
may Implement a 6.6% increase for the 
period March 1, 1974 through AprU 30. 1974, 
but must obtain the approval of the Office 
of Economic Stabilization In order to imple¬ 
ment more than that amount for that period. 
Under the provisions of 9 601.13(c), a re¬ 
quest for approval of the Increase may be 
submitted on or before October 6. 1974 (the 
thirtieth day following the date on which 
the wage Increase is agreed to). If a request 
for approval is not submitted by October 5, 
1974. the parties will be considered to have 
waived the right to request approval of the 
Office of Economic Stabilization, and the full 
increase may not be implemented for the 
period March 1. 1974 through April 30. 1974. 

Example 3: On June 15. 1974, Employer C 
and Union Z entered into a collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement affecting employees in 
the construction industry, and providing for 
a wage increase retroactive in effect to 
April 1, 1974. 8uch wage increases for the 
period April l through April 30. 1974, pre¬ 
viously required approval of the Construc¬ 
tion Industry Stabilization Committee 
(CISC). However, the parties did not seek the 
approval of the CISC and have not imple¬ 
mented the wage Increase with respect to 
work performed during the month of April. 
If the parties wish to Implement the con¬ 
tract increase for that month, they must sub¬ 
mit a request for approval of the increase to 
the Office of Economic Stabilization not later 
than August 31, 1974. Failure to make such 
a submission by that day will be considered 
to be a waiver of the right to request approval 
by the Office of Economic Stabilization, and 
the parties will not be able to Implement the 
wage increase for the month of April, 1974.

Expenses and Rate of Assessment 

This document authorizes expenses of 
$809,827 of the Control Committee, 


under Marketing Order No. 917, for the 
1974-75 fiscal period and fixes the rates 
of assessment under subject program as 
follows: $.01 per box of pears; $.075 per 
crate of plums; and $0,042 per lug of 
peaches. Such assessments are to be paid 
to the committee by each handler as his 
pro rata share of expenses. It also au¬ 
thorizes the carryover, as a committee 
reserve, of unexpended assessment in¬ 
come from fiscal 1973-74 and prior 
years. 

On July 15, 1974, notice of rule making 
was published in the Federal Register 
(39 FR 25952) regarding proposed ex¬ 
penses and the related rates of assess¬ 
ment for the fiscal period beginning 
March 1, 1974, and ending February 28. 
1975, pursuant to the marketing agree¬ 
ment, as amended, and Order No. 917, 
as amended (7 CFR Part 917), regulat¬ 
ing the handling of fresh pears, plums, 
and peaches grown in California. This 
regulatory program is effective under the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act 
of 1937, as amended (7 U8.C. 601-674). 
After consideration of all relevant mat¬ 
ters presented, including the proposals 
set forth in such notice which were sub¬ 
mitted by the Control Committee (estab¬ 
lished pursuant to said marketing agree¬ 
ment and order), it is hereby found and 
determined that: 

§ 917.212 Expenses and rale of assess¬ 
ment* 

(a) Expenses. Expenses that are rea¬ 
sonable and likely to be incurred during 
the fiscal period March 1. 1974, through 
February 28. 1975, will amount to $809,- 
827. 

(b) Rate of Assessment. The rates of 
assessment for such fiscal period payable 
by each handler in accordance with 
§ 917.37 are fixed at: 

(1) One cent ($0.01) per standard 
western pear box of pears, or its equiva¬ 
lent in other containers or in bulk; 

(2) Seven and one-half cents ($0,075) 
per standard four-basket crate of plums, 
or its equivalent in other containers or 
in bulk; 

(3) Four and two-tenths cents ($0,042) 
per Los Angeles lug of peaches, or its 
equivalent in other containers or in bulk. 

(c) Reserve. Unexpended assessment 
funds in excess of expenses incurred dur¬ 
ing the fiscal period ended February 28, 
1974, and prior years shall be carried 
over as a reserve in accordance with the 
applicable provisions of § 917.38. 

(d) Terms. Terms used in the amended 
marketing agreement and order shall, 
when used herein, have the same mean¬ 
ing as is given to the respective term in 
said amended marketing agreement and 
order. 

It is hereby further found that good 
cause exists for not postponing the effec¬ 
tive date hereof until 30 days after pub¬ 
lication in the Federal Register (5 U.S.C, 
553) in that (1) shipments of the cur¬ 
rent crop of pears, plums, and peaches 
are currently underway; (2) the relevant 
provisions of said amended marketing 
agreement and this part require that the 
rate of assessment fixed for a particular 
season be applicable to all fresh pears. 
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plums, and peaches from the beginning 
of such fiscal period; and (3) the fiscal 
period began March 1, 1974, and the 
rates of assessment herein fixed will au¬ 
tomatically apply to all pears, plums, and 
peaches beginning with such date.

PART 8—COLOR ADDITIVES 
FD&C Red No. 40 

The Commissioner of Food and Drugs, 
having evaluated data in a color additive 
petition (CAP 3C0105) filed by Lever 
Brothers Co., Edgewater, NJ 07020, and 
other relevant material, has concluded 
that FD&C Red No. 40 is safe and suit¬ 
able for use in coloring cosmetics within 
the limitations prescribed by this order. 
The Commissioner has further concluded 
that certification is necessary for the 
protection of the public health. 

Therefore, pursuant to provisions of 
the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act (sec. 706 (b), (c), and (d), 74 Stat. 
399-403; 21 U. 8 .C. 376 (b). (c), and (d)) 
and under authority delegated to the 
Commissioner (21 CFR 2.120), Part 8 Is 
amended by adding to Subpart G a new 
section as follows: 


§ 8.7201 FD&C Red No. 40. 

(a) Identity and specifications. The 
color additive FD&C Red No. 40 shall con¬ 
form in identity and specifications to the 
requirements of 5 8.244(a)(1) and (b). 

(b) Uses and restrictions. FD&C Red 
No. 40 may be safely used in coloring 
dentifrices that are cosmetics in amounts 
consistent with good manufacturing 
practice. 

(c) Labeling. The label of the color 
additive shall conform to the require¬ 
ments of § 8.32. 

(d) Certification. All batches of FD&C 
Red No. 40 shall be certified in accord¬ 
ance with regulations in Subpart A of 
this part.

(e) was added to relieve a taxpayer who 
is innocent of wrongdoing of any tax 
liability for certain omissions from in¬ 
come whiGh are both concealeu from the 
taxpayer and significant in amount. 

Section 6653(b) provides for fraud 
penalties arising from circumstances 
which are defined therein, including a 
fraudulent act in the filing of an in¬ 
come tax return. Subsection (b) of sec¬ 
tion 6653 was amended by the addition 
of a sentence which would relieve a tax¬ 
payer of joint liability for a fraud penalty 
in any situation in which he was not 
specifically engaged in the fraud him¬ 
self. 

Adoption of amendments to the regu¬ 
lations. After consideration of all such 
relevant matter as was presented by in¬ 
terested persons regarding the rules pro¬ 
pped, the amendment of the regulations 
as proposed is hereby adopted with the 
following change: 5 1.6013-5 as proposed 
is amended by revising paragraph (a)( 2 ) 
to read as set forth below.

Discrimination on the Basis of Race, Color

On page 15637 of the Federal Register 
of June 14, 1973, there was published a 


notice of proposed rulemaking pursuant 
to the authority of section 602 of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 (42 U. 8 .C. 2000d-l> to 
amend Title 36 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations by adding a new chapter IV, 
"American Revolution Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission” consisting of part 601 thereof. 
Section 601 of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 forbids discrimination on the basis 
of race, color or national origin in any 
program that receives Federal financial 
assistance. Interested persons were given 
30 days in which to submit comments, 
suggestions, or objections regarding pro¬ 
posed regulations. On January 10. 1974 
the American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration was established pursuant 
to Pub. L. 93-179, approved December 11, 

1973 (87 Stat. 697) as a successor organi¬ 
zation to the American Revolution Bicen¬ 
tennial Commission, which was abolished. 
The Federal Register of January 22, 

1974 (Vol. 39. No. 15) included a notice 
that all notices and rules and regulations 
published in the Federal Register by the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission are adopted by the American Re¬ 
volution Bicentennial Administration and 
remain in effect with respect thereto. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the notice of the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission re¬ 
ferred to above to amend Title 36 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations Is applica¬ 
ble to the American Revolution Bicenten¬ 
nial Administration with the following 
revisions: 

(1) All references therein to the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission are to be considered as refer¬ 
ences to the American Revolution Bi¬ 
centennial Administration. 

(2) Section 601.3(h) is deleted and the 
following substituted therefor: 

(h) "Administrator” means the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration, or any per¬ 
son to whom he has delegated his au¬ 
thority in the matter concerned. 

(3) Section 601.12(e) Is deleted and 
the following substituted therefor: 

(e> Approval by Administration—A 
final decision by an official of the Ad¬ 
ministration other than by the Admin¬ 
istrator. which provides for the suspen¬ 
sion or termination of. or the refusal to 
grant to continue Federal financial as¬ 
sistance, or the imposition of any other 
sanction available under Title VI of this 
regulation, shall promptly be transmitted 
to the Administrator, who may approve 
the decision, vacate it, or remit or miti¬ 
gate a sanction imposed. 

(4) Appendix A is revised. 

All comments submitted with respect 
to the proposed amendment were given 
due consideration and the proposed reg¬ 
ulations are hereby adopted without 
further change and are set forth below. 

Effective date: These American Revo¬ 
lution Bicentennial Administration reg¬ 
ulations are effective on August 6 , 1974.

§ 601.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this regulation is to ef¬ 
fectuate the provisions of title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 (hereafter re¬ 
ferred to as title VI) to the end that a 
person in the United States shall not, on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, be excluded from participation 
in, be denied the benefits of, or be other¬ 
wise subjected to discrimination under 
a program or activity receiving Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance from the 
Commission. 

§ 601.2 Application of this regulation. 

(a) This regulation applies to each 
program for which Federal financial as¬ 
sistance is authorized under a law ad¬ 
ministered by the Administration, in¬ 
cluding the federally assisted program 
listed in appendix A to this regulation. It 
also applies to money paid, property 
transferred, or other Federal financial 
assistance extended under a program 
after the effective date of this regulation 
pursuant to an application approved be¬ 
fore that effective date. This regulation 
does not apply to: 

(1) Federal financial assistance by 
way of insurance or guaranty contracts; 

(2) Money paid, property transferred, 
or other assistance extended under a 
program before the effective date of this 
regulation, except when the assistance 
was subject to the title VI regulations 
of an agency whose responsibilities are 
now exercised by the Administration; 

(3) Assistance to any individual who is 
the ultimate beneficiary under a pro¬ 
gram; or 

(4) Employment practices, under a 
program, of an employer, employment 
agency, or labor organization, except to 
the extent described in § 601.4(c). 

The fact that a program is not listed in 
appendix A to this part does not mean, 
if title VI is otherwise applicable, that 
the program is not covered. Other pro¬ 
grams under statutes now In force or 
hereinafter enacted may be added to ap¬ 
pendix A to this part. 

(b) In a program receiving Federal 
financial assistance in the form, or for 
the acquisition, of real property or an 
Interest in real property, to the extent 
that rights to space on, over, or under 
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that property are included as part of the 
program receiving that assistance, the 
nondiscrimination requirement of this 
regulation extends to a facility located 
wholly or in part in that space. 

§ 601.3 Definitions. 

Unless the context requires otherwise, 
in this regulation: 

(a) “Applicant” means a person who 
submits an application, request, or plan 
required to be approved by the Adminis¬ 
tration, or by a primary recipient, as a 
condition to eligibility for Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance, and “application” means 
that application, request, or plan. 

(b) “Facility” includes all or any part 
of structures, equipment, or other real or 
personal property or interests therein, 
and the provision of facilities includes 
the construction, expansion, renovation, 
remodeling, alteration, or acquisition of 
facilities. 

(c) “Federal financial assistance” in¬ 
cludes: 

(1) Grants and loans of Federal funds; 

(2) The grant or donation of Federal 
property and interests in property; 

(3) The detail of Federal personnel; 

(4) The sale and lease of, and the per¬ 
mission to use (on other than a casual or 
transient basis), Federal property or any 
interest in the property without consid¬ 
eration or at a nominal consideration, or 
at a consideration which is reduced for 
the purpose of assisting the recipient, or 
in recognition of the public interest to 
be served by the sale or lease to the recip¬ 
ient; and 

(5) A Federal agreement, arrange¬ 
ment, or other contract which has as one 
of its purposes the provision of assistance. 

(d) “Primary recipient” means a re¬ 
cipient that is authorized or required to 
extend Federal financial assistance to 
another recipient for the purpose of car¬ 
rying out a program. 

(e) “Program” includes a program, 
project, or activity for the provision of 
services, financial aid. or other benefits 
to individuals (including education or 
training or other services whether pro¬ 
vided through employees of the recipi¬ 
ent of Federal financial assistance or 
provided by others through contracts or 
other arrangements with the recipient, 
and including work opportunities), or 
for the provision of facilities for furnish¬ 
ing services, financial aid, or other bene¬ 
fits to individuals. The services, financial 
aid, or other benefits provided under a 
program receiving Federal financial as¬ 
sistance are deemed to include a service, 
financial aid, or other benefits provided 
(1) with the aid of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance, (2) with the aid of any non- 
Federal funds, property, or other re¬ 
sources required to be expended or made 
available for the program to meet the 
matching requirements or other condi¬ 
tions which must be met in order to re¬ 
ceive the Federal financial assistance, or 
(3) in or through a facility provided with 
the aid of Federal financial assistance or 
such non-Federal resources. 

(f) “Recipient” may mean any State, 
the District of Columbia, the Common¬ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, a territory or pos¬ 


session of the United States, or any po¬ 
litical subdivision thereof, or instrumen¬ 
tality thereof, any public or private 
agency, institution, or organization, or 
other entity, or any individual in any 
State, the District of Columbia, the Com¬ 
monwealth of Puerto Rico, or territory or 
possession of the United States, to whom 
Federal financial assistance is extended, 
directly or through another recipient, for 
any program, including any successor, 
assignee, or transferee thereof, but the 
term does not include any ultimate bene¬ 
ficiary under a program. 

(g) “Administration” means the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Ad¬ 
ministration. 

(h) “Administrator” means the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration, or any per¬ 
son to whom he has delegated his au¬ 
thority in the matter concerned. 

§ 601.4 Discrimination prohibited. 

(a) General: A person in the United 
States shall not, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin be excluded 
from participation in, be denied the ben¬ 
efits of, or be otherwise subjected to dis¬ 
crimination under, a program to which 
this regulation applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited: (1)A recipient under a pro¬ 
gram to which this regulation applies 
mai not, directly or through contractual 
or other arrangements, on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin— 

(i) Deny a person a service, financial 
aid, or other benefit provided under the 
program; 

(ii) Provide a service, financial aid, or 
other benefit to a person which is differ¬ 
ent, or is provided in a different manner, 
from that provided to others under the 
program; 

(iii) Subject a person to segregation or 
separate treatment in any matter re¬ 
lated to his receipt of a service, financial 
aid, or other benefit under the program; 

(iv) Restrict a person in any way in 
the enjoyment of an advantage or priv¬ 
ilege enjoyed by others receiving a serv¬ 
ice, financial aid, or other benefit under 
the program; 

(v) Treat a person differently from 
others in determining whether he sat¬ 
isfies an admission, enrollment, quota, 
eligibility, membership, or other require¬ 
ment or condition which persons must 
meet in order to be provided a service, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

(vi) Deny a person an opportunity to 
participate in the program through the 
provision of services or otherwise or af¬ 
ford him an opportunity to do so which 
is different from that afforded others 
under the program; or 

(vii) Deny a person the opportunity to 
participate as a member of a planning or 
advisory body which is an integral part 
of the program. 

(2) A recipient, in determining the 
types of services, financial aid, or other 
benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under a program or the class of 
persons to whom, or the situations in 
which, the services, financial aid, other 
benefits, or facilities will be provide 
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under a program, or the class of persons 
to be afforded an opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in a program, may not, directly or 
through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments. utilize criteria or methods of ad¬ 
ministration which have the effect of 
subjecting persons to discrimination be¬ 
cause of their race, color, or national 
origin, or have the effect of defeating or 
substantially impairing accomplishment 
of the objectives of the program with 
respect to individuals of a particular 
race, color, or national origin. 

(3) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this para¬ 
graph does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(4) (i) In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient had previ¬ 
ously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, the recipient shall take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. 

01) Even in the absence of prior dis¬ 
crimination a recipient in administering 
a program may take affirmative action to 
overcome the effect of conditions which 
resulted in limiting participation by per¬ 
sons of a particular race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin. 

(c) Employment practices. (1) When 
a primary objective of a program of Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance to which this 
regulation applies is to provide employ¬ 
ment. a recipient or other party subject 
to this regulation shall not, directly or 
through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments, subject a person to discrimina¬ 
tion on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin in its employment prac¬ 
tices under the program (including re¬ 
cruitment or recruitment advertising, 
hiring, firing, upgrading, promotion, de¬ 
motion, transfer, layoff, termination, 
rates of pay, 'or other forms of compen¬ 
sation or benefits, selection for training 
or apprenticeship, use of facilities, and 
treatment of employees). A recipient 
shall take affirmative action to insure 
that applicants are employed, and em¬ 
ployees are treated during employment, 
without regard to race, color, or national 
origin. The requirements applicable to 
construction employment under a pro¬ 
gram are those specified in or pursuant 
to part m of Executive Order 11240 or 
any Executive order which supersedes it. 

(2) Federal financial assistance to pro¬ 
grams under laws funded or adminis¬ 
tered by the Administration which have 
as a primary objective the providing of 
employment include those set forth in 
appendix B to this part. 

( 3) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance is not to pro¬ 
vide employment, but discrimination on 
the ground of race, color, or national ori¬ 
gin in the employment practices of the 
recipient tends, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin, to exclude per¬ 
sons from participation in, to deny them 

benefits of, or to subject them to dis¬ 
crimination under any program to which 
this regulation applies, the provisions of 
Paragraph (c)(1) of this section apply 
10 employment practices of the recip- 
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lent to the extent necessary to assure 
equality of opportunity to and nondis- 
criminatory treatment of beneficiaries. 

(d) In determining the site or location 
of facilities, a recipient or applicant may 
not make selections with the purpose or 
effect of excluding individuals from, 
denying them the benefits of. or subject¬ 
ing them to discrimination under, a pro¬ 
gram to which this regulation applies, 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin; or with the purpose or effect of 
defeating or substantially impairing the 
accomplishment of the objectives of title 
VI or this regulation. 

§ 601.5 Assurances required. 

(a) General. (1) An application for 
Federal financial assistance to carry out 
a program to which this regulation ap¬ 
plies, except a program to which para¬ 
graph (d) of this section applies, and 
every application for Federal financial 
assistance to provide a facility shall, as 
a condition to its approval and the ex¬ 
tension of Federal financial assistance 
pursuant to the application, contain or 
be accompanied by, assurances that the 
program will be conducted or the facility 
operated in compliance with the require¬ 
ments imposed by or pursuant to this 
regulation. Every program of Federal 
financial assistance shall require the sub¬ 
mission of these assurances. In the case 
where the Federal financial assistance 
is to provide or is in the form of per¬ 
sonal property, or real property or inter¬ 
est therein or structures thereon, the as¬ 
surances shall obligate the recipient, or, 
in the case of a subsequent transfer, the 
transferee, for the period during which 
the property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance 
is extended or for another purpose in¬ 
volving the provision of similar services 
or benefits, or for as long as the recipient 
retains ownership or possession of the 
property, whichever is longer. In other 
cases, the assurances obligate the recip¬ 
ient for the period during which the 
Federal financial assistance is extended 
to the program. In the case where the 
assistance is sought for the construc¬ 
tion of a facility or part of a facility, the 
assurances shall extend to the entire 
facility and to the facilities operated in 
connection therewith. The Administra¬ 
tion shall specify the form of the fore¬ 
going assurances for each program, and 
the extent to which like assurances will 
be required of subgrantees, contractors 
and subcontractors, transferees, succes¬ 
sors in interest, and other participants in 
the program. The assurances shall in¬ 
clude provisions which give the United 
States the right to seek judiciary en¬ 
forcement. 

(2) When Federal financial assistance 
is provided in the form of a transfer 
of real property, structures, or im¬ 
provements thereon, or interest therein, 
from the Federal Government, the in¬ 
strument effecting or recording the 
transfer shall contain a covenant run¬ 
ning with the land assuring nondiscrim¬ 
ination for the period during which the 
real property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance 
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is extended or for another purpose in¬ 
volving the provision of similar services 
or benefits. When no transfer of prop¬ 
erty or interest therein from the Fed¬ 
eral Government is involved, but prop¬ 
erty is acquired or improved under a 
program of Federal financial assistance, 
the recipient shall agree to include a 
covenant in any subsequent transfer of 
the property. When the property is ob¬ 
tained from the Federal Government, 
the covenant may also include a condi¬ 
tion coupled with a right to be reserved 
by the Administration to revert title to 
property in the event of a breach of 
the covenant where, in the discretion of 
the Administration, such a condition and 
right of reverter is appropriate to the 
program under which the real property 
is obtained and to the nature of the 
grant and the grantee. In the event a 
transferee of real property proposes to 
mortgage or otherwise encumber the 
real property as security for financing 
construction of new, or improvement of 
existing, facilities on property for the 
purposes for which the property was 
transferred, the Administration may 
agree, on request of the transferee and if 
necessary to accomplish the financing, 
and on conditions as he deems appro¬ 
priate, to subordinate a right of reversion 
to the lien of a mortgage or other 
encumbrance. 

(b) Assurances from government 
agencies. In the case of an application 
from a department, agency, or office of 
a State or local government for Federal 
financial assistance for a specified pur¬ 
pose, the assurance required by this sec¬ 
tion shall extend to any other depart¬ 
ment. agency, or office of the same 
governmental unit if the policies of the 
other department, agency, or office will 
substantially affect the project for which 
Federal financial assistance is requested. 
That requirement may be waived by .the 
responsible Administration official if the 
applicant establishes, to the satisfaction 
of the responsible Administration official, 
that the practices in other agencies or 
parts or programs of the governmental 
unit will in no way affect (1) its prac¬ 
tices in the program for which Federal 
financial assistance is sought, or (2) the 
beneficiaries of or participants in or per¬ 
sons affected by the program, or (3) full 
compliance with this regulation as re¬ 
spects the program. 

(c) Assurance from academic and 
other institutions. (1) In the case of 
an application for Federal financial as¬ 
sistance by an academic institution, the 
assurance required by this section ex¬ 
tends to admission practices and to all 
other practices relating to the treatment 
of students. 

(2) The assurance required by an aca¬ 
demic institution, detention or correc¬ 
tional facility, or any other institution 
or facility, relating to the institution’s 
practices with respect to admission or 
other treatment of individuals as stu¬ 
dents, patients, wards, inmates, persons 
subject to control, or clients of the insti¬ 
tution or facility or to the opportunity to 
participate in the provision of services. 
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disposition, treatment, or benefits to 
these Individuals, is applicable to the 
entire institution or facility unless the 
applicant establishes, to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the responsible Administration 
official, that the practices in designated 
parts or programs of the institution or 
facility will in no way affect its practices 
in the program of the institution or fa¬ 
cility for which Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is sought, or the beneficiaries of or 
participants in the program. If the as¬ 
sistance sought is for the construction of 
a facility or part of a facility, the assur¬ 
ance shall extend to the entire facility 
and to facilities operated in connection 
therewith. 

(d) Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State 
agency to carry out a program involving 
continuing Federal financial assistance to 
which this regulation applies (including 
the programs listed in appendix A to this 
part) shall, as a condition to its approval 
and the extension of Federal financial 
assistance pursuant to the application 

(1) contain or be accompanied by a state¬ 
ment that the program is (or, in the case 
of a new program, will be) conducted in 
compliance with the requirements im¬ 
posed by or pursuant to this regulation, 
and (2) provide or be accompanied by 
provision for methods of administration 
for the program as are found by the Ad¬ 
ministration to give reasonable guar¬ 
antee that the applicant and all recipi¬ 
ents of Federal financial assistance, 
under the program will comply with the 
requirements imposed by or pursuant to 
this regulation. 

§ 601.6 Compliance information. 

(a) Cooperation and assistance. The 
Administration, to the fullest extent 
practicable, shall seek the cooperation of 
recipients in obtaining compliance with 
this regulation and shall provide assist¬ 
ance and guidance to recipients to help 
them comply voluntarily with this 
regulation. 

(b) Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep records and submit to the 
Administration, timely, complete, and 
accurate compliance reports at the times, 
and in the form and containing the in¬ 
formation the Administration may deter¬ 
mine neecssary to enable it to ascertain 
whether the recipient has complied or is 
complying with this regulation. In the 
case of a program under which a primary 
recipient extends Federal financial as¬ 
sistance to other recipients, the other re¬ 
cipients shall also submit compliance re¬ 
ports to the primary recipient as may be 
necessary to enable the primary recipient 
to carry out its obligations under this 
regulation. In general, recipients should 
have available for the Administration 
racial and ethnic data showing the ex¬ 
tent to which members of minority 
groups are beneficiaries of federally as¬ 
sisted programs and members of groups 
or bodies referred to in § 601.4(b) (vii). 

(c) Access to sources of information. 
Each recipient shall permit access by 
the Administration during normal busi¬ 
ness hours to its books, records, accounts, 
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and other sources of information, and its 
facilities as may be pertinent to ascertain 
compliance with this regulation. When 
information required of a recipient is in 
the exclusive possession of another 
agency, institution, or person and this 
agency, institution, or person fails or re¬ 
fuses to furnish this information, the re¬ 
cipient shall so certify in its report and 
shall set forth what efforts it has made 
to obtain the information, 

<d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons the infor¬ 
mation regarding the provisions of this 
regulation and its applicability to the 
program under which the recipient re¬ 
ceived Federal financial assistance, and 
make this information available to them 
in the manner, as the Administration 
finds necessary, to apprise the persons of 
the protections against discrimination 
assured them by title VI and this 
regulation. 

§ 601.7 Conduct of investigations. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
Administration may from time to time 
review the practices of recipients to de¬ 
termine whether they are complying 
with this regulation. 

(b) Complaints. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of 
persons to be subjected to discrimination 
prohibited by this regulation may by 
himself or by a representative file with 
the Administration a written complaint. 
A complaint shall be filed not later than 
180 days after the date of the alleged dis¬ 
crimination. unless the time for filing is 
extended by the Administration. 

(c) Investigations. The Administra¬ 
tion will make a prompt investigation 
whenever a compliance review, report, 
complaint, or other information indicates 
a possible failure to comply with this reg¬ 
ulation. The investigation will include, 
when appropriate, a review of the per¬ 
tinent practices and policies of the re¬ 
cipient. the circumstances under which 
the possible noncompliance with this 
regulation occurred, and other factors 
relevant to a determination as to whether 
the recipient has failed to comply with 
this regulation. 

(d) Resolution of matters, fI) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this regulation, the Administra¬ 
tion will so inform the recipient and the 
matter will be resolved by voluntary 
means whenever possible. If it has been 
determined that the matter cannot be 
resolved by voluntary means, action will 
be taken as provided for in § 601.8. 

(2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to paragraph (d) 
(1) of this section, the Administration 
will so inform, in writing, the recipient 
and the complainant, if any. 

<e> Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. A recipient or other person 
shall not intimidate, threaten, coerce, or 
discriminate against an individual for 
the purpose of interfering with a right or 
privilege secured by section 601 of title 
VI of this regulation, or because he has 
made a complaint, testified, assisted, or 


participated in any manner in an In¬ 
vestigation, proceeding, or hearing under 
this regulation. The identity of complain¬ 
ants shall be kept confidential, except to 
the extent necessary to carry out the pur¬ 
poses of this regulation, including the 
conduct of an investigation, hearing, or 
judicial proceeding arising thereunder. 

§ 601.8 Procedure for effecting compU. 
a nee. 

(a) General. (1) If there appears to 
be a failure or threatened failure to com¬ 
ply with this regulation, and if the non- 
compliance or threatened noncompliance 
cannot be corrected by informal means, 
compliance with this regulation may be 
effected by the suspension or termination 
of or refusal to grant or to continue Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance or by other 
means authorized by law. 

(2) Other means may include, but are 
not limited to. (i) a reference to the De¬ 
partment of Justice with a recommenda¬ 
tion that appropriate proceedings be 
brought to enforce the rights of the 
United States under a law of the United 
States (including other titles of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964), or an assurance or 
other contractual undertaking, and (ii) 
an applicable proceeding under State or 
local law. 

(b) Noncompliance with $ 6015. If 
an applicant fails or refuses to furnish 
an assurance required under § 601.5 or 
otherwise fails or refuses to comply with 
a requirement imposed by or pursuant 
to that section. Federal financial assist¬ 
ance may be refused in accordance with 
the procedures of paragraph (c) of this 
section. The Administration shall not be 
required to provide assistance in that 
case during the pendency of the admin¬ 
istrative proceedings under this para¬ 
graph. Subject, however, to § 601.12, the 
Administration shall continue assistance 
during the pendency of the*proceedings 
where the assistance is due and payable 
pursuant to an application approved 
prior to the effective date of this regu¬ 
lation. 

(c) Termination of or refusal to arant 
or to continue Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. An order suspending, termi¬ 
nating. or refusing to grant or to con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance shall 
not become effective until— 

<1) The Administration has advised 
the applicant or recipient of his failure 
to comply and has determined that com¬ 
pliance cannot be secured by informal 
voluntary means; 

(2) There has been an express finding 
on the record, after opportunity for 
hearing, of a failure by the applicant 
or recipient to comply with a require¬ 
ment imposed by or pursuant to this 
regulation; 

(3) The action has been approved by 
the Administration pursuant to § 601.10 
(e): and 

(4) The expiration of 30 days after the 
chairman has filed with the committee 
of the House and the committee of the 
Senate having legislative Jurisdiction 
over the program involved, a full written 
report of the circumstances and the 
grounds for the action. 
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An action to suspend or terminate or 
refuse to grant or to continue Federal 
financial assistance shall be limited to 
the particular political entity, or part 
thereof, or other applicant or recipient 
as to whom a finding has been made and 
shall be limited in its effect to the par¬ 
ticular program, or part thereof, in 
which the noncompliance has been so 
found. 

(d) Other means authorized by law. 
An action to effect compliance with title 
VI by other means authorized by law 
shall not be taken by the Administration 
until— 

(1) The Administration has deter¬ 
mined that compliance cannot be secured 
by voluntary means; 

(2) The recipient or other person has 
been notified of *its failure to comply and 
of the action to be taken to effect com¬ 
pliance; and 

(3) The expiration of at least 10 days 
from the mailing of a notice to the re¬ 
cipient or person. During this period 
of at least 10 days, additional efforts 
shall be made to persuade the recipient 
or other person to comply with the regu¬ 
lation and to take corrective action as 
may be appropriate. 

§ 601.0 Hearings. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When 
an opportunity for a hearing is required 
by § 601.8(c), reasonable notice shall be 
given by registered or certified mail, re¬ 
turn receipt requested, to the affected 
applicant or recipient. This notice shall 
advise the applicant or recipient of the 
action proposed to be taken, the specific 
provision under which the proposed 
action against it is to be taken, and the 
matters of fact or law asserted as the 
basis for this action, and either (1) fix 
a date not less than 20 days after the 
date of notice within which the appli¬ 
cant or recipient may request of the Ad¬ 
ministration that the matter be sched¬ 
uled for hearing or (2) advise the appli¬ 
cant or recipient that the matter in ques¬ 
tion has been set down for hearing at a 
stated time and place. The time and 
place so fixed shall be reasonable and 
subject to change for cause. The com¬ 
plainant, if any, shall be advised of the 
time and place of the hearing. An appli¬ 
cant or recipient may waive a hearing 
and submit written informa Mon and 
argument for the record. The failure of 
an applicant or recipient to request a 
nearing under this paragraph or to ap¬ 
pear at a hearing for which a date has 
been set is deemed to be a waiver of the 
JjSht to a hearing under section 602 of 
title VI and § 601.8(c) and consent to the 
Information available. 

(b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Administration in Washington, D.C.. at a 
time fixed by the Administration unless 
it determines that the convenience of the 
applicant or recipient or of the Adminis¬ 
tration requires that another place be se¬ 
lected. Hearings shall be held before the 
Administration, or at its discretion, be¬ 
fore a hearing examiner appointed in ac¬ 
cordance with section 3105 of title 5, 


United States Code, or detailed und2r 
section 3344 of title 5, United States 
Code. 

(c) Right to counsel. In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant or 
recipient and the Administration have 
the right to be represented by counsel. 

(d) Procedures , evidence . and rec¬ 
ord. (1) The hearing, decision, and an 
administrative review thereof shall be 
conducted in conformity with sections 
554 through 557 of title 5, United States 
Code, and in accordance with the rules 
of procedure as are proper (and not in¬ 
consistent with this section) relating to 
the conduct of the hearing, giving of no¬ 
tices subsequent to those provided for in 
paragraph (a) of this section, taking of 
testimony, exhibits, arguments, and 
briefs, requests for findings, and other re¬ 
lated matters. Both the Administration 
and the applicant or recipient are en¬ 
titled to introduce relevant evidence on 
the issues as stated in the notice for 
hearing or as determined by the officer 
conducting the hearing at the outset of 
or during the hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence do not 
apply to hearings conducted pursuant to 
this regulation, but rules or principles 
designed to assure production of the 
most credible evidence available and to 
subject testimony to test by cross-exami¬ 
nation shall be applied where determined 
reasonably necessary by the officer con¬ 
ducting the hearing. The hearing officer 
may exclude irrelevant, immaterial, or 
unduly repetitious evidence. Documents 
and other evidence offered or taken for 
the record shall be open to examination 
by the parties and opportunity shall be 
given to refute facts and arguments ad¬ 
vanced on either side of the issues. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence except to the extent the substance 
thereof is stipulated for the record. De¬ 
cisions shall be based on the hearing rec¬ 
ord and written findings shall be made. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. 
In cases in which the same or related 
facts are asserted to constitute noncom¬ 
pliance with this regulation with respect 
to two or more programs to which this 
regulation applies, or noncompliance 
with this regulation and the regulations 
of one or more other Federal depart¬ 
ments or agencies issued under title VI, 
the Administration may. by agreement 
with the other departments or agencies, 
when applicable, provide for the conduct 
of consolidated or joint hearings, and for 
the application to these hearings of rules 
or procedures not inconsistent with this 
regulation. Final decisions in these cases, 
insofar as this regulation is concerned, 
shall be made in accordance with 
§ 601.10. 

§ 601.10 Decisions and notices. 

(a) Procedure on decisions by hearing 
examiner. If the hearing is held by a 
hearing examiner, the hearing examiner 
shall either make an initial decision, if 
so authorized, or certify the entire rec¬ 
ord including his recommended findings 
and proposed decision to the Administra¬ 
tion for a final decision, and a copy of 
the initial decision or certification shall 


be mailed to the applicant or recipient. 
When the initial decision is made by the 
hearing examiner, the applicant or re¬ 
cipient may, within 30 days after the 
mailing of a notice of initial decision, file 
with the Administration his exceptions 
to the initial decision, with his reasons 
therefor. In the absence of exceptions, 
the Administration may, on its own mo¬ 
tion. within 45 days after the initial deci¬ 
sion, serve on the applicant or recipient a 
notice that it will review the decision. 
On the filing of the exceptions or of no¬ 
tice of review, the Administration shall 
review the initial decision and issue its 
own decision thereon Including the rea¬ 
sons therefor. In the absence of either 
exceptions or a notice of review the ini¬ 
tial decision, subject to paragraph (e) 
of this section, shall constitute the final 
decision by the Administration. 

(b) Decisions on record or review by 
the Administration. When a record is cer¬ 
tified to the Administration for decision 
or the Administration reviews the deci¬ 
sion of a hearing examiner pursuant to 
paragraph (a) of this section, or when 
the Administration conducts the hear¬ 
ing, the applicant or recipient shall be 
given reasonable opportunity to file with 
its briefs or other written statements of 
the recipient’s contentions, and a written 
copy of the final decision of the Admin¬ 
istration will be sent to the applicant or 
recipient and to the complainant, if any. 

(c) Decisions on record where a hear - 
ing is waived. When a hearing is waived 
pursuant to § 601.9, a decision shall be 
made by the Administration on the rec¬ 
ord and a written copy of the decision 
shall be sent to the applicant or recipi¬ 
ent, and to the complainant, if any. 

(d) Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing examiner or the Administra¬ 
tion shall set forth a ruling on each find¬ 
ing, conclusion, or exception presented, 
and shall identify the requirement or 
requirements imposed by or pursuant to 
this regulation with which it is found 
that the applicant or recipient has failed 
to comply. 

(e) Approval by Administration. A 
final decision by an official of the Admin¬ 
istration other than by the Administra¬ 
tor, which provides for the suspension or 
termination of. or the refusal to grant 
to continue Federal financial assistance, 
or the imposition of any other sanction 
available under title VI of this regula¬ 
tion, shall promptly be transmitted to 
the Administrator, who may approve the 
decision, vacate it. or remit or mitigate 
a sanction imposed. 

(f) Content of orders. The final de¬ 
cision may provide for suspension or ter¬ 
mination of, or refusal to grant or 
continue Federal financial assistance, in 
whole or in part, under the program in¬ 
volved, and may contain the terms, con¬ 
ditions, and other provisions as are con¬ 
sistent with and will effectuate the 
purposes of title VT and this regulation, 
including provisions designed to assure 
that Federal financial assistance will not 
thereafter be extended under the pro¬ 
grams to the applicant or recipient de¬ 
termined by the decision to be in default 
in Its performance of an assurance given 
by it under this regulation, or to have 
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otherwise failed to comply with this 
regulation, unless and until it corrects 
its noncompliance and satisfies the Ad¬ 
ministration that it will fully comply 
with this regulation. 

(g) Post-termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely 
affected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall be restored 
to full eligibility to receive Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance if it satisfied the terms 
and conditions of the order for eligibility, 
or if it brings itself into compliance with 
this regulation and provides reasonable 
assurance that it will fully comply with 
this regulation. 

(2) An applicant or recipient adverse¬ 
ly affected by an order entered pursuant 
to paragraph (f) of this section may at 
any time request the Administration to 
restore fully its eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance. A request shall 
be supported by information showing 
that the applicant or recipient has met 
the requirements of paragraph (g)(1) of 
this section. If the Administration deter¬ 
mines that those requirements have been 
satisfied, it shall restore the eligibility. 

(3) If the Administration denies a re¬ 
quest, the applicant or recipient may sub¬ 
mit a request for a hearing in writing, 
specifying why it believes the Adminis¬ 
tration is in error. The applicant or re¬ 
cipient shall be given an expeditious hear¬ 
ing, with a decision on the record in ac¬ 
cordance with the rules or procedures is¬ 
sued by Administration. The applicant or 
recipient shall be restored to eligibility if 
it proves at the hearing that it satisfied 
the requirements of subparagraph (1) of 
this paragraph. While proceedings under 
this paragraph are pending, the sanc¬ 
tions imposed by the order issued under 
paragraph (f) of this section remain in 
effect. 

§601.11 Judicial review. 

Action taken pursuant to section 602 of 
title VI is subject to judicial review as 
provided in section 603 of title VL 

§601.12 Effect on other regulation*, 
form*, and instruction*. 

(a) Effect on other regulations. Reg¬ 
ulations, orders, or like directions issued 
before the effective date of this regula¬ 
tion by the Administration which impose 
requirements designed to prohibit dis¬ 
crimination against individuals on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin 
under a program to which this regula¬ 
tion applies, and which authorizes the 
suspension or termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance to an applicant for or recipi¬ 
ent of assistance under a program for 
failure to comply with the requirements, 
are superseded to the extent that dis¬ 
crimination is prohibited by this regula¬ 
tion, except that nothing in this regula¬ 
tion relieves a person of an obligation 
assumed or imposed under a superseded 
regulation, order, instruction, or like di¬ 
rection, before the effective date of this 
regulation. This regulation does not su¬ 
persede any of the following (including 
future amendments thereof): (1) Execu¬ 
tive Order 11246 (3 CFR. 1965 supp.) and 
regulations issued thereunder or (2) any 
other orders, regulations, or instructions, 
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insofar as these orders, regulations, or 
instructions prohibit discrimination on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin in a program or situation to which 
this regulation is inapplicable, or pro¬ 
hibit discrimination on any other ground. 

(b) Forms and instructions. The Ad¬ 
ministration shall issue and promptly 
make available to all interested persons 
forms and detailed instructions and pro¬ 
cedures for effectuating this regulation 
as applied to programs to which this reg¬ 
ulation applies, and for which it is re¬ 
sponsible. 

(c) Supervision and coordination. The 
Administration may from time to time 
assign to officials of the Administration, 
or to officials of other departments or 
agencies of the Government with the 
consent of the departments or agencies, 
responsibilities in connection with the 
effectuation of the purposes of title VI 
and this regulation (other than responsi¬ 
bilities for final decision as provided in 
S 601.10), including the achievement of 
effective coordination and maximum 
uniformity within the Administration 
and within the executive branch in the 
application of title VI and this regula¬ 
tion to similar programs and in similar 
situations. An action taken, determina¬ 
tion made, or requirement imposed by an 
official of another department or agency 
acting pursuant to an assignment of re¬ 
sponsibility under this paragraph shall 
have the same effect as though the ac¬ 
tion had been taken by the Admin¬ 
istration.

On July 27, 1972 (37 FR 15094 , the 
Administrator proposed regulations to 
correct certain deficiencies in the regula¬ 
tory provisions of the implementation 
plans submitted by the States of Arizona, 
Nevada, and others. 

On September 22, 1972 (37 FR 19812), 
the Acting Administrator proposed regu¬ 
lations to correct certain deficiencies in 
the regulatory provisions of the imple¬ 
mentation plans submitted by the State 
of California and ethers. 

Section 110(a) of the Clean Air Act 
and 40 CFR 51.18' require that State 
implementation plans include legally en¬ 
forceable procedures that will enable the 
States to prevent construction of new 
sources and modifications of existing 
sources If such construction will result in 
violation of the applicable portion of the 
State’s control strategy or will interfere 
with the attainment or maintenance of 
a National Ambient Air Quality Stand¬ 
ard. Arizona, California, and Nevada did 
not present approval procedures in their 
respective implementation plans for all 
Air Quality Control Regions within each 
State. 

Public hearings on the proposed regu¬ 
lations were held by the Environmental 
Protection Agency in Arizona, Califor¬ 
nia. and Nevada as well as in most other 
affected states. Interested parties pre¬ 
sented their comments at the hearings 
and through the mail. 

On May 14. 1973 (38 FR 12702). the 
Acting Administrator promulgated regu¬ 
lations to correct deficiencies relating to 
the review of new sources and modifica¬ 
tions after consideration of the public 
comments. 

The amendments being promulgated 
here were considered in the public hear¬ 
ings held in each affected State; Arizona. 
California, and Nevada. The promulga¬ 
tion of these amendments will allow for 
more effective and thorough review of 
applications received from other new 
and modified sources. Provisions similar 
to these amendments were included in 
the May 14, 1973 promulgation affecting 
the review of new and modified sources in 
some portions of California (40 CF°* 
52.233(f)), Indiana (40 CFR 52 . 780 (d)), 
and Nebraska (40 CFR 52.1428(f)). 
in other promulgations affecting all or 
portions of Kansas, Michigan, Louisiana, 
and Wyoming, 'mt were not included in

Michigan—Miscellaneous Amendments 

On January 31, 1972, the Governor of 
Michigan submitted a state implementa¬ 
tion plan to achieve federal ambient air 
quality standards. The plan contained, 
inter alia, Rule 336.49, concerning con¬ 
trol of sulfur dioxide emissions from 
power plants. Tills rule was approved by 
the Administrator on May 31, 1972 (37 
FR 10842). 

The Michigan rule provided for attain¬ 
ment of compliance with specified emis¬ 
sion limitations by July 1, 1975, but did 
not contain interim compliance dates as 
required In 40 CFR 51.15. Accordingly, 
the regulation was disapproved in that 
respect and a federal compliance sched¬ 
ule was proposed and promulgated after 
public hearings on October 28, 1972 (37 
FR 23085). 

On May 14. 1973 (38 FR 12711), the 
Environmental Protection Agency pub¬ 
lished a clarifying change to the federal 
compliance schedule specifying that 
compliance must be with the specified 
emission limitations of Rule 336.49. Sub¬ 
sequently, on April 18, 1974, the Sixth 
Circuit Court of Appeals vacated the 
federal compliance schedule regulation 
in a case entitled Detroit Edison v. EPA 
(No. 73-1552). interpreting the clarifi¬ 
cation action of May 14, 1973 as a re¬ 
vision to the plan requiring adequate 
notice and provision for public com¬ 
ments. The cause was remanded to the 
Agency for compliance with § 553 of the 
Administrative Procedures Act. 

In accordance with the court’s instruc¬ 
tions, the Administrator is today revok¬ 
ing the vacated regulation 1 52.1175(b), 
Because of the imminence of the July 1, 
1975 final compliance date of Rule 336.49. 
EPA will not engage in any further 
rulemaking with respect to compliance 
schedules at this time. Accordingly, each 
power plant in a Priority I or II AQCR 
in Michigan continues to be required to 
comply with applicable emission limi¬ 
tations of Tables 3 or 4 of the Rule no 
later than July 1, 1975, unless EPA has

approved a plan revision with respect to 
an individual source.

This change to the General Services 
Procurement Regulations (GSPR) sets 
forth procedures to insure that the Gov¬ 
ernment takes timely action to meet its 
obligation with respect to unordered 
guaranteed quantities. 

Section 5A-72.105-24 is amended as 
follows: 

§ 5A-72.105—24 Control of quantity or¬ 
dering—involving definite quantity 
commitment contracts. 

• • • • • 

(g) Procuring activities shall initiate 
timely action and followup to ensure 
meeting the Government’s obligation 
with respect to unordered guaranteed 
minimum quantities, as follows: 

(1) Upon advice from a contractor, 
within 45 to 30 days prior to the expira¬ 
tion date of the contract, of open balances 
as provided in the Guaranteed Minimum 
Quantity clause (see § 5A-7.103-80), the 
contracting officer shall promptly notify 
the National Item Management Division 
(FXN) and request that requirements 
be reviewed to determine whether orders 
for unordered balances could be placed 
immediately. 

(2) Upon advice from a contractor of 
open balances as provided in the Guaran¬ 
teed Minimum Quantity clause (see § 5A- 
7.103-80), the following actions shall be 
taken by the contracting officer 10 days 


after the expiration date of the contract: 

(i) Request the responsible Quality As¬ 
surance Specialist by use of GSA Form 
1679, Contract Administration (in dupli¬ 
cate for each inspection point located 
in the region), to furnish written verifi¬ 
cation of the unordered guaranteed mini¬ 
mum quantities and information about 
the production status or inventory posi¬ 
tion of the contractor on the unordered 
balance items. 

(ii) Upon verification that unordered 
balances exist, request FXN to make al¬ 
location for the unordered quantities. 

(iii) If FXN determines that alloca¬ 
tion of unordered quantities will seriously 
unbalance the inventory or is objection¬ 
able for other significant reasons, FXN 
will notify the procuring activity accord¬ 
ingly. 

(iv) Upon receipt of the notification in 
(g) (2) (iii), above, the procuring activity 
shall give consideration to negotiating 
with the contractor a no-cost cancella¬ 
tion or an acceptable reduction of the 
quantities involved, or initiating contract 
termination for convenience (pursuant 
to the provisions of GSA Form 1424, GSA 
Supplemental Provisions) subject to con¬ 
currence bv assigned counsel and ap¬ 
proved by the director of the respective 
procuring activity. 

(3) If no timely notification regarding 
any open balances is received from the 
contractor within the times specified in 
the Guaranteed Minimum Quantity 
clause (see ? 5A-7.103-80), but the con¬ 
tract administration file indicates that 
unordered balances may exist, the fol¬ 
lowing actions shall be taken. 

(i) Considering market trends and in 
coordination with FXN, the procuring ac¬ 
tivity shall determine whether it is to 
the best advantage of the Government to 
order any unordered balance, or any part 
thereof. Such determinations shall be ap¬ 
proved by the Procurement Division Di¬ 
rector or his designee. 

(ii) If it is decided not to order any 
unordered guaranteed minimum quan¬ 
tities balances, the case file shall be so 
documented and the responsible regional 
Quality Control Division shall be advised 
accordingly. 

(iii) If it is decided to order the un¬ 
ordered balance or any part thereof, the 
procedure in (g)(2)(i) and (ii), above, 
shall be followed. The procuring activity 
shall advise the contractor and the re¬ 
sponsible regional Quality Control Di¬ 
vision of the decision. 

(4) When guaranteed minimum quan¬ 
tities are specified, subsequent solicita¬ 
tions for offers must include the fol¬ 
lowing provision as an exception to the 
Scope of Contract: 

Government’s Obligation Under Previous 
Contract 

This contract docs not cover any supply 
requirements which the Government Is obli¬ 
gated to order under a previous requirements 
contract In which the Government guar¬ 
anteed to purchase a minimum requirement. 

(End of Provision)

PART 101-4—PATENTS 

Subpart 101-4.1—Licensing of Govern¬ 
ment-Owned Inventions, Patent License 

Royalties and Litigation 

This amendment of the Federal Prop¬ 
erty Management Regulations makes 
two changes in Subpart 101-4.1, Licens¬ 
ing of Government-Owned Inventions. 
Prior to the amendment, GSA suspended 
the regulation pending the outcome of 
litigation. An effective date for this 
amendment together with the related 
regulation will be announced at the con¬ 
clusion of the litigation, in the event that 
the outcome of the litigation is favorable 
to the Government. 

The purpose of the amendment is to 
clarify the regulation to make it clear 
that it is not the intent of the Govern¬ 
ment to transfer the property interest 
in the patents it owns to licensees and 
to ensure that the Government does not 
in fact transfer to licensees its property 
interest in the patents that it owns. In 
an overall sense, the regulation is de¬ 
signed to ensure uniform procedures for 
the utilization of a specific class of Gov¬ 
ernment property, namely. Government- 
owned patents, through the development 
of practical applications of the related 
inventions. 

The change to § 101-4.103-5, Royalties, 
provides that limited exclusive licenses 
shall contain a royalty provision or pro¬ 
vide for some other form of considera¬ 
tion. The change to § 101-4.105, Litiga¬ 
tion. provides that the Government shall 
retain the right to sue infringers of pat¬ 
ents on which limited exclusive licenses 
have been issued under the regulation. 

In essence, the amendment is designed 
to emphasize the Government's retention 
of the property right existing in a patent, 
and to clearly preclude the possibility 
that any licenses granted under the pat¬ 
ent licensing regulation could be a dis¬ 
posal of the Government’s property in¬ 
terests in the related patents. 

Section 101-4.103-5 is amended and 
§ 101-4.105 is revised to read as follows: 
§ 101-4.103—5 Royalties. 

(a) • * • 

(b) A limited exclusive license on a 
Government invention shall contain a 
royalty provision and/or other considera¬ 
tion flowing to the Government. 

§ 101—4.105 Litigation. 

The property interest in a patent is the 
right to exclude. It is not the intent of 
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the Government to transfer the prop¬ 
erty right in a patent when a license is 
issued pursuant to this subpart. Accord¬ 
ingly, the right to sue for infringement 
shall be retained with respect to all li¬ 
censes so issued by the Government.

sec. 2, President's Statement of Government 
Patent Policy, August 23, 1971) 

Effective date . The effective date of 
this amendment together with the effec¬ 
tive date of Subpart 101-4.1 will be an¬ 
nounced following the conclusion of liti¬ 
gation involving the regulation, in the 
event that the outcome of the litigation 
is favorable to the Government.

PART 250—ADMINISTRATION OF 
MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS 

Notice of proposed regulations to im¬ 
plement sections 232 and 233 of Pub. L. 
92-603, in the program administered un¬ 
der title XIX of the Social Security Act, 
was published in the Federal Register 
of September 13. 1973 (38 FR 25450). 
Section 232 permits States to submit 
plans for reasonable cost reimbursement 
of inpatient hospital services which may 
provide for methods different from those 
used under title XV III (Medicare). Sec¬ 
tion 233 requires that reimbursement for 
inpatient hospital services be based on 
the lesser of reasonable cost or custom¬ 
ary charges to the general public. 

Major comments received and the De¬ 
partment's responses are summarized 
below. 

1. Several comments requested defer¬ 
ral of the effective date of section 233. 

Section 16 of Pub. L. 93-233 changed 
the effective date of the amendments 
made to title XIX by section 233 from 
cost reporting periods beginning after 
December 31, 1972, to those beginning 
after December 31, 1973. Accordingly, 
paragraphs (a) (2) (i) and (b)(1) of 
§ 250.30 have been revised to reflect this 
change. 

2. Several comments requested oppor¬ 
tunity for State and local hospital asso¬ 
ciations to review proposed reimburse¬ 
ment plans, and/or require public hear¬ 
ings. 

Paragraph (a) (2) (ii) o f § 25 0.30 now 
specifies that State title XIX agencies 
are encouraged to involve representative 
provider organizations in the develop¬ 
ment of reimbursement plans. 

3. The suggestion was made that the 
regulations require that States may not 
implement approved reimbursement 
plans until 180 days after such plans are 
approved by the Secretary. 

The proposed implementation date of 
a reimbursement plan will be evaluated 
in the review process with respect to its 


administrative practicability as well as 
provider equity. Accordingly, this pro¬ 
posal was not included in the regulation. 

4. Many comments called for a require¬ 
ment that reasonable cost will be the 
only basis of reimbursement, thereby 
eliminating the provision requiring that 
reimbursement be on the basis of the 
lesser of reasonable cost or charges to 
the general public. 

Since section 233 of Pub. L. 92-603 
specifically amends section 1903 of the 
Act to prohibit Federal financial partici¬ 
pation in payments for inpatient hos¬ 
pital services which are in excess of 
customary charges, this proposal, being 
inconsistent with the statute, was not 
adopted. 

For purposes of clarity, paragraphs 
(a) (2) (i) and (b)(1) of § 250.30 have 
been revised to specify the exception to 
the lower of cost or charges principle 
in the case of certain public hospitals. 
Several editorial changes have also been 
made. 

Accordingly, the proposed regulations, 
as amended, are adopted. 

Section 250.30 of Part 250, Chapter n, 
Title 45 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions is amended by redesignating para¬ 
graphs (a) (2) through (7) as para¬ 
graphs (a) (3) through (8), adding a 
new paragraph (a) (2), and revising the 
introduction to paragraph (b) and para¬ 
graph (b) (1) thereof, as set forth below. 

§ 250.30 Reasonable charges. 

(a) State plan requirements. • • * 

(2) Provide for payment of the reason¬ 
able cost of inpatient hospital services 
as determined in accordance with meth¬ 
ods and standards, consistent with the 
provisions of section 1122 of the Social 
Security Act for participating States, 
which shall be developed by the State 
and approved in advance of implemen¬ 
tation by the Regional Commissioner, 
Social and Rehabilitation Service. Under 
this requirement: 

(i) Plans for payment of reasonable 
cost will be approved which adopt the 
title XVm standards and principles de¬ 
scribed in 20 CFR 405.402-405.455 
(excluding the inpatient routine 
nursing salary cost differential). How¬ 
ever, with respect to cost reporting pe¬ 
riods beginning after December 31, 1973, 
payments to hospitals for inpatient serv¬ 
ices shall be based on the lesser of the 
reasonable cost of services or the cus¬ 
tomary charges to the general public for 
such services, or. in the case of public 
hospitals rendering services free of or at 
a nominal charge, on the basis of fair 
compensation for such services, in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of title 
XVHI regulations. 

(ii) For other plans, criteria for ap¬ 
proval will include: 

(a) Incentives for efficiency and 
economy; 

(b) Reimbursement on a reasonable 
cost basis; 

(c) Reimbursement not to exceed that 
which would be produced through the 
application of the title XVTH standards 
and principles of reimbursement, as 
modified under paragraph (a)(2)(i) of 
this section; 
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( d ) Assurance of adequate participa¬ 
tion of hospitals and availability of hos¬ 
pitals services of high quality to title XIX 
recipients; 

(e) Adequate documentation for eval¬ 
uation of experience under the State's 
approved reimbursement plan. 

State title XIX agencies are encouraged 
to involve representative provider or¬ 
ganizations in the development of such 
plans and to work closely with title V 
grantees, the Social Security Adminis¬ 
tration, and other Governmental pur¬ 
chasers of hospital care in an attempt 
to achieve coordination in reimburse¬ 
ment methods within States. 

(iii) Plans for payment of reasonable 
cost will not be approved under which 
payment for inpatient hospital services 
exceeds the amount which would be de¬ 
termined as reasonable cost using the 
title XVin standards and principles de¬ 
scribed in 20 CFR 405.402-405.455 (ex¬ 
cluding the inpatient routine nursing 
salary cost differential) as modified 
under paragraph (a) (2) (i) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

• • • • • 

(b) Upper limits. The upper limits for 
payments for care and services under a 
medical assistance plan are as follows; 
The State agency may pay less than the 
upper limits. These upper limits do not 
apply to payments made under the State 
plan for deductibles and coinsurance 
imposed under title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act. Such payments may be 
made up to the reasonable charge under 
title xvm. 

(1) Inpatient hospital services. The 
upper limits for payment shall not exceed 
the payment which would be determined 
as reasonable cost using the title 
XVm standards and principles described 
in 20 CFR 405.402—405.455 (excluding 
the inpatient routine nursing salary cost 
differential). However, with respect to 
cost reporting periods beginning after 
December 31, 1973, payments to hospi¬ 
tals for inpatient services shall be based 
on the lesser of the reasonable cost of 
services or the customary charges to 
the general public for such services, or, 
in the case of public hospitals rendering 
services free of or at a nominal charge, 
on the basis of fair compensation for 
such services, in accordance with the 
provisions of title Xvm regulations.

(f) • • • This paragraph shall not 
be construed to prohibit the use of turn 
signals to give vehicular traffic hazard 
warning signals as required by § 392.22. 

Since this revision corrects a tech¬ 
nical reference and imposes no addi¬ 
tional burden on any person, notice and 
public comment thereon are unnecessary, 
and it is effective on issuance.

Grade, Size, Container, and Pack 
Requirements 

This notice proposes to extend the 
grade, size, container, and pack require¬ 
ments specified in Bartlett Pear Regula¬ 
tion 9 from September 16, 1974, through 
August 31, 1975. 

Notice is hereby given that the Depart¬ 
ment is considering the following pro¬ 
posal of the Northwest Fresh Bartlett 
Pear Marketing Committee, established 
under the marketing agreement and 
Order No. 931 (7 CFR Part 931). regulat¬ 
ing the handling of Bartlett Pears grown 
in Oregon and Washington, effective 
under the applicable provisions of the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act 
of 1937, as amended (7 U.S.C. 601-674). 
The proposal would extend the grade, 
size, pack, and container requirements in 
Bartlett Pear Regulation 9, for the pe¬ 
riod September 16, 1974, through Au¬ 
gust 31, 1975. 

The recommendation of the North¬ 
west Fresh Bartlett Pear Marketing Com¬ 
mittee reflects its appraisal of the need 
for continued regulation on and after 
September 16,1974, based on current and 
prospective market conditons. The Wash- 
ington-Oregon Bartlett pear crop is es¬ 
timated at 199,000 tons, compared with 
last season’s production of 193,000 tons. 
This proposed amendment to Bartlett 
Pear Regulation 9 is designed to prevent 
the handling on and after September 16. 
1974, of lower quality and smaller size 
Bartlett pears and provide orderly mar¬ 
keting in the interest of producers and 
consumers, consistent with the objectives 
of the act. 

The proposal is as follows: 

Amend paragraph (b) of. Bartlett 
Regulation 9 (39 FR 27450) to read as 
follows: 

§ 931.309 Bartlett Pear Regulation 9. 

• ♦ ♦ * • 

(b) During the period August 1, 1974, 
through August 31.1975, no handler shall 
handle any lot of Bartlett pears unless 
such pears meet the following applicable 
requirements, or are handled in accord¬ 
ance with paragraph (b) (4) or <b) (5) of 
this section:

Notice of Public Hearing and Opportunity 

To Submit Data, Views or Arguments 

Notice is hereby given that the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission, pursuant to the 
Federal Trade Commission Act, as 
amended, 15 U.S.C. 41, et seq., the pro¬ 
visions of Part 1, Subpart B of the Com¬ 
mission's P roced ures and Rules of 
Practice, 16 CFR 1.11, et seq., and sec¬ 
tion 553 of Subchapter H, Chapter 5, 
Title 5, U.S. Code (Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure), has initiated a proceeding for 
the promulgation of a Trade Regulation 
Rule concerning the fire hazards associ¬ 
ated with the marketing or use of Plas¬ 
tics Products. 

Accordingly, the Commission proposes 
the following Trade Regulation Rule: 

§ 439.1 Definition*. 

For purposes of this Rule the follow¬ 
ing terms and definitions shall apply: 

(a) Plastics products —refers to and 
includes all cellular or foamed plastics 
material (as hereinafter defined) which 
is used in construction of structures and 
flooring (including floor coverings) and 
flooring underlay. Cellular or foamed 
plastics material shall mean a hetero¬ 
geneous system comprised of at least 
two phases, one of which is a continuous 
polymeric organic material, and a second 
of which is deliberately introduced for 
the purpose of distributing gas in voids 
throughout the material, and foamed 
and unfoamed polymeric or monomeric 
precursors (prepolymer, if used), plasti¬ 
cizers, fillers, extenders, catalysts, blow¬ 
ing agents, colorants, stabilizers, lubri¬ 
cants, surfactants, pigments, reaction 
control agents, processing aids, and flame 
retardants. 

(b) Burning characteristics —refers to 
flammability, ignition, and the products 
of combustion, including but not limited 
to flame spread, flashover, smoke devel¬ 
opment, heat build-up, release of toxic 
or noxious gases, and fuel contribution. 

(c) Marketing —refers to and includes 
the sale, offering for sale, advertising, 
promotion or distribution; the induce¬ 
ment of the specification, purchase or 
use; or the inducement of adoption or 
acceptance under building codes. This 
definition shall apply whether the form 
of offer, advertisement, promotion or in¬ 
ducement is oral, visual or written. 


(d) Standard —refers to and includes 
standard definitions; standard methods 
of testing; standard specifications for 
performance, design, construction or 
composition; standard classifications; 
and standard recommended use prac¬ 
tices. 

(e) Certification —refers to and in¬ 
cludes seals, statements of approval, cer¬ 
tifications, labels, listings, endorsements 
or other forms of approval, or other in¬ 
dications that a plastics product com¬ 
plies with or performs in relation to a 
standard. 

(f) Clearly and conspicuously —refers 
to and requires that the over-all impres¬ 
sion or effect of a label, advertisement, 
specification sheet. Invoice, contract! 
statement or caveat be reasonably cal¬ 
culated to give notice to prospective pur¬ 
chasers or users prior to purchase and 
use. Important elements of such notice 
include, but are not limited to. graphics, 
type size and placement. 

(g) Actual fire conditions —refers to 
various conditions which approximate 
the fire experiences within which a par¬ 
ticular plastics product could reason¬ 
ably be expected to be found. 

(h) Non-professional applicator—re¬ 
fers to a private individual who does not 
purchase or utilize plastics products in 
the normal course of his business. 

§ 439.2 The rule. 

In connection with the marketing of 
plastics products, and in connection with 
the certification of plastics products in 
commerce, as “commerce” is defined in 
the Federal Trade Commission Act, it is 
an unfair method of competition and an 
unfair or deceptive act or practice within 
the meaning of section 5 of that Act: 

(a) To refer directly or indirectly to 
any standard or certification which deals 
in any manner with one or more burning 
characteristics of plastics products un¬ 
less such standard or certification is 
predicated upon a reasonable basis, 
which shall consist of competent scien¬ 
tific tests which are reliable for deter¬ 
mining, evaluating, predicting or describ¬ 
ing said burning characteristic (s) under 
actual fire conditions. This Paragraph 
shall apply whether or not the standard 
or certification contains caveats which 
purport to disclaim correlation with or 
applicability to actual fire conditions. 
Provided , however. That this paragraph 
shall not prohibit references regarding 
the compliance with federal statutes or 
federal regulations of a particular plas¬ 
tics product for a specific end use, but 
such reference may be made only in con¬ 
nection with the marketing of the partic¬ 
ular product for the specific end use 
covered by such statute or regulation. 

Note 1; The Commission recognizes that 
although certain standards or certifications 
presently exist which do not satisfy the 
"reasonable basis • • • under actual fire 
conditions" test, such standards or certifica¬ 
tions may be useful for purposes unrelated 
to fire hazards, such as control of product 
uniformity or quality. Nevertheless, because 
of the extraordinary hazards associated with 
plastics products, and because of the poten¬ 
tial for abuse of the results of limited pur¬ 
pose testing, the Commission requires, with- 
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out exception, compliance with the test of 
• reasonable basis • ♦ * under actual fire 
conditions." 

Note 2: Reference to the following stand¬ 
ards are impermissible at present. This list 
is not considered to be exhaustive. Further¬ 
more. the list does not preclude future refer¬ 
ence to the various standards if the stand¬ 
ards are determined to be or are modified to 
become reliable. 

(l) Test for flammability of plastics sheet- 
ins and cellular plastics, variously denoted 
as: A STM D16962-68; ANSI KC5.114-1971; 

UL 94 ; 

Test for surface burning characteris¬ 
tics of building materials, variously denoted 
as: ASTM E84-7Q; UL 723; NFPA 256. ANSI 

A2.5-197Q: 

(3) Test for flammability of self-support¬ 
ing plastics, variously denoted as: ASTM 
D635-72; ANSI K65.2I; 

(4) Test for surface flammability of build¬ 
ing materials using an 8-ft. (2.44-m) tunnel 
furnace, denoted as: ASTM E286-69. 

(5) Test for surface flammability of mate¬ 
rials using a radiant heat energy source de¬ 
noted as: ASTM E1Q2. 

(b) To use, directly or indirectly, such 
terminology as: "non-burning", "self- 
extinguishing", "slow burning", "non¬ 
combustible", "25 Tor any other 1 flame 
spread", "SE". "SB", or any term, ex¬ 
pression or proprietary language which 
purports to describe or might be con¬ 
strued to describe any burning charac¬ 
teristics. unless such terminology reflects 
the performance of the product under 
actual fire conditions and is based upon 
a standard to which reference is permit¬ 
ted under paragraph (a) of this Rule. 

Note. —Included within paragraph (b) are 
arbitrary or fanciful words or symbols that 
might have acquired a secondary meaning 
similar to the representations prohibited by 

this paragraph. 

(c) To fail to clearly and conspicu¬ 
ously warn users of the burning charac¬ 
teristics of plastics products, other than 
the monomeric and polymeric precursors 
of plastics products, of the need to follow 
instructions regarding such products to 
minimize the risks involved in the use of 
the plastics products, by means of the 
following statement (1) in all Invoices, 
contracts, advertisements, specification 
sheets and other promotional materials; 
and (2) affixed to the product where it 
is sold for installation by a non¬ 
professional applicator: 


Warning! This product Is highly flammable 
and may constitute a severe fire hazard. Con¬ 
sult specific instructions for use accompany¬ 
ing this product. 

(d) To fail to clearly and conspicu¬ 
ously warn consigners in all invoices, 
contracts, advertisements, specification 
sheets and other promotional materials, 
that cellular or foamed plastics products 
used as insulation should not be left ex¬ 
posed or unprotected, by means of the 
following statement: 

Warning! This product is highly flammable 
and may constitute a severe Are hazard. It 
should not be left exposed or unprotected. 
Consult the specific Instructions for use ac¬ 
companying the product. 

<e> To fail to include instructions or 
recommended use practices for any 
plastics product other than the mono¬ 
meric and polymeric precursors of all 
plastics products to minimize the risk 
involved in its use. either (1) in the 
product package or otherwise affixed to 
the product or (2) in the case of sale to 
a professional applicator, contractor, in¬ 
staller or other professional user, at¬ 
tached to the product invoice or contract. 
Such instructions or recommended prac¬ 
tices shall be predicated upon a reason¬ 
able basis, which shall consist of compe¬ 
tent scientific tests which are reliable 
for determining, evaluating, predicting 
or describing burning characteristic(s) 
under actual fire conditions.

Environmental Impact Statement

Sec. 1 Purpose . This order assigns re¬ 
sponsibilities within the Department for 
work associated with the preparation of 
the environmental impact statement 
(EIS) for proposed arctic natural gas 
transportation systems. 

Sec. 2 Background. A “Memorandum 
of Understanding” between the Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior and the Federal 
Power Commission (FPC) has recently 
been executed by the Secretary of the 
Interior and the Chairman of the Fed¬ 
eral Power Commission which establishes 
procedures for preparation of the en¬ 
vironmental impact statement for pro¬ 
posed arctic natural gas transportation 
systems, for which applications have 
been received or are anticipated. A copy 
of this agreement is attached as an ap¬ 
pendix. 

Sec. 3 Interagency Task Force. Pur¬ 
suant to the terms of the “Memorandum 
of Understanding, M an interagency task 
force will prepare the required environ¬ 
mental impact statement. The Secretary 
has designated the Under Secretary as 
the Department's Co-Chairman of that 
task force in a May 15 letter to the 
Chairman of FPC. The Secretary has 
also designated the Department’s Exe¬ 
cutive Director and Project Manager for 
the task force. 

Sec. 4 General Responsibilities. Prep¬ 
aration of the Department’s portion of 
the EIS is a Departmentwide responsi¬ 
bility, and full and complete cooperation 
of all bureaus and offices involved is es¬ 
sential if this important undertaking is 
to be done properly, professionally and 
thoroughly. To this end, all bureaus and 
offices will furnish to the Project Man¬ 


ager any and all requested assistance, in¬ 
formation and studies, and assign per¬ 
sonnel as required to work at the direc¬ 
tion of the Project Manager. 

Sec. 5 Specific Responsibilities —(a) 
Secretarial Officers. All Secretarial of¬ 
ficers shall assure that required support 
is provided for the effort by bureaus and 
offices for which they are responsible. 

(1) The Solicitor shall, with regard to 
the Department’s responsibilities, pro¬ 
vide legal support and advice to the task 
force; provide legal review of the EIS 
from initial outline to the final state¬ 
ment; and participate in any litigation 
which may be brought. 

(2) The Assistant Secretary—Program 
Development and Budget is responsible 
for the economic and security analysis 
of the proposed gas systems (this in¬ 
cludes energy and transportation alter¬ 
natives and other considerations that 
may be mutually prepared with FPC and 
other agencies); and shall provide advice 
to the task force and review of the EIS 
from initial outline to the final state¬ 
ment. 

(b) In addition to the duties prescribed 
in the appendix, the Department’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Director to the task force is re¬ 
sponsible for overall completion of the 
EIS to include: policy determinations 
and clarifications; project criteria and 
design review; coordination with Cana¬ 
dian Government, State Governments, 
and other Federal agencies; communica¬ 
tion of deficiencies in applications and 
project descriptions to applicants; and 
coordination of entire EIS with FPC Ex¬ 
ecutive Director. 

(c) The Bureau of Land Management 
will determine information deflciences in 
applications and project descriptions; 
establish and coordinate interagency 
work groups; supervise Interior work 
group employees; coordinate with State 
Governments and Interior bureaus and 
offices; coordinate preparation of gen¬ 
eral and environmental stipulations; and 
prepare EIS for land portion. 

(d) The Technical Assistant to the 
Under Secretary shall coordinate de¬ 
sign review; assist in determining infor¬ 
mation deficiencies in applications and 
project descriptions; assist FPC in eval¬ 
uating liquefaction plants, marine ter¬ 
minals, ocean transport and regasifica¬ 
tion of liquefied natural gas; and coordi¬ 
nate preparation of technical stipula¬ 
tions. It is intended that the Technical 
Assistant to the Under Secretary will re¬ 
ceive necessary assistance in carrying 
out his responsibilities from an inter¬ 
agency interdisciplinary technical group 
such as the Technical Advisory Board of 
the Federal Task Force on Alaskan Oil 
Development. 

(e) The Project Manager shall be re¬ 
sponsible for day-to-day supervision of 
the entire EIS effort.

Sec. 6 Technical Assistance. The 
Project Manager may request technical 
assistance from private contractors and, 
on a reimbursable basis, from other fed¬ 
eral agencies when the expertise or .data 
needed is not available within the De¬ 


partment. The Department shall be re¬ 
imbursed for these expenses by the appli¬ 
cant companies. 

Sec. 7 Recordkeeping Requirements. 
Since the applicant companies will be 
required to reimburse the United States 
for expenses incurred in this effort, all 
bureaus and offices involved shall keep 
careful records of such costs. Details re¬ 
garding the recordkeeping and reporting 
in this regard shall be furnished by the 
Department’s Office of Budget.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING FOR PREPA¬ 
RATION OF ALASKAN NATURAL GAS TRANSPOR¬ 
TATION SYSTEMS ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 

STATEMENT 

Parties. The parties of this Memorandum 
are the U.S. Federal Power Commission 
(FPC) and the US. Department of the In¬ 
terior (INTERIOR). 

Purpose. The purpose of this Memoran¬ 
dum is to define the responsibilities of FPC 
staff and INTERIOR in the preparation of 
an environmental Impact statement (EIS) 
as required by Section 102(2) (C) of the Na¬ 
tional Environmental Policy Act of 1969, 42 
U.S.C. §5 4321-4327 (1970), for the proposed 
natural gas transportation systems from the 
Prudhoe Bay area in Alaska to the lower 
United States. 

Proposed Action. On March 21, 1974 the 
Alaska Arctic Qas Pipeline Company applied 
for Federal permits and certificates of public 
convenience and necessity to construct the 
Alaska portion of a natural gas pipeline sys¬ 
tem which is proposed to run from the Prud¬ 
hoe Bay area, across northeast Alaska, then 
south through Canada to the lower United 
States. Further certificate and permit appli¬ 
cations by other organizations are also ex¬ 
pected in connection with related pipeline 
systems which may be required to transport 
and distribute the natural gas on various 
routes throughout the lower United States. 
While all specific details are not available at 
this time, these routes within the United 
States are expected to be generally located 
as follows: (1) From Klngsgate, British Co¬ 
lumbia, through Idaho, Washington. Oregon, 
and California to San Francisco: (2) from 
Kingsgate, British Columbia, through Idaho. 
Washington, Oregon, Nevada, and California 
to Los Angeles; and (3) from northern Mon¬ 
tana through North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
West Virginia, and into Pennsylvania. 

It is expected that In the near future 
the El Paso Natural Gas Company will also 
apply for Federal permits and certificates to 
construct a natural gas pipeline system from 
the Prudhoe Bay area, across Alaska on a 
north-south route similar to that followed 
by the Alyeska Pipeline Service Company, 
ultimately delivering the gas to the lower 
United States by cryogenic oceangoing 
tankers. 

Existing Responsibilities. FPC has respon¬ 
sibility for the evaluation and Jurisdiction 
for the certification of the proposed trans- 
portaton systems. The FPC staff, with the 
assistance of INTERIOR and others. wtU 
conduct a detailed independent analysis and 
prepare a detailed environmental statement 
as required by the Commission's Order No. 
415-C of December 18, 1972. Because any 
pipeline involved will cross the public lan« 
and other areas of INTERIOR Jurisdic 
and because permits or concurrences will d« 
required for such crossings, INTERIOR 
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directly Involved In the proposed action and 
Is required to prepare a detailed environ¬ 
mental Impact statement. 

Agreement, In view of the above con¬ 
sideration®, FPO and INTERIOR agree to 
the following: 1. Jointly, FPO and Interior 
Trill: a. In order to effectively and expedi¬ 
tiously assess the environmental impacts of 
the action, assume Joint responsibility for 
preparing an EIS. 

b. Establish an Interagency task force to 
prepare the required EIS. Co-chairman of the 
task force will be designated by each agency, 
with responsibility for overseeing the com¬ 
pletion of the EIS. Each agency will desig¬ 
nate an executive director with primary 
responsibility for managing its respective 
staff effort in the preparation of the EIS. 
Each agency will designate a project man¬ 
ager who will be responsible for supervising 
its respective task force members. Other Fed¬ 
eral government agencies will be invited to 
serve on the task force. Work groups for 
preparing the individual sections of the 
statement will include members of the task 
force, other government personnel, as well as 
sub-contractors and consultants where 
necessary. 

c. Jointly assume responsibility for pre¬ 
paring all sections mutually agreed to be nec¬ 
essary and not specifically identified in para¬ 
graphs 2(d) and 3(c) below. 

d. Each bear the cost of its own participa¬ 
tion In preparing the EIS out of appropriate 
funds and such reimbursement as may be 
proper and required by law and regulations. 

2. FPO will: 

a Designate a task force co-chairman, an 
executive director, and a project marfager. 

b. Assign a minimum of one FPC staff 
member to each work group. 

c. Be responsible for the preparation of an 
EIS for the pipeline transportation and per¬ 
tinent facilities under Sections 3 and 7 of 
the Natural Gas Act, 52 Stat. 821-833; Title 
15 US.C. 717-717w as amended. 

d. Assume primary responsibility for pre¬ 
paring those sections of the EIS relating to 
the liquefaction, ocean transport, and gasifi¬ 
cation of natural gas. As appropriate, FPC 
may request assistance from the Coast Guard, 
Maritime Administration, the Department of 
Transportation Office of Pipeline Safety, and 
others. 

«. Furnish to INTERIOR such witnesses 
as may be necessary to support FPC’s por¬ 
tion of the EIS In public hearings. 

f. Provide advice and assistance to INTE¬ 
RIOR as may be required In the preparation 
of the EIS. 

3. INTERIOR will: a. Designate a task 
force co-chairman, an executive director, and 
a project manager. 

b. Establish work groups to participate in 
the preparation of the EIS. 

c. Assume primary responsibility for those 
actions of the EIS relating to land trans¬ 
portation of natural gas through pipeline 
systems across Federal lands and other areas 
o!

V. It is concluded, therefore, that a 
proceeding under Title III of the Act 
should be instituted for the purpose of 
determining the reasonableness and law¬ 
fulness of the rates and charges set forth 
in the respondents’ schedule of rates and 
charges as modified by the tariff filed on 
July 16, 1974, and that pending a hear¬ 
ing and decision in this proceeding, the 
operation of the modifications of the 
current schedule of rates and charges 
should be suspended and the use of such 
modified rates and charges deferred. 

VI. It is further concluded that a hear¬ 
ing should be had for the purpose of de¬ 
termining the lawfulness of all rates and 
charges of the respondents and of any 
rule, regulation, or practice affecting 
said rates and charges. 

It is therefore ordered , That the op¬ 
eration and use by the respondents of the 
modifications of the current schedule of 
rates and charges filed on July 16. 1974, 
to become effective July 29, 1974, are 
hereby suspended and deferred until the 
expiration of thirty days beyond the time 
when such modified rates would other¬ 
wise go into effect. 

It is further ordered , That notice to the 
respondents shall be, and is hereby given 
that a hearing concerning the matters 


set forth herein will be held before an 
Administrative Law Judge of the Depart¬ 
ment at a time and place to be specified 
at a later date, of which the respondents 
will receive adequate notice. At such 
hearing the respondents and all other 
interested persons will have a right to 
appear and present such evidence with 
respect to the matters and things set 
forth herein as may be relevant and 
material. 

It is further ordered, That any and all 
interested persons who may wish to ap¬ 
pear and present evidence relative to the 
issues in this proceeding shall give notice 
thereof by filing a statement to that ef¬ 
fect with the Hearing Clerk, United 
States Department of Agriculture, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. within 20 days from the date 
of the publication in the Federal 
Register. 

It is further ordered , That a copy 
hereof be served upon the respondents.

Opportunity for Hearing on Proposal To 
Withdraw Approval of New Drug Application 

The National Academy of Sciences- 
National Research Council, Drug Effi¬ 


cacy Study Group evaluated the effec¬ 
tiveness of the drug products described 
below, found the drugs to be less than 
effective, and submitted its report to the 
Commissioner of Food and Drugs. Copies 
of that report have previously been made 
publicly available and are on display at 
the office of the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration’s Hearing Clerk. After review¬ 
ing the Academy’s report and the avail¬ 
able data and information, the Commis¬ 
sioner concluded that the drug products 
are less than effective and announced his 
conclusions in the Federal Register of 
January 10. 1970 (35 FR 396) that the 
drug products are possibly effective or 
lacking substantial evidence of effective¬ 
ness for various surgical and other bleed¬ 
ing states. 

NDA 8-644; Adrenosem Salicylate 
Syrup. Tablets, and Solution containing 
carbazochrome salicylate; Beecham- 
Massengill Pharmaceuticals, Division of 
Beecham Inc., Bristol, Tenn. 37620. 

Pursuant to the notice of January 10, 
1970, Beecham-Massengill submitted 
data in support of the effectiveness of 
carbazochrome salicylate. One study (by 
Dr. McDevitt) involved 103 patients un¬ 
dergoing tonsil and adenoid surgery. 
There were 52 patients in the active 
group and 51 in the control group. 
Patients were alternately assigned and 
no attempt at randomization was made. 
There was no attempt to assure that the 
patients were suitable for the purposes 
of the study, as required by 21 CFR 314. 
111(a) (5) (ii) (a) (2) (i) or that there was 
comparability between test and control 
groups (21 CFR 314.111(a) (5) <ii) (a) (2) 
(tit)). One surgeon did the surgery and 
evaluated the bleeding in all the cases. 
The subjects were not assigned to the 
test groups in such a way as to minimize 
bias (21 CFR 314.111(a) (5) (ii) (a) (2) 
(ii)). The study was not blinded and the 
evaluation was entirely a subjective vis¬ 
ual judgment. Of the 51 control patients. 
42 had reportable operative and post¬ 
operative oozing. Of these, 2 had to re¬ 
turn to the operating room for control of 
major vessel bleeding. The evaluations of 
oozing were: none—9, mild—9, moder¬ 
ate—28, severe—5. Any definition or ex¬ 
planation of what constitutes “mild,” 
“moderate,” or “severe” is lacking. Of 
the active group, one patient had report- 
able operative or post-operative oozing 
and none had to return to the operating 
room for control of bleeding. 

In regard to the observations of oozing, 
there were no objective measurements of 
blood loss, such as weighting of O.R. 
sponges, hemoglobin or hematocrit mea¬ 
surements, measurements of blood in 
post-operative vomitus, etc. This study 
lacks blinding, objective measurements, 
definition of terms, and independent 
evaluation of oozing. There is no expla¬ 
nation of steps taken to minimize bias on 
the part of the observer (21 CFR 314.111 
(a) (5) (ii) (a) (3)). Further, the two 
major bleeds in the control group against 
none in the treatment group cannot be 
considered a statistically significant 
difference. This study was not an ade¬ 
quate and well-controlled study and does 
not constitute substantial evidence of 
effectiveness of the drug. 


Six other clinical studies were sub¬ 
mitted: 

1. Chehab studied blood loss in pa¬ 
tients (12 of whom received Adrenosem, 

25 of whom did not) after vaginal hys¬ 
terectomy. The study was not blinded, 
and it is not clear how patients were as¬ 
signed to test groupvS. There is no state¬ 
ment that such assignment was random. 
The study thus failed to use a method of 
patient selection which assigns patients 
to test groups in such a way as to mini¬ 
mize bias (21 CFR 314.111(a) (5) (ii) 
(a)(2)(H)) and that assures compara¬ 
bility of pertinent variables (age, parity) 
in test and control groups. In fact, com¬ 
parability was not evaluated. Patient- 
to-patient variation in blood loss was 
very high and no statistical analysis or 
detailed results are offered as required 
under 21 CFR 314.111(a) (5) (ii) (a) (5). 
The study is thus, on its face, not an ade¬ 
quate and well-controlled study. 

2. Clayton , et al., studied the appear¬ 
ance of fetal blood cells in maternal cir¬ 
culation. There is no indication of how 
patients were divided into treatment 
groups so that bias was reduced and 
treatment and control groups were com¬ 
parable with regard to pertinent vari¬ 
ables (e.g., parity, Rh incompatibility, 
etc.). This study was unblinded, thus 
failing to minimize observer bias (21 CFR 
314.111(a) (5) (ii) (a) (2)). In addition, 
this study does not relate to any of the 
labeled indications for Adrenosem and 
thus cannot be considered in support of 
the labeled indications. 

3. The study by Home, et al., involved 

26 women to determine the effect of 
Adrenosem therapy on bleeding conse¬ 
quent to use of intrauterine contracep¬ 
tive devices. The study is reported to be 
double-blinded and of a cross-over de¬ 
sign, with bleeding measured over 6 
menstrual cycles, 3 on placebo and 3 on 
Adrenosem. There was a reported de¬ 
crease in amount and duration of inter- 
menstrual bleeding during the periods 
of Adrenosem treatment. The study Is 
deficient in that it lacks a detailed analy¬ 
sis of the results in each patient and a 
statistical evaluation of the results (21 
CFR 314.111(a) (5) (ii) (a)(5)). There is 
presumably considerable variation from 
patient to patient and the placebo- 
treated patients improved considerably 
over the control period. There is thus no 
evidence that the data presented consti¬ 
tute a statistically significant result. It 
should also be noted that decrease in 
bleeding due to an intrauterine contra¬ 
ceptive device is not a claimed indication 
for this product and the patients in¬ 
volved are not known to have increased 
capillary fragility (the indicated patient 
population). 

4. The study by Reynolds, et al., meas¬ 
ured the red cell mass of patients after 
surgical procedures. An increased mass 
was observed, but the mass Increased as 
much in patients who did not receive 
Adrenosem as in those who did receive it. 
It is not clear how the findings relate 
to any claimed effect of Adrenosem. since 
the authors do not feel that bleeding had 
anything to do with their findings. The 
study fails to provide substantial evi¬ 
dence of effectiveness of Adrenosem for 
any of its labeled indications. 
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5 . The paper by McDevitt, et al., en¬ 
titled Epistaxis: Management and Pre¬ 
vention is not a report of a well-designed, 
controlled study, but simply testifies to 
the author’s use of the drug. On its face, 
the report fails to meet the requirements 
of an adequate and well-controlled clini¬ 
cal investigation (21 CFR 314.111(a) (5)). 

6. The study by Thompson, et al.. as¬ 
sessed the usefulness of Adrenosem In 
maintaining blood volume after major 
gynecological operative procedures, em¬ 
ploying alternating double-blind tech¬ 
nique in a group of 84 subjects under¬ 
going hysterectomy. The investigators 
themselves found no clinically significant 
differences between the Andrenosem- 
treated and the control groups. 

Other studies discussed in the submis¬ 
sion were studies previously considered 
by the Academy and/or the Food and 
Drug Administration and considered not 
to be adequate and well-controlled. 

On the basis of all of the data and in¬ 
formation available to him, the Director 
of the Bureau of Drugs is unaware of any 
adequate and well-controlled clinical in¬ 
vestigation, conducted by experts quali¬ 
fied by scientific training and experience, 
meeting the requirements of section 505

Sandoz Pharmaceuticals, Division of 
Sandoz-Wander, Inc., Route 10, Han¬ 
over, NJ 07936 (NDA 9-087). 

In addition to the holder of the new 
drug application specifically named 
above, this notice applies to all persons 
who manufacture or distribute a drug 
product, not the subject of an approved 
new drug application, which is identical, 
related, or similar to a drug product 
named above, as defined in 21 CFR 310.6. 
It is the responsibility of every drug 
manufacturer or distributor to review 
this notice to determine whether it cov¬ 
ers any drug product he manufactures 
or distributes. Any person may request 
an opinion of the applicability of this 
notice to a specific drug product he 
manufactures or distributes that may be 
identical, related, or similar to a drug 
product named in this notice by writing 
to the Food and Drug Administration, 
B urea u of Drugs, Office of Compliance 
(HFD-300), 5600 Fishers Lane, Rockville.

The notice of January 30, 1973 stated 
that the sublingual tablets were less- 
than-effective (possibly effective) for the 
treatment of essential hypertension: 
functional or organic peripheral vascular 
disease, and cerebral arteriosclerosis and 
dizziness, mood changes, nocturnal 
cramps, and paresthesias in the aged. 
The sublingual tablets lacked substantial 
evidence of effectiveness for other labeled 
indications. 

The January 30, 1973 notice also in¬ 
cluded Hydergine Injection (NDA 8-119). 
No data were submitted concerning Hy¬ 
dergine Injection and a notice of oppor¬ 
tunity for hearing for this drug is pub¬ 
lished elsewhere in this issue of the Fed¬ 
eral Register. 

Based upon review of new data and 
further evaluation, including review and 
evaluation by outside experts, Hydergine 
Sublingual Tablets are considered effec¬ 
tive for the indications listed under the 
appropriate section of this notice. There 
is a lack of substantial evidence of effec¬ 
tiveness for any other labeled indication. 

Accordingly, the effectiveness classifi¬ 
cation and marketing status for Hyder¬ 
gine Sublingual Tablets are as follows: 

A. Effectiveness classification. The 
Food and Drug Administration has con¬ 
sidered the Academy’s reports, as well 
as other available evidence, and con¬ 


cludes that the drug is effective for the 
indications listed in the labeling condi¬ 
tions below and lacks substantial evi¬ 
dence of effectiveness for all of the other 
labeled indications.

These symptoms are of unknown etiology | 
and are not specific to any age group or 
disease. However, to date only short-term 
studies conducted with elderly patients have 
been reported.

Evaluated in Drug Efficacy Study, pub¬

Senate within one hundred and twenty days 
following the date of enactment of this sec¬ 
tion [October 20, 1974|, concerning the prac¬ 
ticability of establishing a fuel economy im¬ 
provement standard of 20 per centum for 
new motor vehicles manufactured during and 
after model year 1980. Such study and re¬ 
port shall include, but not be limited to. the 
technological problems of meeting any such 


standard. Including the leadtime involved; 
the test procedures required to determine 
compliance; the economic costs associated 
with such standard, including any beneficial 
economic Impact; the various means of en¬ 
forcing such standard; the effect on con¬ 
sumption of natural resources, including 
energy consumed; and the impact of appn- 
cable safety and emission standards.

of fuel consumed, as determined for each 
manufacturer in accordance with test proce¬ 
dures established by the Administrator pur¬ 
suant to this Act. Such term shall not in¬ 
clude any requirement for any design stand¬ 
ard or any other reouirement specifying or 
otherwise limiting the manufacturer’s dis¬ 
cretion In deciding how to comply with the 
fuel economy Improvement standard by any 
lawful means.

PAN AMERICAN WORLD AIRWAYS, INC. 

Carrier Discussions Relating to Hawaii 
Common Fares 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington, D.C. 
on the 31st day of July, 1974. 

By application dated June 5, 1974, Pan 
American World Airways, Inc. ( P ftn 
American) requests authorization for 
discussions among all scheduled carriers 
serving Hawaii for the purpose of ad¬ 
justing the stopover charges (within 
Hawaii) and the proration of joint com- 
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mon fares and stopover charges between 
the mainland and intra-Hawaii carriers. 1 * * 

In support of its request, Pan Amer¬ 
ican notes that the Hawaii common-fare 
agreement was originally worked out in 
1967, but that since that time there have 
been substantive changes in the char¬ 
acter of both mainland to Hawaii and 
intra-Hawaii operations. Pan American 
alleges that a portion of the chronic 
losses experienced by the trunklines in 
their Hawaii services is attributable to 
the burden of the present common-fare 
agreement. The carrier forecasts a $4 
million operation loss for 1974 for its 
Hawaiian operations, of which $2.9 mil¬ 
lion is alleged to be a direct result of the 
revenue lost under the common-fare ar¬ 
rangement. At the same time, it notes, 
both the inter-island carriers are enjoy¬ 
ing impressive traffic growth, substanti¬ 
ally increased earnings, and load factors 
well above the industry average. In sum, 
Pan American contends that the above- 
mentioned changes require a reevalu¬ 
ation of the overall common-fare ar¬ 
rangement and adjustment in the stop¬ 
over charges and the pro-rate formula. 

Answers to the petition have been filed 
by Trans World Airlines, Inc. (TWA), 
Continental Air Lines, Inc. (Continen¬ 
tal), Aloha Airlines, Inc. (Aloha), and 
Hawaiian Airlines, Inc. (Hawaiian). The 
two mainland carriers support the ap¬ 
plication, generally attesting to the need 
for a revamping of the commonfare ar¬ 
rangement as presently constituted. Con¬ 
tinental also urges that the Board ex¬ 
press as basic goals for the discussions 
both a movement of the charge for com¬ 
mon-fare travel closer to cost, and a re¬ 
duction of the difference in fare paid by 
local Hawaiian passengers as versus 
mainland visitors. Aloha, however, states 
that it does not agree to and is unwilling 
to enter into any discussions of the com¬ 
mon-fare agreement. Hawaiian, while 
not completely disavowing interest, in¬ 
dicates that it will be willing to enter 
into discussions only after it is granted 
an increase in intra-Hawaiian fares. 8 
The State and County of Hawaii have 
Petitioned the Board to authorize their 
Participation in any discussions per¬ 
mitted, and to direct that any such dis¬ 
cussions be held in Hawaii. 

Upon consideration of the application 
and answers thereto, the Board has de¬ 
cided to permit the carriers to meet for 
the purpose requested, subject to the 
conditions stated below. As a matter of 
general policy, the Board has historically 
Permitted carrier discussions of matters 
related to domestic fares only when two 
oasic considerations are met. First, the 
intended purpose of the discussions must

appear, per se, in the public interest. Sec¬ 
ond, the intended result must be one that 
could not readily be achieved by individ¬ 
ual carrier action. In our view, the re¬ 
quested discussion authority is consistent 
with both of these tests. 

The Board first granted authority for 
discussions relating to the Hawaii com¬ 
mon fare by Order E-25441 dated July 21, 
1967, on the premise that the inaugura¬ 
tion of additional Hawaii service could 
be expedited if the five carriers then in¬ 
volved (Aloha, Hawaiian, Northwest, 
Pan American, and United) were per¬ 
mitted to meet as a group to work out a 
uniform common-fare plan. As a result 
of these discussions, a common-fare 
agreement was reached and approved by 
the Board (Order E-25739, September 26, 
1967) which defined the pro-rate division 
among carriers and established a stop¬ 
over charge in connection with inter¬ 
island travel. While this agreement ex¬ 
pired by its terms December 31, 1969, all 
carriers have continued to operate under 
its basic provisions. 

The Board has consistently held that 
availability of the common fare should 
not be inhibited either by conditions 
attached to such travel or by limiting the 
option to certain fare categories.* We 
continue to be of that opinion. On the 
other hand, there appears to be some 
validity to the contention of the trunk¬ 
line carriers that the absorption they 
sustain under the present common-fare 
arrangement has become increasingly 
and unduly burdensome. For example, 
travel at the common fare over one of 
the more popular tour itineraries 4 * would 
necessitate payment to the intra-Hawaii 
carriers in an amount approximately 
equivalent to 20 percent of the west 
coast-Hawaii third-class fare. As indi¬ 
cated, Pan American estimates that close 
to 75 percent of its projected 1974 loss in 
Hawaii service is attributable to absorp¬ 
tion of the cost of travel within the State. 
Moreover, it appears from information in 
the various pleadings that on the order of 
one-half of the additional revenue accru¬ 
ing to the Hawaiian carriers from a fare 
increase comes from common-fare pay¬ 
ments by the mainland carriers. On its 
face, this raises a question as to whether 
or not the present arrangement is equi¬ 
table, both as between the carriers and 
between visitors from the mainland ver¬ 
sus residents of the State. 

In recently suspending a proposed in¬ 
crease in intra-Hawaii fares, 6 the Board 
stated that to the extent Continental 
and Braniff felt there was inequity in the 
current plan, the proper recourse would 
be a renegotiation of the agreement. 
However, it appears that individual car¬ 
rier efforts to this end have been largely 
futile to date. In these circumstances, 
and in light of the significant economic 
impact of the common-fare program, we

conclude that joint discussions among 
the carriers are warranted.® We empha¬ 
size, however, that the authority to dis¬ 
cuss extends only to the issues of the 
amount and division of common-fare 
charges, and does not embrace the ques¬ 
tion of compensating adjustments in 
either mainland-Hawaii or intra-Hawaii 
fares. 

In view of the importance of the com¬ 
mon fare to the State of Hawaii, we will 
grant the request of the State and County 
of Hawaii to participate in the discus¬ 
sions, and their further request that the 
discussions be held in Hawaii. We also 
believe it is in the public interest to 
afford these civic parties an opportunity 
to submit documents and exhibits, and 
to make prefatory and concluding state¬ 
ments. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, and particularly 
sections 204(a), 404, 412, and 414 thereof.

PROPOSED DESIGNATION OF AQMAs FOR 
THE STATE OF DELAWARE 

Notice of Public Hearing 

On June 18, 1973 (38 FR 15834) EPA 
promulgated revisions to 40 CFR Part 51, 
Requirements for Preparation, Adoption! 
and Submittal of Implementation Plans. 
In part, these revisions required that 
states identify by March 18, 1974, areas 
which may have the potential for ex¬ 
ceeding any national standard within the 
next 10-year period due to current air 
quality and/or projected growth. Under 
the same revisions, the Administrator 
was to publish by June 18, 1974, a final 
list of potential problem areas (air qual¬ 
ity maintenance areas) which are to be 
analyzed in more detail by the states. De¬ 
tailed analysis and air quality mainte¬ 
nance plans, if needed, are required to be 
submitted by June 18, 1975. 

On May 8. 1974 (39 FR 16343) the Ad¬ 
ministrator extended the date by which 
states were to identify air quality main¬ 
tenance areas (AQMAs) from March 18 
to May 10, 1974, and concomitantly the 
final air quality maintenance area desig¬ 
nation date from June 18 to August 16, 
1974. 

On April 1, 1974, EPA received from 
the Delaware Department of Natural 
Resources and Environmental Control 
proposed AQMA designations for the 
State of Delaware. On the basis of an 
analysis completed using OAQPS Guide¬ 
line Document No. 1.2-016, “Guidelines 
for Designation of Air Quality Mainte¬ 
nance Areas/’ the Department proposed 
to identify no areas in the State of Dela¬ 
ware as having the potential for violation 
of national ambient air quality standards 
within 10 years. The Delaware submittal 
was procedurally inadequate, however, 
in that no public hearing was held on it. 

On the basis of the information re¬ 
ceived from the State of Delaware, the 
Administrator proposed on July 10, 1974 
(39 FR 25330) that no area in the State 
of Delaware be designated as an AQMA. 
In the same notice, the public was invited 
to comment on the proposal. The public 
was also advised of the Administrator’s 
intent to hold a hearing on the proposal 
no sooner than 30 days from the date of 
publication of that notice: the exact date 
and location of such a healing 
to be published in a forthcoming Federal 
Register. 

This notice is to advise the public that 
a hearing will be held on the Adminis¬ 
trator’s proposal for the State of Dela¬ 
ware at 10:00 a.m., on August 21, 1974 
at the Alcoholic Beverage Control Com¬ 
mission Conference Rqom, Second Floor, 
1228 Scott Street, Wilmington, Dela¬ 
ware.

Non-Disapproval of Proposed Amendments 
to Option Plan 

Notice is hereby given that on July 24, 
1974 the Commission considered and did 
not disapprove proposed amendments to 
Rules 7.5, 8.3, 8.6, 8.7 and 8.8 of the 
option plan of the Chicago Board Options 
Exchange, Inc. (CBOE) pursuant to Rule 
9b-l (17 CFR 240.9b-l). Notice of the 
proposed changes was originally pub¬ 
lished at 39 FR 10671, on March 21, 1974. 
Thereafter amendments to these pro¬ 
posed changes were noticed on June 25, 
1974 at 39 FR 22989. 


In general, the proposed amendments 
are intended to assure the presence of 
continuous competitive market-making 
on the CBOE floor. The amendments 
would also eliminate the multi-member 
market maker units, meaning that all 
market maker appointments would be 
made to individuals. Two types of market 
maker appointments would be created, 
principal and supplemental. A full time 
market maker would ordinarily have both 
principal and supplemental appoint¬ 
ments and would be required to have at 
least 50 percent of his transactions in 
his principal appointment classes of op¬ 
tion contracts. Those persons unable to 
undertake full time market maker re¬ 
sponsibilities would be assigned only sup¬ 
plemental appointments. All market 
makers would be required to have at least 
75 percent of their transactions in their 
appointed classes; the remaining trans¬ 
actions would continue to be subject to 
the market making obligations estab¬ 
lished sections (a) and (d) of 8.7. In 
addition, qpe of the amendments would 
prohibit a market maker from acting 
both as floor broker and market maker 
on the same day with respect to the same 
class of option contracts. 

All interested persons are invited to 
submit their views and comments on the 
proposed amendments to CBOE’s plan 
either before or after it has become effec- * 
tive. Written statements of views and 
comments should be addressed to the 
Secretary, Securities and Exchange 
Commission, 500 North Capitol Street, 
Washington, D.C. 20549.

ECKMAR CORP. 

Filing of Application 

Notice is hereby given that Eckmar 
Corp. (“Applicant”), a Delaware corpo¬ 
ration, 1107 Broadway, New York, New 
York 10010, has filed an application pur¬ 
suant to sections 2(a)(9) and 3(b)(2) 
of the Investment Company Act of 1940 
(“Act”) for an order of the Commission 
declaring that it is primarily engaged in 
a business other than that of investing, 
reinvesting, owning, holding or trading 
in securities through majority-owned 
subsidiaries or through controlled com¬ 
panies conducting similar types of busi¬ 
nesses. In the alternative. Applicant re¬ 
quests an order pursuant to section 6(c) 
exempting it from all provisions of th e 
Act. All Interested persons are referred 
to the application on file with the Com¬ 
mission for a statement of the repre- 
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sentations made their which are sum¬ 
marized below. 

Section 3(a) (3) of the Act defines an 
investment company as any issuer which 
is engaged, or proposes to engage, in the 
business of investing, reinvesting, own¬ 
ing, holding, or trading in securities, and 
owns or proposes to acquire investment 
securities having a value exceeding 40 
per centum of the value of such issuer's 
total assets (exclusive of Government 
securities and cash items) on an uncon¬ 
solidated basis. “Investment securities” 
for purposes of section 3(a) (3) includes 
all securities except (A) Government 
securities, (B) securities issued by em¬ 
ployees' securities companies, and (C) 
securities issued by majority-owned sub¬ 
sidiaries of the owner which are not in¬ 
vestment companies. 

Applicant owns investment securities 
having a market value exceeding 40 per¬ 
cent of the value of its total assets (ex¬ 
cluding cash items and Government 
securities) and, therefore, may be 
deemed an investment company within 
the definition set forth in section 3(a) (3) 
of the Act. 

Applicant was organized in 1967 at 
which time it acquired the assets of its 
predecessor, Philips Control Corp., as its 
only assets. Prior to August 17, 1973, ap¬ 
plicant participated through Eckmar 
HDC Corporation (“HDC”) and Medal¬ 
lion Leisure Corporation (“Medallion 
Leisure”), its then majority owned sub¬ 
sidiaries, and through their subsidiaries, 
in the manufacture, distribution and 
supply of synthetic fabrics for use in 
hospitals and industry, paints and 
chemical coatings for home and in¬ 
dustry, dental and veterinary supplies 
and equipment, cleaning compounds and 
metal plating and finishing. It also par¬ 
ticipated in the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of swimming pools, swim¬ 
ming pool covers, gift items and home 
accessories, metal hardware components 
and custom store fixtures. Applicant’s 
interest in HDC and Medallion Leisure 
comprised substantially all of its assets. 

On August 17, 1973 applicant, pur¬ 
suant to an agreement with Briarcliff 
Candy Corporation (“Briarcliff”), a New 
York corporation, caused Health-Med 
Corporation (“Health-Med”), a newly 
formed, wholly-owned subsidiary of 
HDC, to merge into HDC. Upon the con¬ 
summation of such merger, HDC 
changed its name to Health-Med Cor¬ 
poration; the Certificate of Incorpora¬ 
tion and By-Laws of Health-Med were 
amended to correspond to those of 
HDC; and a recapitalization of HDC 
was accomplished. Applicant received 
2,800 shares of Health-Med Junior Pre¬ 
ferred Stock in exchange for the 1,000,- 
000 shares of HDC Common Stock which 
it held. Pursuant to the aforementioned 
agreement, Applicant also transferred to 
Health-Med 866,000 shares of Preferred 
Stock and 600,000 shares of Common 
Stock of Medallion Leisure (representing 
approximately 80 percent of the voting 
Power of Medallion Leisure) in exchange 
lor 1,200 shares of Health-Med Junior 
Preferred Stock. Health-Med then issued 


40,000 shares of its Common Stock to 
Briarcliff in consideration of payment 
of $100,000. As a result of these trans¬ 
actions, Applicant owns Health-Med 
securities representing approximately 10 
percent of the voting securities of 
Health-Med, and Briarcliff owns all of 
Health-Med *s outstanding Common 
Stock, representing approximately 89 
percent of Health-Med’s voting securi¬ 
ties. Applicant therefore, owns invest¬ 
ment securities which have a value ex¬ 
ceeding 40 percent of its total assets (ex¬ 
clusive of Government securities and 
cash items) on an unconsolidated basis. 

Section 3(b)(2) of the Act provides 
that notwithstanding section 3(a) (3) of 
the Act, a company is not an investment 
company within the meaning of the Act 
if the Commission finds and by order de¬ 
clares the company to be primarily en¬ 
gaged in a business or businesses other 
than that of investing, reinvesting, own¬ 
ing, holding or trading in securities 
either directly or (A) through majority- 
owned subsidiaries or (B) through con¬ 
trolled companies conducting similar 
types of businesses. Section 2(a)(9) of 
the Act provides that control means the 
power to exercise a controlling influence 
over the management or policies of a 
company and that any person who does 
not own more than 25 per centum of the 
voting securities of any company shall 
be presumed not to control the com¬ 
pany. Such a presumption may be re¬ 
butted by evidence, but continues until 
a determination to the contrary is made 
by the Commission. 

Applicant claims that through its own¬ 
ership of approximately 10 percent of 
Health-Med’s voting securities and 
through its other relationships with 
Health-Med it exercises practical con¬ 
trol over Health-Med and through such 
controlled company and its subsidiaries 
is primarily engaged in the businesses 
described above. Applicant respectfully 
submits that the Commission should find 
Applicant to be primarily engaged in a 
business or businesses other than that of 
investing, reinvesting, owning, holding, 
or trading in securities and that Appli¬ 
cant is not an investment company. 

The Junior Preferred Stock of Health- 
Med presently owned by applicant is 
convertible into Common Stock at the 
option of the holder at any time after 
December 31, 1980 (or earlier in the 
event of the insolvency of Briarcliff) 
at such a ratio that (assuming there is 
no other change in the outstanding vot¬ 
ing securities of Health-Med or any sub¬ 
stantial increase in the book value of 
Health-Med) the holder will own a maxi¬ 
mum of 760,000 shares of Common Stock 
of Health-Med. which will represent 95 
percent of Health-Med’s voting securi¬ 
ties. Pursuant to sinking fund provisions, 
Health-Med is required to redeem an¬ 
nually, commencing in 1988, $4,000,000 
worth of Junior Preferred Stock. Ap¬ 
proval of the Junior Preferred share¬ 
holders is necessary to effect certain 
basic changes in Health-Med, including 
any sale of substantially all its assets or 
a merger. 


Three of the four members of the 
board of directors of Applicant are also 
directors of Health-Med and constitute 
a majority of its initial four-man board. 
One of Health-Med’s directors is a di¬ 
rector of Briarcliff. The President and 
Vice President of Health-Med are also 
officers of Applicant, and all other officers 
of Health-Med are also either officers of 
Applicant or of Applicant’s formerly 
majority-owned subsidiaries. None of 
Health-Med’s officers are officers of 
Briarcliff. All the incumbent directors of 
Health-Med were named as the initial di¬ 
rectors of Health-Med in its certificate 
of incorporation. The board of directors 
of Health-Med is divided into classes, and 
the only directorship of the four to be 
voted upon by the shareholders of 
Health-Med prior to 1975 is the one pres¬ 
ently held by a director of Briarcliff. Of 
the other three directorships of Health- 
Med, all of which are held by persons 
who are also Eckmar directors, one is 
required to be filled in 1975 and two in 
1976. Thus, absent some unusual circum¬ 
stance, under the certificate of incorpo¬ 
ration and by-laws of Health-Med it 
would not be until at least 1976 that 
Briarcliff as a shareholder of Health- 
Med would even have the opportunity 
of voting into office a majority of Health- 
Med directors. Moreover, the application 
asserts that it is highly uncertain that 
Briarcliff could achieve control of 
Health-Med even in 1976, assuming it 
desired to do so, since shareholders whose 
shares constitute a majority of each class 
of the capital stock of Health-Med are 
required for a quorum at any meeting 
of shareholders of Health-Med. At any 
meeting of Health-Med’s shareholders at 
which directors are to be elected, Eckmar 
could absent itself and, as the holder of 
all of Health-Med’s Junior Preferred 
Stock, prevent a quorum from being 
achieved. In that event, pursuant to 
Health-Med’s certificate of incorpora¬ 
tion and by-laws, the incumbent di¬ 
rectors would remain in office. Appli¬ 
cant’s auditors have advised it that the 
operations of Health-Med and the sub¬ 
sidiaries of Health-Med may continue to 
be included, for financial reporting pur¬ 
poses, in the operations of applicant, 
although Health-Med and its subsidi¬ 
aries will file consolidated federal income 
tax returns with Briarcliff. Applicant as¬ 
serts, on the basis of the foregoing facts, 
that It “controls” Health-Med as that 
term is defined in section 2(a) (9) of the 
Act. 

Applicant asserts that for the six 
months ended June 30,1973, consolidated 
net revenues of Applicant were $21,- 
485,000, of which $21,266,000 or 99% con¬ 
sisted of revenues from Health-Chem 
and Medallion Leisure. 

Applicant claims that it has continu¬ 
ally held itself out as an operating com¬ 
pany and does not engage in securities 
trading. Applicant’s officers, with one ex¬ 
ception, are all full-time employees who 
devote their working hours for applicant 
exclusively to the direct management of 
the operations of applicant and the com- 
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parries over which Applicant exercises 
practical control. 

Notice is further given that any inter¬ 
ested person may not later than August 
26, 1974 at 5:30 p.ra. submit to the Com¬ 
mission in writing a request for a hearing 
on the matter accompanied by a state¬ 
ment as to the nature of his interest, 
the reason for such request, and the is¬ 
sues of facts or law proposed to be con¬ 
troverted, or he may request that he be 
notified if the Commission shall order a 
hearing thereon. Any such communica¬ 
tion should be addressed: Secretary, Se¬ 
curities and Exchange Commission, 
Washington, D.C. 20549. A copy of such 
request shall be served personally or by 
mail (air mail, if the person being served 
is located more than 500 miles from the 
point of mailing) upon Applicant at the 
address stated above. Proof of such serv¬ 
ice (by affidavit or, in the case of an 
attorney-at-law, by certificate) shall be 
filed contemporaneously with the re¬ 
quest. At any time after said date, as 
provided by rule 0-5 of the rules and 
regulations promulgated under the Act, 
an order disposing of the application 
herein will be issued as of course follow¬ 
ing said date unless the Commission 
thereafter orders a hearing upon request 
or upon the Commission’s own motion* 
Persons who request a hearing or advice 
as to whether a hearing is ordered will 
receive notice of further developments 
in this matter, including the date of the 
hearing (if ordered) and any postpone¬ 
ment thereof.

Urban Improvement Fund Limited— 
1974 and Interfinancial Real Estate 
Notice is hereby given that Urban Im¬ 
provement Fund Limited—1974 (the 
“Partnership”), 6380 Wilshire Boule¬ 
vard, Los Angeles, California 90048, a 
California limited partnership, and its 
general partner, Interfinancial Real Es¬ 
tate Management Company (the “Gen¬ 
eral Partner”), 230 Houston Street, NE, 
Atlanta, Georgia 30303, a Georgia cor¬ 
poration (collectively referred to herein¬ 
after as “Applicants”), have filed an ap- 
plicaton pursuant to section 6(c) of the 
Investment Company Act of 1940 (the 
“Act”) for an order exempting the Part¬ 
nership from all provisions of the Act 
and the rules and regulations promul¬ 
gated thereunder. All interested persons 
are referred to the application on file 
with the Commission, as amended, for 
a statement of the representations 
therein which are summarized below. 

The Partnership was formed to imple¬ 
ment the policy of Title IX of the Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development Act of 1968 


(“Title IX”) that private investors be 
provided a means and an incentive to ac¬ 
quire equity interests in, and thereby pro¬ 
vide equity financing for, govemmentally 
assisted low and moderate income hous¬ 
ing projects. The Partnership will make 
equity investments in federal, state and 
local government assisted rental housing 
projects for families and individuals of 
low and moderate income. 

The Partnership has filed a registra¬ 
tion statement under the Securities Act 
of 1933 covering the sale of up to 20,000 
“Units” at a maximum price of $1,000 per 
Unit. These interests are to be sold only 
to qualified investors with a minimum 
subscription of five units per investor 
(the minimum subscription may be 
higher in some states). The maximum 
proceeds to the Partnership from the 
proposed public offering, after deduction 
of brokerage commissions and organiza¬ 
tional expenses, will be approximately 
$18,000,000. 

Units will be sold only to a person who 
represents that (1) he had income in the 
year 1973 a portion of which was subject 
to federal income taxation at a rate not 
less than 50 percent (48 percent in the 
case of a corporation) and anticipates 
having income for at least six years a 
portion of which will be subject to fed¬ 
eral income taxation at a maximum rate 
after giving effect to tax deductions re¬ 
sulting from his investments In Units; 
and (2) he has a net worth of at least 
$50,000 (the minimum net worth may be 
higher in some states) exclusive of home, 
furnishings and automobiles. The pro¬ 
spectus describing the Units states that 
prospective investors should purchase 
Units for long-term investment for tax 
benefits only and not in anticipation of 
cash distributions or capital apprecia¬ 
tion because (1) applicable legislation 
limits the cash return to investors in sub¬ 
sidized projects to an amount less than 
can be had in other investments, (2) the 
transferability of the Units is limited, 
and (3) adverse tax consequences upon 
the sale of Units are possible. 

The partnership was organized as a 
limited partnership because its principal 
advantage to investors is the provision 
of losses which only a partnership can 
pass through to investors as an offset 
against taxable income. A limited part¬ 
nership structure is also necessary in 
order to provide the centralization of 
management necessary for a publicly 
held partnership, and to insure that pub¬ 
lic investors are protected from personal 
liability for any obligations of the part¬ 
nership. 

The partnership will be controlled by 
its general partner pursuant to the 
limited partnership agreement. The gen¬ 
eral partner will have general responsi¬ 
bility for the supervision of the opera¬ 
tions of the partnership. Income-Equi¬ 
ties Corporation (the “Management 
Company”), a California corporation, 
will serve as the adviser to, and admin¬ 
istrator of, the day-to-day operations of 
the partnership. In order to preserve the 
limited liability of investors (the 
“Limited Partners”), they will not be en¬ 
titled to participate in management. 


However, the Limited Partners will have 
the right to vote on amendments to the 
Limited Partnership Agreement, dissolu¬ 
tion of the Partnership, and under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, the expulsion of the 
General Partner and the election of a 
new General Partner. 

The partnership will invest in govern- 
mentally assisted rental housing projects 
by becoming a limited partner in a sub¬ 
sidiary partnership (“local limited part¬ 
nership”) in which the developer of the 
project or a qualified person or entity 
will be the general partner. The local 
limited partnership will acquire equity 
interests in Individual projects. The ratio 
of mortgage debt financing to the part¬ 
nerships equity interest in Individual 
projects will be approximately 8 to 1. The 
partneship will have the right, under 
certain circumstances, to remove the 
general partner of the local limited part¬ 
nership and elect the management com¬ 
pany, affiliates of the general partner or 
management company, or other qualified 
persons as new general partner of the 
local limited partnership. The partner¬ 
ship will always acquire a majority and 
typically a 95 percent interest in the local 
limited partnership. 

The partnership will retain out of the 
net proceeds of the proposed public of¬ 
fering such sum as in its discretion may 
be necessary for working capital, but in 
no event less than 5 percent of the gross 
proceeds. An amount equal to at least 
75 percent of the remaining net proceeds 
will either be invested in various projects 
described in the prospectus or returned 
to investors within eighteen months of 
the date of termination of the proposed 
offering. The balance of the remaining 
net proceeds will be invested in accord¬ 
ance with the investment policies set 
forth in the prospectus. 

Under the California Limited Partner¬ 
ship Act, and under the terms of the 
limited partnership agreement, the gen¬ 
eral partner must act as a fiduciary to¬ 
ward the partnership and its investors. 
The general partner and Its officers and 
directors will be liable to the partnership 
for acts of fraud, willful misconduct or 
gross negligence. 

The general partner, management 
company and their affiliates will receive 
only those fees more fully described in 
the prospectus as payment for the serv¬ 
ices they render to the Partnership. The 
general partner will receive an initial fee 
equal to percent of the total cost 
(partnership equity investment plus 
mortgage financing) of the projects ac¬ 
quired. The general partner will also re¬ 
ceive a rent-up fee of $275 per apart¬ 
ment unit and reimbursement for fees 
paid to counsel in connection with the 
proposed offering not to exceed $25,000. 
The management company will receive 
consulting and project management fees 
when in the judgment of the general 
partner the existing property manager 
of a local limited partnership is not ful¬ 
filling its property management commit¬ 
ments and the ability of the project to 
meet its financial obligations is therefore 
jeopardized. The general partner will be 
entitled to a liquidation fee of the lesser 
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of 10 percent of the net proceeds to the 
partnership from the sale of a project, 
or 1 percent of the sales price Including 
the mortgage, plus 3 percent of the net 
proceeds after deducting an amount suffi¬ 
cient to pay long-term capital gains 
taxes, if any, calculated at the maximum 
rate then in efTect, provided, however, 
that no part of such fee shall accrue to 
or be paid unless the limited partners* 
share of the proceeds has been distrib¬ 
uted to them, the limited partners shall 
have first received an amount equal to 
their invested capital and the limited 
partners have received an amount suffi¬ 
cient to pay federal long-term capital 
gains taxes from the sale of the project. 
The general partner shall receive an 
annual management fee of V* of 1 per¬ 
cent of total assets acquired (equity plus 
mortgage) subject to a maximum of 50 
percent of the partnership's annual net 
cash flow as defined in the prospectus but 
in no event less than a minimum per year 
which shall be determined at the ter¬ 
mination of the offering and shall be V4 
of 1 percent of the gross offering pro¬ 
ceeds. During the first eight years com¬ 
mencing after the commitment of 90 
percent of the net proceeds of the pro¬ 
posed offering, the annual management 
fee will accrue but will not be paid in any 
year unless the annual tax deductions 
plus distributions for each Unit have 
been at least equal to $550 for the first 
year with an average of $450 for each of 
the eight years as adjusted for deductions 
and distributions in excess of this mini¬ 
mum in the preceding and following 
years. Management fees accrued but un¬ 
paid at the conclusion of the eight year 
period will revert to the partnership. 

Without conceding that the partner¬ 
ship is an investment company, appli¬ 
cants request that the partnership be ex¬ 
empted from the provisions of the Act 
pursuant to section 6(c) of the Act. Sec¬ 
tion 6(c) authorizes the Commission to 
exempt any person, security, or trans¬ 
action, or any class or classes of persons, 
securities, or transactions, from the pro¬ 
visions of the act and rules promulgated 
thereunder if and to the extent that*such 
exemption is necessary or appropriate in 
the public interest and consistent with 
the protection of investors and the pur¬ 
poses fairly intended by the policy and 
provisions of the Act. 

Applicants contend that the exemp¬ 
tion of the partnership from the pro¬ 
visions of the Act is both necessary and 
appropriate in the public interest be¬ 
cause the form of organization of the 
partnership, i.e., a limited partnership, 
which is necessary to provide private in¬ 
vestors with certain tax advantages 
without which investment in subsidized 
low and moderate income housing would 
not be attractive, is not compatible with 
the Act For example, the Act requires 
annual approval by investors of invest¬ 
ment advisory agreements, election of 
directors and other action by investors 
that might, if applicable to investors who 
are limited partners, cause such partners 
to incur general liability. 

Applicants contend that to defeat the 
limited partnership arrangement by ap¬ 


plication of the Act would be to elimi¬ 
nate the only available means of attract¬ 
ing private equity capital into govern¬ 
ment assisted housing and would frus¬ 
trate the national policy declared by 
Congress to encourage the widest pos¬ 
sible participation by private enterprise 
in the provision of housing for low and 
moderate Income families. 

Applicants also contend that the ex¬ 
emption would be consistent with the 
protection of investors and the purposes 
and policies underlying the Act because 
interests in the partnership are being 
sold only to sophisticated investors and 
also because most of the investments in 
which the partnership will participate, 
and the terms under which the partner¬ 
ship will acquire such investments, are 
fully stated in the prospectus and are not 
subject to the discretion of management. 
Furthermore, applicants state that the 
partnership’s investments will be gov¬ 
erned by policies which may not be 
changed except by the vote of the hold¬ 
ers of at least a majority of its outstand¬ 
ing interests, and that the limited part¬ 
ner investors in the partnership will 
have voting rights with respect to, among 
other tilings, the dissolution of the part¬ 
nership, amendments to the partner¬ 
ship’s limited partnership agreement 
and, under certain circumstances, the 
withdrawal of the general partner and 
the election of a new general partner. 

Applicants also state that the general 
partner is required, as a general partner 
of the partnership, to act in a fiduciary 
capacity with respect to the partnership. 
While the general partner may cause the 
partnership to enter into transactions 
with the general partner, the manage¬ 
ment company, limited partners and 
their affiliates, as more fully described in 
the prospectus and limited partnership 
agreement, the general partner may only 
permit the partnership to enter into such 
transactions or agreements that are per¬ 
mitted by the limited partnership agree¬ 
ment and on terms that are fair and at 
least as favorable to the partnership as 
those available with outsiders. The 
limited partnership agreement, among 
other restrictions, prohibits the partner¬ 
ship from purchasing or leasing a proj¬ 
ect or investment if the general part¬ 
ner, the management company, limited 
partners or their affiliates have any inter¬ 
est in such project or investment, and 
prohibits the partnership from selling or 
leasing any project or investment to the 
general partner, the management com¬ 
pany, limited partners or their affiliates. 
The general partner, management com¬ 
pany and their affiliates are prohibited 
from receiving any fees or commissions 
from the purchase, sale or reinvestment 
of projects, investments or proceeds of 
the proposed public offering. Further¬ 
more, limited partners and their affili¬ 
ates are prohibited from receiving fees 
or commissions in connection with the 
purchase of projects or investments by 
the partnership or the reinvestment of 
the proceeds of any resale, exchange or 
refinancing of any project.

Grant of Variance 

I. Background. Sprague, L.P.G. Divi¬ 
sion, P.O. Box 327, Cedartown, Georgia 
30125 made application pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 6(b) (6) (A) of the Williams-Steiger 
Occupational Safety and Health Act of 
1970 (84 Stat. 1594; (29 U.S.C. 655)) and 
29 CFR 1905.10 for a temporary variance, 
and for an interim order pending a de¬ 
cision on the application for a variance, 
from the safety standards prescribed in 
29 CFR 1910.107(c)(6) and (7). The 
standards set requirements for electrical 
equipment within 20 feet of a spray area. 
The facility that will be affected by this 
application is Sprague, L.P.G. Division, 
811 West Avenue, Cedartown, Georgia 
30125. Notice of the application, and 
the granting of an interim order, was 
published in the Federal Register on 
September 25, 1973 (38 FR 26781). The 
notice invited interested persons, includ¬ 
ing affected employers and employees, to 
submit written data, views, and argu¬ 
ments regarding the grant or denial of 
the variance requested. In addition, af¬ 
fected employers and employees were 
notified of their right to request a hear¬ 
ing on the application for a variance. No 
witten comments or requests for a hear¬ 
ing have been received. 

II. Facts. The applicant requested a 
temporary variance from the require¬ 
ments of § 1910.107(c) (6) and (7) be¬ 
cause it has electric motors, wiring and 
other equipment outside of. but within 
20 feet of, the spray area and because the 
fluorescent lights are not guarded. A visit 
to the worksite revealed that all wiring 
and electrical equipment, with the ex¬ 
ception of the lighting, conforms to the 
requirements of 5 1910.107(c)(6). 

The applicant attempted to comply 
with the standard by switching to a 
water soluble paint. However, it proved 


impossible to produce a satisfactory 
product using this type of paint. 

The applicant has a new building 
under construction in which the spray¬ 
ing operations will conform to all re¬ 
quirements of § 1910.107. Therefore, a 
temporary variance was requested to 
allow the applicant to continue using 
flammable paints while waiting to come 
into compliance with the standard by 
moving into its new building by May 1, 
1974, but it was unable to complete the 
building by that date. It now expects to 
be in the new facility, and therefore in 
compliance with the standard, by No¬ 
vember 30, 1974. 

In the meantime all flammable liquids, 
except what is actually being used, have 
been removed from the spray area. The 
flammable liquids used in the spray 
booths are placed in approved safety 
containers. Spraying areas are kept free 
from an accumulation of combustible 
residues. In addition, the booths are 
equipped with automatic fire protection 
and there is excellent ventilation in the 
plant. 

m. Decision. Section 1910.107(c)(6) 
requires that electrical equipment within 
20 feet of a spray area shall not produce 
sparks under normal conditions and that 
the wiring shall conform to the NEC re¬ 
quirements for Class I, Division 2 Haz¬ 
ardous Locations. This is intended to 
prevent explosions in the event of a 
build-up of explosive vapors. 

Section 1910.107(c)(7) requires that 
electric lamps outside of, but within 20 
feet of the spray area, and not separated 
therefrom by a partition, shall be totally 
enclosed to prevent the falling of hot 
particles and shall be protected from 
mechanical injury by guards. 

A visit to the facility for the purpose 
of collecting data concerning the vari¬ 
ance application revealed that all wiring 
associated with the booth and related 
equipment is explosion-proof and com¬ 
plies with the requirements of § 1910.107 
(c) (6). However, the lighting is supplied 
by 2-tube 8 foot fluorescent lights which 
do not conform to all the requirements 
of 5 1910.107(c) (6) for Class I, Division 
2 Hazardous Locations and are not ex¬ 
plosion-proof. These lights are also not 
guarded as required by § 1910.107(c)(7). 

These lights are located 12 feet from 
the floor (4 to 5 feet above booth height) 
where they are unlikely to receive me¬ 
chanical damage, and 5 to 6 feet hori¬ 
zontally from the outer edge of the spray 
booth. Additionally, the lighting fixtures 
are of the fluorescent type which operate 
at a much lower temperature than the 
high temperature incandescent type- 
Therefore, the risk factor of falling hot 
particles is considerably less. 

The wiring for these lights is contained 
In rigid conduit with a flexible heavy 
duty rubber-covered cord connecting the 
lights to the conduit Junction box. All 
cords are properly secured by cable grips 
so that there is no tension on the cord. 

In addition, the visit revealed that the 
plant is well ventilated by six 60 inch 
fans capable of introducing 36,000 CFM 
into the plant. The air is circulated by 5 
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fans capable of moving 29,000 CFM. The 
air moves downward and horizontally 
through the spray booth at 70-120 linear 
fpm. This large volume of ln-plant ven¬ 
tilation makes it extremely unlikely that 
a concentration of flammable vapors 
could reach the lower explosive limits at 
the light fixtures, even if one ventilation 
system fails. 

The applicant has shown that it has 
attempted to comply with the standard, 
and that it will come into compliance by 
moving Into its new facility by Novem¬ 
ber 30. 1974. In the meantime the appli¬ 
cant has taken all available steps to safe¬ 
guard its employees by the use of high 
volume ventilation systems, the removal 
of extra flammable liquids from the spray 
area, the use of approved safety contain¬ 
ers. and the cleaning of the spray areas 
to prevent an accumulation of combusti¬ 
ble residues. 

IV. Order . Pursuant to authority in 
section 6(b)(6)(A) of the Williams- 
Steiger Occupational Safety and Health 
Act of 1970, and in Secretary of Labor’s 
Order No. 12-71 (36 FR 8754), it is or¬ 
dered that Sprague be, and It is hereby, 
authorized to continue to use flammable 
paints and enamels in its spray painting 
operations at the above facility while 
utilizing its present fluorescent lighting 
described above, In lieu of complying with 
the requirements for lighting contained 
in 29 CFR 1910.107(c)(6) and (7), pro¬ 
vided that the following safety precau¬ 
tions are observed: (1) The ventilation 
systems described above shall be main¬ 
tained in good condition and used dur¬ 
ing spraying operation: (2) all flammable 
liquids which are not actually in use shall 
be removed from the spray area; (3) 
flammable liquids used in the spray booth 
shall continue to be kept in approved 
safety containers; (4) the spray areas 
shall be regularly cleaned to prevent an 
accumulation of combustible material; 
and (5) no additional lighting or electri¬ 
cal equipment shall be introduced within 
20 feet of the spray area unless they meet 
the requirements of § 1910.107(c) (6) and 
(7). 

As soon as possible Sprague shall give 
notice to affected employees of the terms 
of this order by the same means re¬ 
quired to be used to inform them of the 
application for variance. 

Effective date. This order shall be¬ 
come effective on August 6, 1974, and 
shall remain in effect until completion 
of the new facility but no later than on 
or about November 30, 1974, In accord¬ 
ance with section 6(b)(6)(A) of the 
Willlams-Steiger Occupational Safety 
and Health Act of 1970.

Certification of Eligibility of Workers To 
Apply for Adjustment Assistance 

Under date of July 1, 1974, the U.S. 
Tariff Commission made a report of its 
Investigation (TEA-W-234) under sec¬ 
tion 301(c)(2) of the Trade Expansion 
Act of 1962 (76 Stat. 884) in response to 
a petition for determination of eligibil¬ 
ity to apply for adjustment assistance 
filed by the Radio Communications As¬ 
semblers Union on behalf of workers and 
former workers of the Woodbridge, N.J. 
plant of the RCA Corp., New York, N.Y. 
In this report the Commission found that 
articles like or directly competitive with 
electronic x*eceiving tubes and com¬ 
ponents thereof known as mounts pro¬ 
duced by the Woodbridge, N.J. plant of 
the RCA Corp. are, as a result in major 
part of concessions granted under trade 
agreements, being imported into the 
United States in such increased quanti¬ 
ties as to cause unemployment or under¬ 
employment of a significant number or 
proportion of the workers of such firm 
or an appropriate subdivision thereof. 

Upon receipt of the Tariff Commis¬ 
sion’s affirmative finding, the Depart¬ 
ment, through the Director of the Office 
of Foreign Economic Policy, Bureau of 
International Labor Affairs, instituted 
an investigation. 

Following this, the Director made a 
recommendation to me relating to the 
matter of certification (Notice of Dele¬ 
gation of Authority and Notice of In¬ 
vestigation, 34 FR 18342; 37 FR 2472; 39 
FR 25425; 29 CFR Part 90). In the rec¬ 
ommendation she noted that concession 
generated Imports like or directly com¬ 
petitive with electronic receiving tubes 
and components thereof known as 
mounts produced by RCA’s Woodbridge, 
N.J. plant increased substantially. In 
1971, in an effort to lower costs and com¬ 
pete more effectively with imported elec¬ 
tronic receiving tubes, RCA significantly 
increased imports of mounts used in 
the domestic manufacture of tubes from 
Its foreign plants. As a result in major 
part of increased U.S. imports of tubes 
and mounts including in particular in¬ 
creased imports by RCA of tube mounts, 
RCA’s domestic tube and mount produc¬ 
tion declined. RCA closed its Cincinnati, 
Ohio plant and reduced production at 
the Woodbridge plant in 1971 while con¬ 
solidating tube production at its Har¬ 
rison, N.J. plant. The company expects 
to close the Woodbridge plant in early 
1975. Significant unemployment or un¬ 
deremployment at the Woodbridge plant 
caused in major part by increased im¬ 
ports began in January 1971 and has 
continued to the present. All employees 
of the Woodbridge plant are scheduled 
to be laid off when the plant closes. After 
due consideration, I make the following 
certification: 


All hourly and salaried workers of the 
Woodbridge, N.J. plant of the RCA Corp., 
New York. N.Y., who became or will become 
unemployed or underemployed after Janu¬ 
ary 3, 1971, are eligible to apply for adjust¬ 
ment assistance under Title HI, Chapter 3, 
of the Trade Expansion Act of 1962.

At a session of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, Division 2, held at its 
office in Washington, D.C., on the 22nd 
day of July, 1974.

ANTIBIOTIC, NITROFURAN. AND SULFON¬ 
AMIDE DRUGS IN THE FEED OF ANIMALS 

Proposed Deletion of Regulations 
Regarding Use 

Section 135.109 Antibiotic, nitro- 
furan, and sulfonamide drugs in the feed 
of animals (21 CFR 135.109) requires 
the submission by specified dates of new 
animal drug applications (NADAs) and 
specified commitments and information 
as a basis for continued marketing of 
antibacterial drugs intended for use at 
subtherapeutic levels in animal feed. 
Elsewhere in this issue of the Federal 
Register the Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs proposes to amend § 135.109 by 
listing therein the antibacterial drugs 
for which satisfactory responses to 


§ 135.109 have been received, along with 
the sponsors and conditions of use of 
such dings. 

As a corollary to that proposed amend¬ 
ment to § 135.109, the Commissioner pro¬ 
poses to amend 21 CFR Parts 121, 135e, 
135g, and 144 as set forth below to revoke 
those antibacterial drugs intended for 
use in animal feed which are not in com¬ 
pliance with the requirements of 
§ 135.109. Included in this proposal is 
the revocation of § 135e.l000 Combina¬ 
tion antibiotic drugs in animal feeds no 
longer sanctioned since the provisions 
of that section are otherwise encom¬ 
passed by this proposal.

Federal Recister, are subject to the pro¬ 
posed revocation. Uses of oxytetracycline 
and neomycin alone or in combination 
with other drugs are permitted on an 
interim basis in accordance with the con¬ 
ditions set forth in the corresponding 
amendments to § 135.109.

AMIDE DRUGS IN THE FEED OF ANIMALS 

Notice of Proposed Rule Making 

An order was published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register of April 20, 1973 (38 FR 
9811), and amended in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister of September 5, 1973 (38 FR 
23942), regarding § 135.109 Antibiotic , 
nitrofuran, and sulfonamide drugs in the 
feed of animals (21 CFR 135.109). The 
regulation was promulgated and amend¬ 
ed following publication of notices of pro¬ 
posed rule making in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister of February 1 , 1972 (37 FR 2444), 
and April 20, 1973 (38 FR 9830). 

The regulation provides that the Com- 
imssioner of Food and Drugs will pro¬ 
pose to revoke currently approved sub- 
therapeutic (increased rate of gain, dis¬ 
ease prevention, etc.) uses of antibiotic, 
nitrofuran, and sulfonamide drugs in 
animal feeds by no later than 2 years 
iollowing the effective dates of the or¬

applications, shall have submitted for 
each such product a new animal drug 
application (NADA) by July 19, 1973, or, 
in the case of nitrofuran drugs, by De¬ 
cember 4, 1973, if marketing is to con¬ 
tinue during the interim. Persons or 
firms wishing to support the continued 
approval of such antibiotic, nitrofuran, 
and sulfonamide drugs shall submit, 
under the provisions of section 512(1) of 
the act, the following: 

1. By July 19, 1973, records and re¬ 
ports of completed, ongoing, or planned 
studies, including protocols, on the tet¬ 
racyclines, streptomycin, dihydrostrep¬ 
tomycin, penicillin, and the sulfona¬ 
mides, and for all other antibiotic drugs, 
by October 17, 1973; and for nitrofuran 
drugs by March 4, 1974. 

2. By April 20, 1974, data from com¬ 
pleted studies on the tetracyclines, strep¬ 
tomycin, dihydrostreptomycin, penicil¬ 
lin and the sulfonamides assessing the 
effect of the subtherapeutic use of the 
drug in feed on the salmonella reservoir 
in the target animal as compared to that 
in nonmedicated controls. Failure to 
complete the salmonella studies for any 
of these drugs by that time will be 
grounds for proceeding to withdraw ap¬ 
proval. 

3. By April 20, 1975, data satisfying 
all other specified criteria for safety and 
effectiveness, including the effect on the 
salmonella reservoir, for any antibiotic 
or sulfonamide drugs and by Septem¬ 
ber 5, 1975, for the nitrofuran drugs, ap¬ 
proved for subtherapeutic use in animal 
feeds. Drug efficacy data shall be sum- 
mitted for each individual or combina¬ 
tion antibacterial drug product subject * 
to § 135.109 and not reviewed by the 
NAS/NRC Veterinary Drug Efficacy 
Study Group. 

4. Progress reports on studies under¬ 
way every January l and July 1 until 
completion. 

In response to § 135.109, the Commis¬ 
sioner has received satisfactory submis¬ 
sions from a number of producers of drug 
premixes as well as from several produc¬ 
ers of intermediate premixes. Intermedi¬ 
ate premixes are essentially drug pre¬ 
mixes diluted to a lesser drug concen¬ 
tration. The production and distribution 
in interstate commerce of an intermedi¬ 
ate premix which contains a new animal 
drug require an approved application 
pursuant to section 512(b) of the act. 
These applications fulfill the safety and 
efficacy data requirements through au¬ 
thorized reference to data contained in 


the approved NADA covering the drug 
premix from which the intermediate pre¬ 
mix is manufactured. It is conservatively 
estimated that there are over 10.000 in¬ 
termediate premixes produced in the 
United States. As promulgated, the pro¬ 
visions of § 135.109 could be interpreted 
to require submissions from all interme¬ 
diate premix manufacturers regarding 
the products they produce. 

The Commissioner has concluded that, 
to avoid unnecessary duplication, 
§ 135.109 should be amended to provide 
that at this time producers of intermedi¬ 
ate premixes need not submit an NADA 
and data required under this section for 
the interim marketing of any intermedi¬ 
ate premix produced solely from a premix 
that is in compliance with this section, 
if the intermediate premix contains no 
drug ingredient whose use in or on ani¬ 
mal feed requires an approved applica¬ 
tion pursuant to section 512(m> of the 
act and/or where a specific premix has 
been approved by regulation in 21 CFR 
Part 135e as of the date specified in 
§ 135.109(b)(1). Upon completion of the 
studies required by this section, a deter¬ 
mination will be made regarding the need 
for applications for such products to pro¬ 
vide for their continued use. 

The Commissioner has also concluded 
that § 135.109 should be amended to list 
the manufacturers of antibacterial pre¬ 
mixes who have satisfactorily responded 
to § 135.109 along with the corresponding 
premixes and combination drug products 
whose continued interim marketing and 
ust will be permitted on the basis of their 
compliance with this section. Revocation 
of all other products subject to this sec¬ 
tion is proposed elsewhere in tills issue 
of the Federal Register. 

The claims provided below are on the 
basis of current use and may be subject 
to change based upon an evaluation of 
efficacy data by the National Academy of 
Sciences/National Research Council, 
Drug Efficacy Study Group or submitted 
in response to § 135.109. 

Therefore, pursuant to provisions of 
the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act (secs. 512, 701(a), 52 Stat. 1055, 82 
Stat. 343-351; (21 U.S.C. 360b, 371(a))) 
and under the authority delegated to the 
Commissioner (21 CFR 2.120), it is pro¬ 
posed that § 135.109 be amended by re¬ 
vising paragraph (a) and by adding a 
new paragraph (g) to read as follows: 

§ 135.109 Antibiotic, nitrofuran, ami 
sulfonamide drugs in the feed of 
unimult;. 

(a) The Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs will propose to revoke currently 
approved subtherapeutic (increased rate 
of gain, disease prevention, etc.) uses in 
animal feed of antibiotic and sulfona¬ 
mide drugs whether granted by approval 
of new animal drug applications, master 
files and/or antibiotic or food additive 
regulations, by no later than April 20. 
1975, or the nitrofuran drugs by no later 
than September 5, 1975, unless data are 
submitted which resolve conclusively the 
Issues concerning their safety to man and 
animals and their effectiveness under 
specific criteria established by the Food 
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and Drug Administration based on the 
guidelines Included in the report of the 
FDA task force on the use of antibiotics 
in animal feeds. All persons or firms 
previously marketing identical, related, 
or similar products except the nitrofuran 
drugs not the subject of an approved new 
animal drug application must submit a 
new animal drug application by July 19, 
1973, or by December 4,1973, in the case 
of nitrofuran drugs, if marketing is to 
continue during the interim. New animal 


drug entities with antibacterial activity 
not previously marketed, now pending 
approval or submitted for approval prior 
to. on, or following the effective date of 
this publication, shall satisfy such cri¬ 
teria prior to approval.

(g) The submission of applications 
and data required by paragraphs (a) and 
(b) of this section is not required for 
the continued manufacture of any inter¬ 
mediate premix which is produced solely 
from a premix that is in compliance with 


the requirements of this section: Pro¬ 
vided, That the intermediate premix con¬ 
tains no drug ingredient whose use in or 
on animal feed requires an approved ap¬ 
plication pursuant to section 512<m> of 
the act and/or where the premix is ap¬ 
proved by regulation in Part 135e of this 
chapter.

Pursuant to sections 602(a) and 303(a) 
of the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1974 (Pub. L. 92-203, 87 
Stat. 839). which authorizes the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor to prescribe such rules, 
regulations, and guidelines, as he deems 
necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this Act, the following regulations are 
promulgated to facilitate the implemen¬ 
tation at the earliest possible date of 
Title HI, section 303(a) of the Act, Mi¬ 
grant and Seasonal Farmworker 
Programs. 

As these regulations relate to public 
property, loans, benefits or contracts, 
they have been excepted from the appli¬ 
cation of the notice and comments pro¬ 
visions of the Administrative Procedure 
Act, 5 U.S.C. 553(a)(2). The policy of 
the Department of Labor as stated in 29 
CFR 2.7 is not to use this exception as a 
basis for not giving opportunity for notice 
and comment. In this case, in order to 
effect promptly the purposes of the Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act, it is contrary to the public interest 
to delay the issuance of these regulations 
to the extent necessary for the prepara¬ 
tion, receipt and evaluation of the com¬ 
ments. Accordingly they are not issued 
for comments prior to publication in their 
final form. 

Nevertheless, although these regula¬ 
tions are being published in final form 
and are made effective September 5,1974, 
it is the policy of the Department of 
Labor to solicit and consider comments 
on its regulations. Accordingly, com¬ 
ments will be received, just as though 
this document were a proposal, until 
September 20,1974, after which the com¬ 
ments received will be evaluated and, if 
warranted, the regulations will be ap¬ 
propriately amended. Meanwhile, how¬ 
ever, in the interest of expediting the 
program, these regulations shall remain 
in force until amended.

General 

§ 97.201 Scope and purpose of Tide III, 
Section 303 Programs. 

(a) It is the purpose of Title m, section 
303, of the Act to provide manpower and 
other services for those individuals who 
suffer chronic seasonal unemployment 
and underemployment in the agriculture 
industry, which has been substantially 
affected by recent advances in technology 
and mechanization. These individuals 
constitute a substantial portion of the 
Nation’s rural manpower problem and 
substantially affect the entire national 
economy. 

(b) Because of the special nature of the 
problem faced by migrant and seasonal 
farmworkers, the programs developed 
and implemented under this section of 
the Act shall be administered at the 
national levjl. Such programs will be 
flexible in design and shall have these 
primary objectives: 

(1) Alternatives to agricultural labor . 
Provision of services to migrants and 
other seasonally employed farmworkers 
and their families who wish to seek al¬ 
ternative job opportunities to seasonal 
farmwork, which will equip them to com¬ 
pete in other labor markets, to secure 
stable year-round employment providing 
an income above the poverty level and 
to adjust to a new life style. 

(2) Improved agricultural life style. 
Provision of services necessary to im¬ 
prove the well-being of migrants and 
other seasonally employed farmworkers 
and their families who wish to remain in 
the agricultural labor market and to up¬ 
grade their skills to enable them to take 
advantage of job opportunities created 
by changing agricultural technology. 

§ 97.202 Scope and purpose of lliiti 
suhpart. 

(a) The regulations promulgated to 
carry out the Act are set forth in 29 CFR 
Parts 94-98. As each substantive title of 
the Act provides for the establishment of 
a specific type of program, the regula¬ 
tions promulgated in Parts 94 through 98 
provide a separate part for each basic 
type of activity and two parts deal with 
general matters relating to the Act. This 
subpart deals with all matters pertaining 
to the implementation and operation of 
Migrant and Seasonal Farmworker Man¬ 
power Programs pursuant to section 303 
of Title HI of the Act. It is designed to 
contain in itself all the regulatory ma¬ 
terial under the Act necessary for the 
operation of section 303 programs except 
where specific reference is made to other 
parts of this title. When the provisions 
of this subpart conflict with the provi¬ 
sions of other regulations under the Act. 
the provisions of this subpart shall pre¬ 
vail. 

(b) Statutory authority for the regu¬ 
lations contained in this Subpart C may 
be found in sections 602(a) and 303(a) 
of the Act, as well as other substantive 
provisions of the Act. 

§ 97.203 Definitions. 

A listing of definitions of terms used 
in the regulations promulgated to im- 
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plement the act is set forth in § 94.4 of 
this title. Those definitions applicable 
only to section 303 or having special 
significance to section 303 are the 
following: 

“Compensation”, as applied to a par¬ 
ticipant in section 303 programs shall 
mean the wages and salary payable, but 
does not include fringe benefits or sup¬ 
portive services. 

“Cooperative” shall mean a nonprofit 
enterprise or organization owned by and 
operated for the benefit of farmworkers. 

“Eligible Applicant,” for purposes of 
receiving funds allocable pursuant to 
5 97.204(c) of this title, shall mean: 

(a > A recognized prime sponsor under 
CETA Title I having within its jurisdic¬ 
tion a significant segment of individuals 
meeting the eligibility criteria in § 97.232 
for participants for whom it is providing 
services under Title I of the Act; 

(b) A private non-profit organization 
authorized by its charter or articles of 
incorporation to operate manpower pro¬ 
grams or such other programs or serv¬ 
ices as may be funded under this sub- 
part. 

“Farmworkers” shall mean a wage 
laborer in agriculture, performing tasks 
as defined under “Farm Hand—general” 
in the Dictionary of Occupational Titles 
and includes both migratory and non- 
migratory seasonal farmworkers. Migra¬ 
tory seasonal farmworker is a person who 
currently seeks or performs on a seasonal 
basis, agricultural labor which requires 
travel such that the worker is unable to 
return to his or her domicile within the 
same day. Nonmigratory seasonal farm¬ 
worker is a person employed in agricul¬ 
ture on a seasonal basis who (1) did all 
his or her farm wagework for the year in 
the same county in which he or she lived, 

(2) made a permanent move from one 
county to another during the year and 
performed farm wagework in both coun¬ 
ties, or (3) commuted daily across the 
county or State line to do farm wage- 
work and returned home each night. 

“Farmworker organization” shall mean 
a private nonprofit organization com¬ 
posed principally of farmworkers which 
meets the criteria for eligible applicants. 

“Funding Request” shall mean a for¬ 
mal proposal submitted by a Qualified 
Applicant which details the type and 
extent of services to be provided to farm¬ 
workers and their dependents for con¬ 
sideration by the Secretary for funding 
under section 303. 

"‘Health care” shall include but *' ? not 
limited to preventive and clinical ledi- 
cal treatment, voluntary family plating 
services, appropriate psychiatric, psycho¬ 
logical, and prosthetic services, to the 
extent any such treatment or services are 
necessary for any member of the client 
community or members of such individ¬ 
uals’ immediate family. 

Migratory seasonal farmworker.” See 
Farmworker.” 


‘ Manpower services” shall mean:

“Nutritional assistance” shall mean 
those services which include but are not 
limited to assisting farmworkers and 
their dependents to obtain food stamps 
and vouchers, access to other food pro¬ 
grams, and fair hearings to improve 
community nutritional services available 
to farmworkers, as well as limited direct 
cash purchases of food. 

“Program of demonstrated effective¬ 
ness” shall mean a farmworker program 
which has a history of providing man¬ 
power and other services to farmworkers 
to improve their well-being or to offer 
employment alternatives, or both, and 
has met its programmatic goals. 

“Qualified Applicant” is an eligible ap¬ 
plicant which has been judged by the 
Secretary to be qualified to submit a 
Funding Request for a specific geo¬ 
graphic area. 

“Seasonal basis” shall mean employ¬ 
ment segmented in relation to phases or 
activities of agriculture, e.g., planting or 
harvesting. 

“Seasonal farmworker.” See “Farm¬ 
worker.” 

“Section 303” shall mean the Migrant 
and Seasonal Farmworker Manpower 
Programs, Section 303 Title III of the 
Comprehensive Employment and Train¬ 
ing Act of 1973 (Pub. L. 93-203, 87 Stat. 
839). 

“Target area” shall mean a geographic 
area to be served by a section 303 grant. 
Such an area may cover a multi-county 
area, a state, or a multi-state area. 

“Target population” shall mean farm¬ 
workers and their dependents who meet 
the eligibility criteria set forth in 
§ 97.232. 

§ 97.204 Allocation of funds. 

(a) Available funds. For the purpose 
of implementing this subpart and pur¬ 
suant to section 303 of the Act, the Sec¬ 
retary shall reserve from funds available 
for Title III programs to serve migrants 
and other seasonally employed agricul¬ 
tural workers an amount equal to not 
less than 5 percent of the amount allo¬ 
cated pursuant to section 102(a)(1) of 
the Act. 

<b) National Contingency Account. No 
more than twenty percent (20%) of the 
funds reserved for section 303 activities 
will be set aside for the National Con¬ 
tingency Account, to be used at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Secretary for experimen¬ 
tal programs; clearing house activity; 
labor market information; interstate 
programs; special needs, including but 
not limited to projects such as perma¬ 
nent housing, and High School Equiva¬ 
lency Program (HEP) and College As¬ 
sistance Migrant Programs (CAMPS); 
programs to meet the needs of emer¬ 
gency situations and changing agricul¬ 
tural technology; and other programs of 
demonstrated effectiveness. 

Funds from the National Contingency 
Account may be obligated by the Sec¬ 
retary by means of either contracts or 
grants to private nonprofit agencies or 
to private profit making organizations. 
National Contingency Account funds 
obligated to States and local units of 
local government shall be awarded 
through grants in accordance with OMB 


Circular A-102. The Secretary shall fund 
programs from the National Contin¬ 
gency Account according to procedures 
deemed advisable by the Secretary, but 
all National Contingency Account pro¬ 
grams shall include performance stand¬ 
ards specifically designed for those 
programs. 

(c) State allocations (allocable 
funds). (1) No less than eighty percent 
(80%) of the funds reserved for section 
303 activities shall be allocated for farm¬ 
worker programs in individual states in 
an equitable manner using the best data 
available as determined by the Secre¬ 
tary. 

(2) Hold harmless clause. No state 
shall be allocated an amount which is 
less than 90 percent of the amount of 
allocable section 303 funds obligated for 
use in that state in the prior fiscal year 
(or in Fiscal Year 1975 the amount of 
Economic Opportunity Act Title IH-B 
and Manpower Development and Train¬ 
ing Act National Migrant Worker Pro¬ 
gram funds obligated for use in that 
state in the prior fiscal year, other than 
for permanent housing, emergency food 
and medical services, high school equiv¬ 
alency projects, college assistance mi¬ 
grant programs, and the National 
Migrant Clearinghouse). 

(3) Allocation Exceptions, (i) The 
Secretary reserves the right not to allo¬ 
cate any funds in a state which does not 
have a sufficient number of eligible farm¬ 
workers to make a Section 303 program 
practicable. If the Secretary determines 
that there is a sufficient number of 
eligible farmworkers in a state to make 
a section 303 program practicable, but 
that the state’s share of the funds allo¬ 
cated pursuant to paragraph (c)(1) of 
this section would be less than $100,000, 
the Secretary may allocate any amount 
at or above that equitable share up to 
$100,000 for programs in that state. 

(ii) During Fiscal Year 1975, the Sec¬ 
retary will utilize CETA funds to effect 
a transition between the current pro¬ 
gram year expiration date and the be¬ 
ginning of the new funding cycle with¬ 
out respect to strict State allocations. 
Currently funded programs which expire 
on dates prior to December 31, 1974, may 
be extended through December 31. 1974. 
Currently funded programs which are 
unsuccessful applicants for grant funds 
will be given at least ninety-days lead 
time to phase out their operations, but 
such notice does not bind the Secretary to 
obligate additional funds. 

(4) Funding cycle. All projects funded 
through State allocations shall be funded 
beginning January 1 of each year in ac¬ 
cordance with a funding cycle announced 
by the Secretary on or before July 1. For 
Fiscal Year 1975, the funding cycle shall 
be as follows: 

(i) August 6: announcement of invita¬ 
tion to submit Qualifications Statements. 

(ii) August 5: announcement of state 
allocations. 

(iii) September 6: deadline for sub¬ 
mission of Qualifications Statements 
(3:00 p.m. e.d.t.). 
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<iv) November 1: deadline for sub¬ 
mission of Funding Requests (3:00 p.m. 
e.s.t.). 

(v) January 1: commencement of 
grant awards. 

g 97.205 Eligibility for allocable funds. 

The following organizations and units 
of government shall be eligible to receive 
allocable funds available under section 
303: 

(a) A recognized prime sponsor under 
CETA Title I having within its jurisdic¬ 
tion a significant segment of individuals 
meeting the definition in § 97.203 for 
seasonal farmworkers for whom it is pro¬ 
viding services under Title I of the Act; 
or a public agency within its geographic 
boundaries designated by such prime 
sponsor to receive section 303 funds. 

(b) A private nonprofit organization 
authorized by its charter or articles of 
incorporation to operate manpower pro¬ 
grams or such other programs or services 
as are permitted by this subpart. A pri¬ 
vate nonprofit organization which 
wishes to be considered for grant funds 
to operate programs in more than one 
state shall indicate such desire in its 
Qualifications Statement and if desig¬ 
nated a Qualified Applicant for more 
than one state, shall submit separate 
Funding Requests for each State in 
which it has qualified to operate. 

Grant Planning and Application 
Procedures 

g 97.210 Gram planning and application 
procedure* in general. 

Sections 97.210-97.219 provide the pro¬ 
cedures for obtaining and modifying a 
grant to operate programs under section 
303 of the Act. Specifically, these sections 
describe the procedures in the grant 
award process—from the eligible appli¬ 
cant’s submission of a Qualifications 
Statement through the grant application 
process, review by the Department, and 
approval of the grant. 

§ 97.21 1 Annonnccmml of invitation to 
submit (Qualifications Statement. 

On or before each July 15, the Sec¬ 
retary shall invite eligible applicants in¬ 
terested in receiving funding under sec¬ 
tion 303 during that fiscal year to submit 
Qualifications Statements. A subsequent 
announcement on or before August 1, 
will enumerate allocations to the States. 

These announcements shall be made 
in the Commerce Business . Daily, the 
Federal Register, and through the As¬ 
sistant Regional Directors for Manpower. 
For fiscal year 1975, these regulations 
constitute the announcement. 

§97.212 Submission of Qualifications 
Statement. 

On or before the announced due date 
of submission of Qualifications State¬ 
ment, all eligible applicants wishing to be 
considered as qualified must submit the 
following information and documenta¬ 
tion: 

(a) Eligibility support documentation. 
The following documents shall be sub¬ 
mitted as prerequisites to the Depart¬ 
ment’s reviewing the Qualifications 
Statement: 
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(1) A statement indicating the legally 
constituted authority under which the 
organization functions; 

(2) An employer identification num¬ 
ber from the Internal Revenue Service; 
and for private nonprofit applicants, 
proof of their tax-exempt status; 

(3) A certification by the chief fiscal 
officer of a public organization or by a 
CPA for private nonprofit organizations 
attesting to the adequacy of the appli¬ 
cant’s accounting system; 

(4) Adequate substantiation of appli¬ 
cant’s assertions as to the number of 
farmworkers eligible for section 303 serv¬ 
ices in the t arge t area; 

(5) For CETA prime sponsors, copies 
of the documents which specify how 
Title I resources have been allocated to 
provide special services for identifiable 
groups of farmworkers. 

(b) Qualifications Support Docu¬ 
mentation. The following documents 
shall be used as the basis for determin¬ 
ing qualified applicants: 

(1) An enumeration of the applicant’s 
experience in managing the types of pro¬ 
grams and activities allowable under 
CETA: 

(2) Description of demonstrated suc¬ 
cess in operating programs for farm¬ 
workers * 

(3) A list of the county(ies) within 
the state where the applicant plans to 
operate: 

(4) A copy of the Comprehensive 
Manpower Plan component which de¬ 
scribes services to farmworkers (for 
CETA prime sponsor applicants only) ; 

(5) A copy of the by-laws or other of¬ 
ficial documents showing the structure 
of pertinent Boards, Area Councils, or 
Advisory Bodies on which farmworkers 
participate with respect to the planning 
and operation of the proposed programs; 

(6) A description of linkages with 
other manpower programs, other social 
service programs, and farmworker orga¬ 
nizations: 

(7) Resumes of key management staff 
(both incumbent and proposed staff) 
where possible: 

(c) Submission. Eligible applicants 
shall submit four copies of the Qualifi¬ 
cations Statements to

Two copies shall be submitted at the 
same time to the appropriate Assistant 
Regional Director for Manpower. 

§ 97.213 Review of Qualifications State¬ 
ment. 

The Secretary shall evaluate the Quali¬ 
fications Statement submitted by an 
organization desiring to be designated as 
a Qualified Applicant for a portion of 
section 303 allocable funds. Qualifica¬ 
tions Statement from organizations seek¬ 
ing to be designated as a Qualified Appli¬ 
cant for a particular target area and for 
portion of the same state’s allocation 
shall be weighed and be ranked accord¬ 
ing to the following factors: 

(a) Administrative capability: The 


administrative capability factor is a rat¬ 
ing of the organization’s ability to operate 
a proposed program of section 303 serv¬ 
ices successfully. This capability shall be 
manifested in the following manner: 

(1) Geographic span: Range 0-10. 
The “geographic span” factor is a rating 
of organizational ability to operate either 
a statewide or multi-county program of 
services. The highest weight of 10 shall 
be awarded to statewide capability. 

(2) Comprehensive program adminis¬ 
trative experience: Range 0-1G. This ex¬ 
perience factor is a rating of the organi¬ 
zation’s program administrative experi¬ 
ence in operating multicomponent de¬ 
livery systems designed to provide man¬ 
power and other services to farmworkers. 
The highest rating of 10 shall be awarded 
to organizations which have operated 
multi-component delivery systems which 
incorporated services provided at no cost 
to the DOL program from other agencies 
for the purpose of providing manpower 
and other services to farmworkers 

<b) Staffing: The staffing factor is a 
rating of the organization’s ability to 
hire persons with the necessary tech¬ 
nical skills, experience and sensitivity to 
provide responsive, effective and timely 
service to farmworkers. The rating shall 
weight the ability of the organization to 
provide staff members who have not only 
the necessary technical skills but also 
the communication skills necessary to 
relate to farmworkers. This factor shall 
be manifested in the quality of present 
staff in decision-making positions as 
well as those who may be assigned pro¬ 
gram responsibilities if the grant is 
awarded to the applicant. 

(1) Staff technical expertise: Range 
0-10. The technical expertise factor is a 
rating of the technical skills of the orga¬ 
nization’s present staff and of the pro¬ 
posed staff. The highest rating of 10 shall 
be awarded to an organization whose 
present and proposed staff has both the 
necessary skills and experience to con¬ 
duct the proposed program of services 
to farmworkers. 

(2) Staff sensitivity: Range 0-10. The 
sensitivity factor is a rating of the ability 
of the organization’s staff to be respon¬ 
sive to the needs and to be able to relate 
to farmworkers. The highest rating of 10 
shall be awarded to those organizations 
whose staffing includes ex-farmworkers 
and reflects the ethnic and racial com¬ 
position of the target population in both 
technical and decision-making capaci¬ 
ties. 

(c ;t Experience: Range 0-20. The ex¬ 
perience factor is a rating of the extent 
and duration of the organization’s past 
experience in providing an effective 
comprehensive program of manpower 
and other services to farmworkers. In 
order to receive a rating for this factor, 
each applicant shall identify the funding 
organization to which it was accountable 
as well as the names and telephone num¬ 
bers of individuals who can support the 
assertions provided in the Qualifications 
Statement. An official evaluation con¬ 
ducted by an outside organization may 
also be submitted as documentation. The 
weight for this factor ranges from 
to 20; the highest rating of 20 shall be 
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awarded to an organization which has 
operated a comprehensive program of 
manpower and other services specifical¬ 
ly for farmworkers and whose assertions 
of effectiveness are supported by knowl¬ 
edgeable individuals and/or by an of¬ 
ficial evaluation. 

(d) Linkages and coordination: Range 
0-20. The linkages and coordination fac¬ 
tor is a rating of an organization’s 
demonstrated ability to link its activities 
with other organizations providing re¬ 
sources and service to farmworkers. 

(e) Farmworker involvement: The 
farmworker involvement factor is a rat¬ 
ing of the organization’s active and 
visible involvement of farmworkers in 
its planning and the proposed involve¬ 
ment of farmworkers in the implementa¬ 
tion and operation of its proposed pro¬ 
gram of services. This rating will depend 
upon the weight awarded for the follow¬ 
ing factors: 

(1) Involvement of Fannworker 
Boards/Advisory Council: Range 0-15. 
This factor is a rating of the involve¬ 
ment of farmworkers on private non¬ 
profit applicant governing boards and 
on public agency grantee advisory coun¬ 
cils in program planning, implementation 
and operation of the proposed program. 
This involvement shall be manifested in 
the responsibilities incorporated in the 
board’s or advisory council's by-laws. 
The highest rating of 15 will be awarded 
to organizations whose boards or ad¬ 
visory councils have responsibility for 
approving section 303 plans, monitoring 
section 303 program operations, recom¬ 
mending corrective action, and have es¬ 
tablished mechanisms for effecting 
necessary corrective actions. 

(2) Farmworker organization sup¬ 
port: Range 0-5. This factor is a rating 
of the organization's support from farm¬ 
worker organizations. The highest rating 
of 5 shall be awarded to an organization 
having a commitment of active assist¬ 
ance from farmworker organizations in 
the proposed target area serving the 
same target population. 

§ 97.214 Notification of qualified appli¬ 
cants. 

(a) Based on the rank awarded to each 
Qualifications Statement pursuant to 
the procedures provided in § 97.213, the 
Secretary shall designate the highest 
ranked applicants in each State as Quali¬ 
fied Applicants. These Qualified Appli¬ 
cants shall be invited by the Secretary 
to submit Funding Requests. 

<b) The notification shall Indicate the 
target area and the date on which the 
blinding Request is due and shall in¬ 
clude a copy of Technical Assistance 
guides as a basis for developing the 
scope of work to be performed.

(d) Any eligible applicant who is not 
selected to submit a Funding Request 
may request an Administrative Review as 
provided in § 97.290. 

§ 97.215 Content and description of 
funding request. 

(a) General. (1) This section describes 
the Funding Request forms which Quali¬ 
fied Applicants shall use to apply for 
funds under section 303. 

(2) Forms and instructions are con¬ 
tained in the Forms Preparation Hand¬ 
book. 

(b) Funding Request forms. (1) Appli¬ 
cation for Federal Assistance identifies 
the Qualified Applicant and the amount 
of funds requested: it provides informa¬ 
tion concerning the area to be served 
and the number of farmworkers expected 
to benefit from the program. The form 
provided in OMB Circular A-102, Part I, 
of a grant application for nonconstruc¬ 
tion, shall be used with such other forms, 
as may be required. 

(2) Comprehensive Plan for Farm¬ 
workers. The Comprehensive Plan for 
Farmworkers Is a statement of how the 
Qualified Applicant intends to use sec¬ 
tion 303 funds and of how to coordinate 
its activities with other manpower pro¬ 
grams, and with other groups operating 
programs for farmworkers within its 
target area. The Comprehensive Plan for 
Farmworkers consists of the Narrative 
Description of the Program and the 
Project Operating Plan described below: 

(i) Narrative Description of Program. 
The Narrative Description of the Pro¬ 
gram provides for a narrative outline of 
the proposed program under the Act. It 
identifies and explains the manpower 
and social problems of the target popu¬ 
lation within the target area, describes 
proposed program activities and delivery 
systems to deal with those problems, and 
projects the results which may be ex¬ 
pected from the program. The Narrative 
Description of the Program requires a 
detailed statement on the program in¬ 
cluding the following specific items; the 
Forms Preparation Handbook gives de¬ 
tailed instructions for these and other 
items in the Narrative Description of the 
Program: 

(A) Objectives and needs for assist¬ 
ance: ( 1) Policy statement on purpose 
of program: (2) description of economic 
condition; (3) description of labor force 
characteristics; (4) assessment of skill 
shortages; (5) definition of manpower 
and social service needs; (6) statement 
of number of farmworkers and depend¬ 
ents to be served; and (7) statement of 
goals to be accomplished; 

(B) Results and benefits expected: 
(1) Statement relating planned results to 
needs; (2) description of ‘‘other activi¬ 
ties” in the Project Operating Plan; (3) 
statement of how training or services or 
both will provide participants with eco¬ 
nomic self-sufficiency; and (4) explana¬ 
tion of either how training will lead to 
employment and enhance career develop¬ 
ment or will improve living and working 
conditions of farmworkers; 

(C) Approach: Cl) Description of the 
planning system, participation of and 


role of the governing board or advisory 
councils in planning and implementa¬ 
tion; (2) statement of strategy for ac¬ 
complishing goals: (3) description of 
each program activity and service, in¬ 
cluding a description of the delivery sys¬ 
tem to be used to assure timely services; 
(4) description of methods to be used to 
recruit, select, and determine eligibility 
of participants, including any special 
consideration given to veterans; (5) 
description of how persons of limited 
English-speaking ability will be served, 
if they represent a significant portion of 
a Qualified Applicant's target popula¬ 
tion; (6) description of consideration 
given programs of demonstrated effec¬ 
tiveness serving farmworkers in the 
same target area; (7) description of the 
Qualified Applicant’s administrative sys¬ 
tem (organization chart, staffing level, 
etc.); (8) description of allowance pay¬ 
ment system; (9) explanation of a sys¬ 
tem of accounting for placements; CIO) 
explanation of reasons specific delivery 
agents were selected including area skill 
centers and justification when other 
than existing facilities have been se¬ 
lected; Cll) description of coordination 
with other deliverers of manpower and 
social services not supported by the Act; 
(12) justification of administrative costs 
planned; and (13) CETA prime sponsors 
applving for section 303 funds must 
identify the Titles I and II services 
specifically designed for and accessible 
to migrant and seasonal farmworkers 
and describe how the section 303 grant 
will supplement these services. 

(D) Geographic location served. De¬ 
scription of the geographical locations 
to be served. 

(E) -Detailed Budget. For each pro¬ 
gram activity, section 303 grantees will 
be required to submit an itemized budget 
as defined in § 97.256(d) of this title. The 
CETA share and the non-CETA share 
of the total costs shall be noted for each 
program activity. Personnel and non¬ 
personnel cost shall be itemized for each 
program activity proposed. Tills itemiza¬ 
tion shall include individual operational 
staff salaries, staff fringe benefits, staff 
travel, and equipment purchases, etc., 
as well as an itemized participant pro¬ 
gram services cost. 

(ii) Project Operating Plan. The 
Project Operating Plan requires a Quali¬ 
fied Applicant to provide a quantitative 
statement of planned expenditures, en¬ 
rollment levels, and outcomes for pro¬ 
gram participants. It requires a Qualified 
Applicant to indicate planned expendi¬ 
tures by cost category (administration, 
allowances, wages, fringe benefits, train¬ 
ing, and services) and by program 
activity (classroom training, on-the-job 
training, work experience, services to 
clients, and other activities). It requires 
also an identification of the number of 
individuals to be served within the tar¬ 
get population. 

(3) Assurances and Certifications. 
The Assurances and Certifications form 
is a signature sheet on which the Quali¬ 
fied Applicant assures and certifies that 
it will comply with the Act, the regula¬ 
tions of the Department, other applicable 
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laws, and applicable circulars from the 
Office of Management and Budget 
(OMB) and the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration (GSA). The Assurances 
and Certifications form is contained in 
the Forms Preparation Handbook. The 
following is a summary of the items 
which are described in detail on that 
form: 

(i) Compliance with the Act and reg¬ 
ulations; 

(ii> Compliance with OMB Circulars 
A-87, A-102; 

(iii) Legal authority; 

(iv) Nondiscrimination; 

(v) Compliance with Title VT of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964; 

<vi) Compliance with the Uniform Re¬ 
location Assistance and Real Property 
Acquisitions Act of 1970; 

(vii) Compliance with the Hatch Act 
and restrictions on political activities; 

(viii) Prohibition on use of position for 
private gain; 

(ix) Access of Comptroller General 
and Secretary to records and documents 
pertaining to the Act; 

(x) Nonsupport of religious facilities; 
<xi) Maintenance of required health 

and safety standards; 

(xii) Provision of appropriate work¬ 
man’s compensation to participants; 

(xiil) Use of funds under the Act to 
supplement, rather than supplant, funds 
otherwise available, prohibition on dis¬ 
placement of employed workers by par¬ 
ticipants employed under the Act, and 
prohibition on impairment of existing 
contracts for services; 

(xiv) Training only in occupations 
which have reasonable expectations for 
unsubsidized employment and which pro¬ 
vides for the development of participants’ 
potential consistent with their capabili¬ 
ties; 

(xv) Compliance with reporting and 
recordkeeping requirements of the Act 
and regulations; 

<xvi) Provision of required admini¬ 
strative and accounting controls; 

(xvii) Compliance with applicable 
standards for working conditions; 

(xviii) Additional assurances for Title 
I programs, as required by the Act. 

(4) Additional submission. Each Quali¬ 
fied Applicant must submit a copy of the 
applicant’s Personnel Manual, including 
salary structure (private, non-profit ap¬ 
plicants only). 

§ 97.216 Submission of funding request. 

(a) A qualified applicant shall submit 
four copies of the Funding Request to 
the address listed below:

(b) Two copies of the Funding Request 
should also be submitted directly to the 
appropriate Assistant Regional Director 
for Manpower at the same time it is sub¬ 
mitted to the above address. 


§ 97.217 Standards for reviewing Fund- 
ing Requests and for selecting 
grantees. 

(a) General. Funding Requests pre¬ 
sented by Qualified Applicants shall be 
reviewed by the Secretary to determine 
those judged to be most qualified to re¬ 
ceive a grant under section 303 for pro¬ 
gram operations in a designated target 
area. Each Funding Request shall be 
reviewed to insure compliance with the 
minimum qualifications provided in para¬ 
graph (b) as well as rated on the factors 
provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 

(b) Minimum requirements . In review¬ 
ing each Funding Request, the Secretary 
shall require the following as a mini¬ 
mum: (1) The Funding Request meets 
the requirements of the Act, the regula¬ 
tions promulgated under the Act, and 
other applicable law. 

(2) The Funding Request is complete. 

(3) The needs and priorities identified 
in the Funding Request are supported 
and justified by the documentation pro¬ 
vided by the Qualified Applicant. 

(4) The planned expenditures for pro¬ 
gram activities are substantiated by doc¬ 
umentation of the needs and priorities 
identified in the Funding Request. 

(5) The performance goals identified 
in the Funding Request are reasonable 
in light of past program experience in 
the same or similar activities and the 
documentation provided by the Qualified 
Applicant. 

(6) Appropriate arrangements have 
been made to involve farmworkers and 
farmworker organizations in the plan¬ 
ning of the proposed program. 

(7) The Qualified Applicant’s selection 
of the method of delivery of services is 
supported by adequate documentation of 
the availability and capability of delivery 
agents and the extent to which the pro¬ 
gram meets the identified needs of farm¬ 
workers. 

(8) Maximum efforts have been made 
to meet the goals of the prior year’s plan, 
if applicable; such efforts shall include 
monitoring, evaluation, and remedial 
activities. 

(9) The administrative costs in the 
application are reasonable and provide, 
to thamaximum extent feasible, for Fed¬ 
eral funds to be expended for direct pro¬ 
gram activities and services. 

(10) The Qualified Applicant has ade¬ 
quate internal administrative controls, 
accounting requirements, personnel 
standards, monitoring and evaluation 
procedures, availability for in-service 
training, and such other policies as may 
be necessary to promote the effective use 
of funds provided under section 303. 

(c) Factors for evaluating Funding 
Requests. (1) General. Funding Requests 
of Qualified Applicants which meet the 
minimum requirements of paragraph 

(b) shall be evaluated by the Secretary 
based on the criteria listed in paragraph 

(c) (2). 

(2) Rating factors. Each of the follow¬ 
ing factors is assigned a numerical range 
which shall be used to rank funding re¬ 


quests. A separate rating within the iden¬ 
tified range for each factor shall be as¬ 
signed to each Funding Request based on 
information from the Funding Request 
The sum of the ratings will constitute 
the overall rating of the Funding 
Request. 

The following factors shall be consid¬ 
ered in assigning ratings: 

(i) Identification of target population 
needs: Range 0-10. 

The applicant has a planning process 
which includes the following elements 
(A) Adequate research into the economic 
situation of the target area; (B) ade¬ 
quate identification of the social and 
economic needs of the target population; 
(C) development of the program strategy 
which directly impacts on the problems 
and needs identified and which can be 
successfully implemented within the 
existing economic and labor market 
situation; (D) specific goals enumerated 
in measurable terms. 

(ii> Comprehensive program services: 
Range 0-20. 

The proposed program mix should im¬ 
pact on the full range of farmworker 
needs and be consistent with the intent 
of section 303 of the Act. Important con¬ 
sideration should be given to proriding 
alternatives for farmworkers to either 
leave farm work by selecting from among 
a number of occupations providing a 
wage above the poverty level or remain 
in agricultural employment with im¬ 
proved living and working conditions. 
Each component must have documenta¬ 
tion which indicates a probability for 
success. 

(iii) Responsiveness to farmworkers: 
Range 0-20. 

The applicant should demonstrate the 
involvement of farmworkers in the plan¬ 
ning, proposed implementation and 
evaluation of the program of services. 
Involvement should include a demon¬ 
strable system whereby farmworkers 
have opportunities for direct participa¬ 
tion in program design and implementa¬ 
tion. This may be accomplished through 
an institutionalized system based on gov¬ 
erning boards or advisory councils 

(iv) Cost effectiveness: Range 0-20 

An applicant’s Funding Request will 

be rated on the quality and overall cost 
effectiveness of the proposed compre¬ 
hensive program services. 

(v) Delivery system: Range 0-20. 

An applicant’s system for delivering 

the comprehensive program services will 
be rated on its potential ability to pro¬ 
vide effective and timely services to 
farmworkers. Quality of subgrantecs or 
contractors shall also be rated. 

(vi) Coordination and linkages: Range 
0 - 10 . 

An applicant’s Funding Request sliall 
be rated on its demonstrated coordina¬ 
tion and linkages with other programs, 
groujDs and organizations offering serv¬ 
ices to farmworkers. 

<d) Selection of grantees. As a result 
of the procedure set forth in paragraphs 
(b) and (c), the Secretary shall select 
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Qualified Applicants to receive section 

303 funds. 

§97.218 Notification of #t‘lcdi<m. 

(a) Potential gTantees selected as a 
result of the procedures set forth In 
§ 97.217 shall he so notified by the Sec¬ 
retary. The notification shall invite each 
potential grantee to negotiate the final 
terms and conditions of the grant, estab¬ 
lish the time and place of the negotia¬ 
tion and indicate the State or area to be 
covered by the grant. 

<b) A Qualified Applicant not selected 
by the Secretary to receive section 303 
grant funds shall be notified in writing 
and shall be provided the names and 
addresses of potential grantees for its 
State. 

(c) Qualified Applicants which have 
been rejected may resubmit a new Quali¬ 
fications Statement when the State (s) or 
area(s) in which they are interested in 
providing services is announced for re¬ 
competition by the Secretary. 

(d) Any Qualified Applicant which Is 
not selected for a section 303 grant, may 
request an administrative review as pro¬ 
vided in § 92.290. 

§ 97.219 Negotiation of final grant. 

(a) Notice of selection as a potential 
grantee does not constitute approval of 
the totality of the Funding Request nor 
of the funding level sought. 

(b) Prior to the actual award of a 
grant, representatives of the selected 
grantee and of the Secretary shall enter 
into negotiations. The subjects of negoti¬ 
ations shall Include but not be limited to: 
<1> Program components; (2) sub¬ 
grantees; (3) funding levels; (4) pro¬ 
gram objectives; and (5) performance 
standards. 

<c) The Secretary reserves the right to 
decline to fund any program compo¬ 
nent^) within a potential grantee’s 
Funding Request. 

§ 97.220 Grant award 

(a) At the conclusion of negotiations, 
a grant document shall be prepared and 
submitted to the grantee for signature. 

(b) The Secretary shall make a grant 
award by providing the grantee with a 
grant agreement consisting of the Grant 
Signature Sheet, the Assurances and Cer¬ 
tification Form, and the Comprehensive 
Plan for Farmworkers which shall be 
incorporated by reference. 

(c) The Grant Signature Sheet speci- 
aes the amount obligated by the Depart¬ 
ment, the terms of the grant and Is 
signed by the Secretary. 

(d) in signing the Grant Signature 
«neet, the grantee official indicates the 
grantee’s acceptance of the grant and of 
au grant conditions attached thereto, 
fjj?

(b) The Secretary shall inform 
grantees at least 30 days prior to the 
deadline for submission of Qualifications 
Statements, whether or not the option to 
renew shall be exercised; provided, how¬ 
ever, that no grant shall be renewed 
except by prior written authorization of 
the Secretary. 

§ 97.222 Modification of grant agree¬ 
ment. 

(a) The Grant Signature Sheet shall 
be used as the instrument to modify an 
existing grant agreement when there is 
a change in (1) the term of the grant, 

(2) the amount funded by the groit, or 

(3) the assurances and certifications in¬ 
cluded In the grant agreement. All 
modifications of the grant agreement are 
major modifications, and require prior 
written approval by the Secretary. 

<b> When the term or amount funded 
by the grant are changed, the grantee 
shall also submit revised portions of its 
Comprehensive Plan for Farmworkers to 
specifically identify the changes. 

§ 97.223 Modification of comprehensive 
plan for farmworkers. 

(a) General. Grantees may make two 
types of modifications to Comprehensive 
Plans for Farmworkers: Major and 
minor. The Secretary may require a 
modification as described in paragraph 
(d> of this section. 

(b) Major plan modification. (1) 
When a plan modification falls into any 
of the following categories, it will be 
considered to be a major plan modifi¬ 
cation: 

(1) The cumulative transfer of funds 
among program activities or cost cate¬ 
gories exceeds $10,000 or 5 percent of 
the total grant budget whichever is less; 
or 

(11) The cumulative number of Indi¬ 
viduals to be served, planned enrollment 
levels for program activities, planned 
placement terminations, or individuals 
to be served within significant client 
groups is to be increased or decreased 
by 15 percent or more. 

(2) A grantee desiring a major modi¬ 
fication shall submit a revised Project 
Operating Plan and a narrative explana¬ 
tion of the proposed changes to the Sec¬ 
retary. The Secretary shall notify the 
grantee of final approval or of tentative 
disapproval within 10 days of receipt of 
the proposed modification. Final Secre¬ 
tary action on disapproval shall be taken 
within 30 days of the receipt of the pro¬ 
posed modification. 

(c) Minor plan modification. A 
grantee may make any change in its 
Project Operating Plan which is not a 
major modification as described in para¬ 
graph (b) of this section without prior 
approval, but shall show any such change 
in the first Quarterly Progress Report 
submitted to the Department after the 
change has been made. At the same time 
that this report is submitted, an updated 
Project Operating Plan shall also be sub¬ 
mitted; only those lines and columns 
affected by the modification shall be 
shown. 
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(d) Secretary required modification. 
After consultation with a grantee, modi¬ 
fications may be required by the Secre¬ 
tary as necessary to assure compliance 
with the regulations and the approved 
plan. 

Program Operations 
§ 97.230 General. 

Sections 97.230-97.243 set forth the 
program operation requirements for 
grantees under section 303. The utiliza¬ 
tion of funds under section 303 is con¬ 
ditioned upon adherence to the Act, the 
regulations under the Act and other 
applicable law. 

§97.231 Basic responsibilities of 
griuilcea under section 303. 

A grantee shall be responsible for: (a) 
Compliance with plans and assurances; 

(b) Compliance with the Grant Ad¬ 
ministration sections of this Subpart C; 

(c) Designing program activities which 
are. to the maximum extent feasible, con¬ 
sistent with every participant’s fullest 
capabilities or will lead to employment 
opportunities enabling every participant 
to become economically self-sufficient, or 
will contribute to the occupational de¬ 
velopment and upward mobility of every 
participant; 

(d) Providing services only to eligible 
farmworker's as defined in § 97.232; 

(e) Advising every participant of his 
or her rights and responsibilities prior to 
entering the program and granting the 
opportunity for an informal hearing as 
provided in § 97.237; and 

(f) Making maximum efforts to 
achieve the goals set forth in the pro¬ 
gram of work. 

§ 97.232 Eligibility for participation In 
section 303 programs. 

Eligibility for participation in section 
303 programs Is limited to farmwork¬ 
ers and their dependents who have, dur¬ 
ing the 18 months preceding their 
application for enrollment: (a) Received 
at least 50 percent of their total earned 
income as agricultural workers (see 
§ 97.203 “Definition”) during any con¬ 
secutive 12-month period. 

(b) Been employed in agriculture on a 
seasonal basis (time spent employed in 
food processing establishments by agri¬ 
cultural workers may be counted as 
agriculturally-related employment for 
eligibility purposes). 

(c) Been identified as economically 
disadvantaged as defined in § 94.4 of this 
Title. 

§ 97.233 Type# of activities and service# 
available. 

(a) A grantee may provide any type of 
activity consistent with the purposes of 
section 303 of the Act. Such activities 
include but are not limited to the place¬ 
ment of farmworkers and their depend¬ 
ents in jobs above the poverty level, train¬ 
ing, education, and other services needed 
to enable a farmworker to improve his 
or her well-being and economic self- 
sufficiency. 

(b) A program funded under section 
303 may not include public service em¬ 
ployment but may include any activity 
or service described in § 95.33(d) (1), 
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(2), (4), and (5) of this title except that 
the following special provisions shall 
apply: 

(1) Classroom training. The require¬ 
ments for classroom training as de¬ 
scribed in § 95.33(d) (1) (iii) and <iv) for 
programs funded under section 303 shall 
read as follows: 

(ill) Allowances. Allowances and other 
benefits may be paid to participants receiv¬ 
ing training or education provided that such 
allowances shall not be paid for any course 
having a duration of two weeks or less or 
more than 104 weeks. 

(iv) Training agreements. Vocational 
classroom training may be supported with 
section 303 funds. In order to obtain such 
classroom services, grantees may negotiate 
either financial or nonfinanclal agreements 
on either a class size or individual referral 
basis with local institutions or boards. 

(2) The requirements for services to 
clients shall be those set forth in para¬ 
graph (c) of this section instead of those 
described in § 95.33(d) (5) of this title. 

(c) Services to Clients. This program 
activity is designed to provide those serv¬ 
ices which are needed: (1) To enable 
farmworkers and their dependents to ob¬ 
tain or retain employment or to partici¬ 
pate in other program activities leading 
to their eventual placement in unsub¬ 
sidized employment; or 

(2) To assist those farmworkers, who 
wish to remain as seasonal agricultural 
employees, in improving their well-being. 

(3) Such services may include, but are 
not limited to, the following: 

(i) Manpower Services 

(A) Outreach; 

(B) Intake and assessment; 

(C) Orientation; 

(D) Counseling; 

(E) Training or referral to training; 

(P) Job development; 

(O) Job placement; 

(H) Transportation. 

(ii) Supportive Services (Manpower 
and nonmanpower related). 

(A) Health and medical services; 

(B) Residential support; 

(C) Assistance in securing bonds; 

(D) Family counseling; 

(E) Relocation assistance; 

(P) Legal advice and representation, 
subject to the provisions of the Legal 
Services Corporation Act; 

(G) Nutritional services; 

(H) Adult basic education; 

(I) Family Planning Services, Pro- 
i tided. That such services are made avail¬ 
able only on a voluntary basis, and are 
not to be a prerequisite for participation 
in, or receipt of, any service or benefit 
from the program; and 

(J) Child care. 

(d) Extended Education. (1) Tuition 
Assistance. Extended tuition support pro¬ 
grams and other opportunities in second¬ 
ary and post-secondary education. No 
individual may be a participant hi a tui¬ 
tion support program for more than two 
years. 

(2) GED (General Education Develop¬ 
ment). Opportunities for farmworkers 
who dropped out of school to earn the 
equivalent of a high school diploma. 
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§ 97.234 Training allowance*. 

(a) The requirements for training 
allowances shall be as described in § 95.34 
of this title. 

(b) The requirements for dependent 
allowances described in § 95.34(f), for 
programs funded under section 303 shall 
be those set forth in paragraph (c) of 
this section instead of those set forth in 
§ 95.34(f) of this title. 

(c) Dependents allowances. Basic al¬ 
lowances shall be increased by $5 per 
week for each dependent over two, up to 
a maximum of eight dependents, for a 
total maximum basic allowance increase 
of $40 for ten or more dependents. 

§ 97.235 Wage*; minimum duration of 
training, and reasonable expectation 
of employment. 

The requirements for this section shall 
be as described in § 95.35 of this title. 

§ 97.236 General benefits for program 
participants. 

The requirements for this section shall 
be as described in § 95.36 of this title. 

§ 97.237 Complaint procedure. 

(a) Each grantee shall establish a 
written complaint or grievance procedure 
for resolving any issue arising between 
it and a participant or an individual 
denied participation under section 303. 

(b) Such procedure shall include an 
opportunity for an informal hearing, an 
a prompt determination, of any issue 
which has not been resolved in an in¬ 
formal manner. When the grantee pro¬ 
poses to take an adverse action against 
a participant, such procedures shall also 
include a written notice setting forth 
the grounds for any adverse action pro¬ 
posed to be taken by the grantee and 
giving the participant an opportunity to 
respond. Pinal determinations made after 
an opportunity to respond shall be so 
identified and provided to the participant 
in writing. 

(c) Any person subject to the issue 
resolution requirements of this section 
may initiate the procedures provided in 
§ 97.291(b) only after all remedies pro¬ 
vided under paragraphs (a) and (b) 
above have been exhausted. 

§ 97.238 Non-Fetleral Main* of partici¬ 
pant*. 

As provided in § 95.38 of this title, par¬ 
ticipants in a program funded under 
section 303 shall not be deemed Federal 
employees. 

§ 97.239 Safety and health requirements 
for participants. 

Participants shall be provided safe and 
healthful working conditions as pre¬ 
scribed in § 95.39 of this title. 

§ 97.240 Training for lower wage indus¬ 
tries: relocation of industries. 

As provided in § 95.40 of tills title, no 
participant may be enrolled in any ac¬ 
tivity or service under section 303 in any 
lower wage industry job as described 
therein, nor shall grant funds be used to 
assist in the relocation of one establish¬ 
ment to another. 


§ 97.241 Grantee contract* and hub- 
grants. 

A grantee funded under section 303 
may enter into contracts or subgrants 
under the provisions described in § 95.41 
of this title. 

§ 97.242 Cooperative relationships be¬ 
tween grantee and other manpower 
agencies. 

Each grantee shall, to the extent feasi¬ 
ble, establish cooperative relationships 
or linkages with other manpower and 
manpower-related agencies as prescribed 
in § 95.42 of this title. 

§ 97.243 Performance standard*. 

(a) (1) The purpose of this section is 
to establish uniform standards of per¬ 
formance for projects and activities 
funded under section 303. The Secretary 
shall apply these standards when evalu¬ 
ating the quality and effectiveness of the 
components of section 303 programs. For 
those projects and activities for which 
no standards are provided in these regu¬ 
lations, the grant agreement shall specify 
levels of performance. Each individual 
grant may contain additional standards 
based on the goals and objectives of that 
grant. 

(2) The standards contained in these 
regulations together with those in the in¬ 
dividual grant shall constitute the per¬ 
formance standards for that grant. 

(3) Grantees shall maintain the docu¬ 
mentation necessary for adequate dem¬ 
onstration of actual performance. 

(4) It is the responsibility of the 
grantee to notify the Secretary if the 
grantee anticipates that performance 
standards may not be met and request 
technical assistance in a timely manner. 
In order to do so, a grantee shall establish 
at least quarterly bench mark projections 
which will enable it to predict the likeli¬ 
hood of meeting its applicable perform¬ 
ance standards. 

(b) Standards —(1) Administration. 
Cost for administration shall not exceed 
20 percent of the total amount of the 
grant. 

(2) Referral. (1) 100 percent of the 
casework load goal identified in the grant 
shall be achieved. 

(ii) Follow-up on 85 percent of all 
those participants referred to other 
agencies for services must be completed. 

(3) Manpower, (i) 100 percent of en¬ 
rollment goal identified in the grant 
must be achieved. 

(ii) 60 percent of those enrolled shall 
be placed in unsubsidized employment 
either by their own efforts or through 
program efforts after training. 

(iii) 100 percent of all placements 
shall be employed at a wage above the 
Federal or State industrial minimum 
wage, whichever is higher. 

(iv) 75 percent of those placed shall 
continue to be on the job after 90 days 
from placement in unsubsidized employ¬ 
ment. 

(v) 75 percent of those placed in i 0 ” 5 
from training shall be in jobs in accord¬ 
ance with the participant’s employability 
or training plan. 
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(vi) 90 percent of projected enrollees 
and their families shall receive services. 

(vii) At least one-third of institutional 
and OJT enrollees shall be placed in jobs 
paying at least $3.00 per hour. 

(4) Tuition Assistance Programs. (1) 
100 percent of the enrollment goal iden¬ 
tified in the grant shall be achieved. 

(ii) No more than 50 percent of a par¬ 
ticipant's tuition costs for post-second¬ 
ary education shall be paid from section 
303 grant funds. 


(iii) Financial aid cost per participant 
for post-secondary education shall not 
exceed $1,000 per academic year. 

(iv) Fin^pcial aid cost per participant 
shall not exceed $2,000 for post-second¬ 
ary education tuition assistance projects. 
This figure represents the total section 
303 cost of financial aid over the entire 
period of participation, not just for any 
one grant. 

(v) 70 percent of the enrollees who 
complete the first year shall register for 
the second year. 

(5) Child Development. CD 90 percent 
capacity shall be maintained. 

(U) Cost per child for day care opera¬ 
tions serving 0-5 year old children for 
an extended day of between 10-13 hours 
of operation shall not exceed a total cost 
of $200 per month. This cost shall be 
based on total cost of operation includ¬ 
ing funds from sources other than sec¬ 
tion 303 grants. 

(Ui) Day care programs shall meet 
Federal Interagency Day Care Standards 
and comply with applicable State stand¬ 
ards including licensing. 

(6) Medical Services . (1) Average cost 
Per family shall not exceed $250. This 
average cost Is obtained by dividing the 
amount of funds available for this serv¬ 
ice by the number of families receiving 
this service.

(b) In general, administration of sec¬ 
tion 303 grants shall be governed by Part 
98, Subpart A, “Grant Administration,** 
of this title. 

(c) Section 97.251 relates to grantees 
which are nongovernmental organiza¬ 
tions and sets forth requirements appli¬ 
cable only to such organizations. Sec¬ 
tions 97.252-97.259 set forth exceptions 
and variations from 29 CFR Part 98, 
Subpart A. which are applicable to all 
section 303 grantees. Sections 97.259- 
97.262 provide other grant administra¬ 
tion requirements applicable to section 
303 grants. 

(d) In Part 98, Subpart A of this title, 
all references to “the ARDM” shall read 
“the Secretary" and all required report¬ 
ing shall be submitted directly to the 
Secretary at the following address:

§ 97.251 Private nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions; financial management systems. 

For private nonprofit organizations the 
requirements for financial management 
systems set forth in § 98.5 shall apply in 
their entirety, and 1 l addition the fol¬ 
lowing requirements shall be observed: 

Certification of accounting system. Be¬ 
fore funds are released to a grantee re¬ 
ceiving an initial DOL grant, the grantee 
shall submit a statement to DOL certify¬ 
ing that its accounting system and that 
of its subgrantees meet the standards 
set below: 

(a) Within 3 months after the effective 
date of an initial grant, a grantee shall 
have Its accounting system surveyed and 
evaluated by an auditor. On the basis of 
the auditor’s findings and conclusions, 
the Secretary shall determine whether 
the accounting system meets DOL's 
standards and, if not, whether to suspend 
the grant. 

<b) The accounting system certifica¬ 
tion shall state that the grantee and its 
subgrantees have established an ade¬ 
quate accounting system with appropri¬ 
ate internal controls to safeguard assets, 
check the accuracy and reliability of 
their accounting data, promote operat¬ 
ing efficiency, and encourage compliance 
with prescribed management policies and 
any additional fiscal responsibilities and 
accounting requirements established by 
DOL. 

<c) The certification may be furnished 
by an Independent certified public ac¬ 
countant. an independent State-licensed 
public accountant, or. in the case of a 
public agency, the appropriate public 
financial officer who accepts responsibil¬ 


ity for providing required financial serv¬ 
ices to the grantee. 

(d) A grantee shall not release or com¬ 
mit any grant funds to a new subgrantee 
unless It has received from the proposed 
subgrantee an accounting system certifi¬ 
cation appropriately modeled after those 
required of the grantee. If an existing 
subgrantee is to receive a substantial in¬ 
crease in funds from the grantee, a new 
certification must also be submitted to 
the grantee. These certifications are to 
be obtained by the grantee from its sub¬ 
grantees for retention among the 
grantee's records and need not be trans¬ 
mitted to DOL unless DOL requests them. 
DOL may disallow as a charge against 
the grant any funds released in viola¬ 
tion of the requirement stated in this 
paragraph. 

§ 97.252 Reporting requirements tn 
general. 

“Reporting requirements in general.” 
set forth in § 98.7 shall be superseded as 
follows: 

Each grantee will be required to sub¬ 
mit three periodic reports which will be 
used by the Secretary to assess its per¬ 
formance in carrying out the objectives 
of the Act. These three reports are: 

(a) The Quarterly Progress Report. 

(b) The Quarterly Summary of Client 
Characteristics; and 

(c) The Report of Federal Cash Trans¬ 
actions (secs. 313(b) and 613). Detailed 
descriptions of these forms are in the 
Forms Preparation Handbook. 

In addition special reports shall be re¬ 
quired for program activities not pro¬ 
vided for in the Quarterly Progress 
Report.

The Quarterly Progress Report re¬ 
quirements set forth In § 98.8 shall be 
applicable except for the following:

(g) Accountability shall be maintained by 
the grantee for each of the activities author¬ 
ized under the Act.

§ 97.254 Quarterly Summary of Client

The Quarterly Summary of Client

§ 97.255 Reallocation of funds. 

The requirements regarding realloca¬ 
tion of funds set forth in 5 98.11 shall be 
superseded as follows: 

(a) General. The Secretary may re¬ 
allocate funds from a grantee under the 
circumstances and in accordance with 
the procedures described in tbb> 

§ 97.255. 

(b) Reallocation based on nonper¬ 
formance. (1) When the Secretary con¬ 
siders through review of the grantee’s 
reports, monitoring or auditing of the 
program that its performance may be 
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inadequate or that it may have failed to 
comply with the Act or regulations, no¬ 
tice shall be given and opportunity shall 
be allowed for an administrative review 
as provided in § 97.292. 

(2) If the Secretary then decides to 
reallocate funds based on a ground set 
forth in paragraph (b)(1) of this 
section * 

<i) The grantee’s plan for the area 
shall be revoked in whole or in part; 

(ii) No further payments shall be 
made under this Act to the grantee, to 
the extent which the Secretary deems 
necessary; and 

(iii) The gran toe shall be notified of 
the amount of funds which shall be re¬ 
turned from unexpended funds paid to 
the grantee during that fiscal year. 

(3) The Secretary shall make pro¬ 
vision for the reallocation of funds to 
be used by an alternative grantee to 
service the area which was served by the 
grantee before the reallocation or the 
Secretary may serve such an area 
directly. 

(c) Reallocation based on need. (1) 
In a limited number of circumstances, 
the Secretary may determine that the 
unobligated portion of a grantee’s grant 
shall be reallocated to another area be¬ 
cause the funds are not needed where 
they were originally allocated. 

(2) Before reallocating funds as set 
forth in paragraph (c)(1) of this sec¬ 
tion, the Secretary shall determine that: 

(i) The grantee’s plan will be carried 
out without expending all the funds pre¬ 
viously made available for that plan; and 

(ii) The excess funds identified under 
paragraph (c) (2) (i) of this section can¬ 
not reasonably be expected to be needed 
in the following grant period. 

(d) Reallocation. When the Secretary 
determines that funds should be real¬ 
located based on the criteria in para¬ 
graph (c) of this section, the following 
actions shall be taken: 

(1) Notice of intent to reallocate 
funds. When the Secretary determines 
that a reallocation is appropriate, the 
grantee shall be notified of the proposed 
action to remove funds from the grant. 
The notice shall include the basis for 
the proposed reallocation. 

(2) Comments by grantee. The grantee 
shall be invited to submit comments on 
a proposed reallocation of funds out of 
its area. These comments shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the Secretary within 30 days 
of receipt of the notice. The Secretary 
shall consider these comments before 
making a final determination to reallo¬ 
cate. 

(3) Notification of final determina¬ 
tion. The Secretary shall notify the 
grantee of the final determination after 
reviewing any comments submitted by 
the grantee. A final decision to reallocate 
funds of a grantee shall be published in 
the Federal Register and a modification 
of the grant shall be made. 

(4) Reallocation procedures. In real¬ 
locating such funds to supplement other 
grants, the Secretary shall first consider 
the need for additional funds by other 
grantees within the same State. A deci¬ 


sion to increase a grant with reallocated 
funds shall not be made without prior 
consultation with the grantee as to how 
the funds will be expended. Such a deci¬ 
sion shall be published in the Federal 
Register with an announcement to the 
grantee (s) receiving additional alloca¬ 
tions and the amounts. 

§ 97.256 Allowable Federal costs. 

The requirements regarding allowable 
Federal costs, set forth in § 98.12, shall 
be superseded as follows: 

(a) General. Federal funds granted 
under the Act shall be expended only 
for purposes permitted under the provi¬ 
sions of Subpart 1-15.7 of Title 41 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations (OMB Cir¬ 
cular A-87), except as modified in these 
regulations. Costs are intended to be di¬ 
rected to increase the employability of 
participants. 

(b) Expenditures for repairs , mainte¬ 
nance, and capital improvements and 
construction. (1) Section 303 funds may 
be expended for building repairs, main¬ 
tenance and capital improvements to ex¬ 
isting facilities. Such costs shall be re¬ 
ported against the administration 
category. These costs shall relate only 
to a facility or building which is used 
primarily for programs under the Act 
(sec. 602(b)). 

(2) No funds for construction are al¬ 
lowable except as part of a training pro¬ 
gram in construction occupations and 
then such costs are allowable only for 
materials. Construction costs for train¬ 
ing programs shall be allowable only 
when such construction would not nor¬ 
mally be performed by an outside 
contractor. 

(c) Allowable cost categories. Allow¬ 
able costs shall be reported against the 
following cost categories: Administra¬ 
tion; wage; training; fringe benefits; al¬ 
lowances; and services and program 
activities not covered by the Project Op¬ 
erating Plan provided in the grant. 

(1) Costs are allocable to a particular 
cost category and program activity to 
the extent of benefits received by such 
category and activities. 

(2) All grantees are required to plan, 
control, and report expenditures against 
the aforementioned cost categories and 
activities. 

(d) Costs allowable by each cost cate¬ 
gory. Within the restrictions set forth 
under paragraph (b) of this section, the 
following are the costs which shall be 
allowable by cost category: 

(1) Administrative costs. Administra¬ 
tive costs shall be limited to those neces¬ 
sary to effectively operate the program. 
Such costs include overall program ad¬ 
ministration as well as program activity 
administration costs incurred by prime 
sponsors, subgrantees, and contractors. 
Administrative costs shall not generally 
exceed 20 percent of the total planned 
costs for the entire grant, unless such 
additional costs have been approved in 
writing by the Secretary. 

(i) Direct and indirect costs. Included 
in administrative costs are both direct 
and indirect costs. Direct costs are those 
which can be specifically identified as 


relating to the project and indirect costs 
are those computed by application of an 
indirect cost rate. In determining the 
reasonableness of indirect costs, reliance 
will be placed on procedures established 
pursuant to OMB Circular A-87, includ¬ 
ing reliance on determinations made by 
other Federal agencies under arrange¬ 
ment made pursuant to A-87. 

(ii) Types of costs, (a) Administrative 
costs include, but are not limited to sal¬ 
aries, wages, and fringe benefits of pro¬ 
gram administrators; salaries, wages, 
and fringe benefits of staff involved in 
the performance of the grant but not in¬ 
volved in the direct provision of services 
or training to participants; costs of con¬ 
sumable office supplies used by program 
staff; costs incurred in the development, 
preparation, presentation, management 
and evaluation of the program; the costs 
of establishing and maintaining account¬ 
ing and management information sys¬ 
tems; cost incurred in the establishment 
and maintenance of farmworker boards 
and advisory councils as provided in 
8 97.262; travel of program administra¬ 
tors; rent, utilities, custodial services 
and indirect costs allowable for the pro¬ 
gram; training of staff and technical as¬ 
sistance to contractor and subgrantee 
staff; costs of assistance to contractor 
and subgrantee staff; costs of equipment 
and materials; capital improvements as 
permitted by regulations under the Act; 
and audit services. Grantees may pro¬ 
vide work experience for participants by 
permitting them to work under close 
supervision in program administration 
roles; in this event, wages, and fringe 
benefits or allowances for such persons 
shall be charged to work experience. 

(2) Wages. All wages paid to partici¬ 
pants receiving on-the-job training in 
public or private non-profit organiza¬ 
tions, and all wages paid to participants 
in work experience will be allowed. Wages 
paid to participants while receiving on- 
the-job training from a private employer 
organized for profit cannot be supported 
by funds under the Act (sec. 101 (5>>. 

(3) Training. Training costs include, 
but are not limited to the following: 
Salaries and fringe benefits of person¬ 
nel engaged in providing training or 
counseling, tuition and entrance fees, 
books, and other teacher’s aids, and 
equipment and materials used in 
training of participants. Example: Ad¬ 
ministration of a training program or 
facility is not considered to be training 
cost; therefore, training cost does not in¬ 
clude: Supervision of trainers, rental of 
facilities and utilities, general adminis¬ 
trative supplies, cost of allowance pay¬ 
ment processing including staff salaries, 
cost of equipment not used directly m 
training and any other cost which is n°j 
directly associated with training oi 
participants. 

(4) Fringe benefits. Fringe benefit 
costs for participants include, but are not 
limited to the following: Annual, sick, 
court, and military leave pursuant to an 
approved leave system; employer’s con¬ 
tribution for social security, employees 
life and health insurance plans; unem- 
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ployment insurance; workmen’s compen¬ 
sation insurance; and retirement benefits 
provided such benefits are granted under 
an approved plan. 

(5> Allowances. All allowances paid to 
program participants pursuant to § 97.- 
234 of this title shall be charged to this 

cost category. 

(6) Services. Services; costs include 
but are not limited to the following, pur¬ 
suant to S 97.233: 

(i) Cost of supportive services such as 
child care, health care and medical 
services; residential support, assistance 
in securing bonds and family planning; 
and 

(ii) Cost of manpower services such as 
outreach, intake, and assessment and ori¬ 
entation, counseling, Job development 
and job placement. 

(iii) Administrative costs involved in 
furnishing of services to participants are 
not considered to be services costs. This 
includes any costs such as rental of facil¬ 
ities and utilities, salary of administra¬ 
tive staff, general administrative supplies 
or other costs which do not relate di¬ 
rectly to the furnishing of services. 

$97,257 Allocation of allowable costs 
among program activities. 

The requirements regarding allocation 
of allowable costs among program activi¬ 
ties set forth $ 98.13 shall apply in their 

entirety except: 

(a) The reference to § 98.12(d) shall 
be to § 97.256 and 

(b) Paragraph (c) of § 98.13 shall not 
be applicable. 

§ 97.258 Bond coverage of officials. 

(a) Prior to the release of funds to 
any grantee, public or private, DOL shall 
receive written assurance that arrange¬ 
ments have been made for appropriate 
bonding of grantee officials. This assur¬ 
ance may take the form of either a state¬ 
ment that no bond is needed because the 
conditions of paragraph (b) have been 
met, or of a letter from a bonding com¬ 
pany or agent stating the type of bond, 
amount and period of coverage, positions 
covered, and the annual cost of the bond 
which has been obtained. 

(b) A bond need not be provided by 
a public grantee if funds are to be de¬ 
posited in a public treasury and dis¬ 
bursed and audited by local or State pub¬ 
lic officials who normally perform these 
duties. In this case, the financial role of 
the officials of the grantee agency shall 
be limited to making withdrawals from 
the Federal Reserve System for deposit 
m the public treasury and certifying ap¬ 
propriate expenditures for disbursement. 
A grantee which is a public agency need 
not provide a new bond if all employees 
who are authorized to sign or counter¬ 
sign checks on the grantee's commercial 
oank account or to disburse cash are al- 

* bonded in an amount consistent

vl vate grantees shall take steps to 
secure fidelity bond coverage in accord- 

nce with the following provisions: 

c . overa S e shall be secured in the 
aggregate amount of $25,000 for each 
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person authorized to sign or countersign 
checks or to disburse sizable amounts of 
cash, such as for payrolls. Persons who 
handle only petty cash need not be 
bonded. It is not necessary to bond offi¬ 
cials who are authorized to sign payment 
vouchers, but who are not authorized to 
sign or countersign checks or to disburse 
cash. 

(2) Grantees shall assure that appro¬ 
priate officials of subgrantees are bonded. 
Existing bond coverage on officials of 
subgrantees which are public agencies 
shall be considered acceptable. Coverage 
for officials of subgrantees which are pri¬ 
vate organizations shall be equal to the 
average of funds to be expended each 
month. If a subgrantee will expend less 
than $1,000 per month in program funds, 
on the average, bond coverage shall not 
be required. 

§ 97.259 Basic personnel standards for 
grantees and snbgrantecs. 

The basic personnel standards set 
forth in § 98.14 shall be applicable to 
public grantees and subgrantees of sec¬ 
tion 303 funds, and in addition the fol¬ 
lowing provisions shall be observed by all 
section 303 grantees: 

(a) Merit system. Each grantee and 
subgrantee shall assure that it will main¬ 
tain personnel policies and practices that 
adequately reflect the merit principles 
declared in the Intergovernmental Per¬ 
sonnel Act of 1970 (Pub. L. 91-648) and 
§ 98.14. 

(b) Discrimination prohibited. No 
grantee shall discriminate in its hiring 
and personnel procedures against any 
applicant for employment or any em¬ 
ployee because of race, creed, color, na¬ 
tional origin, sex, or age. 

(c) Opportunities for farmworkers. 
Each grantee shall insure that its re¬ 
cruiting procedures afford adequate op¬ 
portunity for the hiring and advance¬ 
ment of the client group. 

(d) Prohibition against partisan po¬ 
litical activity. These prohibitions shall 
be as provided in 5 98.23. 

(e) Prohibition against acceptance of 
gifts and gratuities. Employees of 
grantees shall not accept gifts, money, 
and gratuities from persons receiving 
benefits or services under the program 
or performing services under contract or 
otherwise in a position to benefit from 
an action of the grantee’s employees. 

(f) Moonlighting. Grantees and sub¬ 
grantees shall include the following pro¬ 
visions in their published personnel poli¬ 
cies relating to outside employment of 
their employees: (1) Sifch employment 
shall not interfere with the efficient per¬ 
formance of the employee’s duties in the 
DOL-assisted program; 

(2) Such employment shall not involve 
a conflict of interest or conflict with the 
employee’s duties in the DOL-assisted 
program; 

(3) Such employment shall not involve 
the performance of duties which the em¬ 
ployee should perform as part of em¬ 
ployment in the DOL-assisted program; 
and 
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(4) Such employment shall not occur 
during the employee’s regular or assigned 
working hours in the DOL-assisted pro¬ 
gram, unless the employee during the 
entire day on which such employment 
occurs is on either annual leave, compen¬ 
satory leave, or leave without pay. 

(g) Salaries and wages. (1) Minimum 
wage. Employees shall be paid at a rate 
no lower than the applicable minimum 
wage. Subject to this minimum, the sal¬ 
ary for each position supported by DOL 
funds shall accord with prevailing local 
practice for comparable positions in local 
public or private non-profit agencies. 

(2) Salary increases. (!) Periodic in¬ 
creases. A grantee or subgrantee may 
provide for periodic (step) increases that 
accord with prevailing practice in com¬ 
parable local public or private non-profit 
agencies. 

(ii) For new employees. Any starting 
salary over $6,000 which involves an in¬ 
crease of more than 20 percent or $2,500, 
whichever is smaller, over an individual’s 
previous salary shall be submitted to DOL 
for prior approval. 

(iii) Promotions or job change. A pro¬ 
motion of an employee or a change in 
title or position which involves a salary 
increase of more than 20 percent or 
$2,500, whichever is smaller, within a sin¬ 
gle twelve-month period shall be sub¬ 
mitted to DOL for prior approval, unless 
the employee’s new annual salary, after 
the promotion or change, is $6,000 or less. 

(3) Wage comparability, (i) Persons 
employed in carrying out programs fi¬ 
nanced under section 303 shall not receive 
compensation at a rate which is (A) in 
excess of the average rate of compensa¬ 
tion paid in the area where the program 
is carried out to persons providing sub¬ 
stantially comparable services, or in ex¬ 
cess of the average rate of compensation 
paid to persons providing substantially 
comparable services in the area of a 
person’s immediately preceding employ¬ 
ment, whichever is higher or (B) less 
than the applicable Federal or State 
minimum wage rate, whichever is higher. 

(ii) Some grantees or subgrantees are 
part of long-established public or private 
agencies which apply a civil service or 
other merit system to DOL-supported 
employees. In these instances, all posi¬ 
tions covered under such civil service or 
merit systems shall be deemed compara¬ 
ble and no extensive organizational re¬ 
views, position analyses, or comparabil¬ 
ity determinations shall be necessary; 
provided that these employees are fill¬ 
ing positions or types of positions in 
existence before the agency or institu¬ 
tion received a DOL grant and that the 
salary scale has not been changed as a 
result of the grant. 

(4) Salaries over $20,000. No employee 
engaged in carrying out program activi¬ 
ties receiving financial assistance under 
section 303 shall be compensated from 
funds so provided at a rate in excess of 
$20,000 per year, without approval from 
DOL. Exceptions shall be granted by 
DOL in cases where, because of the need 
for specialized or professional skills or 
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prevailing local salary levels, application 
of the foregoing restrictions would 
greatly impair program effectiveness or 
otherwise be inconsistent with the pur¬ 
poses to be achieved by the program. 

(5) Prorating salaries. In cases where 
an individual performs functions under 
several grants, their time shall be pro¬ 
rated among the different grants and 
the portion of the salary charged to the 
section 303 grant shall not exceed the 
percentage of time spent performing 
section 303 functions. 

(•67 Employee benefits. Shall be estab¬ 
lished in accord with prevailing practice 
in comparable public or private non¬ 
profit agencies. 

(1) Travel regulations. (I) Advance 
approval. All grantee or subgnmtee pay¬ 
ments for travel by employees, consult¬ 
ants, and members of boards or councils 
shall be approved in advance by the re¬ 
sponsible official designated by the 
grantee. 

(2) Out-of-State travel. All out-of- 
State travel (in the case of multi-state 
grantees, all out-of-territory travel) 
must be specifically approved in writing, 
in advance by DQL. 

(3) Travel policies. All grantees and 
subgrantees are required to follow the 
travel policies set forth in the Standard¬ 
ized Government Travel Regulations 
(SGTR). Where a grantee or subgrantee 
has a more restrictive travel policy than 
the SGTR, the more restrictive require¬ 
ments shall be followed. 

(4) Mileage costs. Mileage costs for 
use of privately owned automobiles shall 
be paid in accordance with prevailing 
rates in a community. In no event, how¬ 
ever, may the rates exceed those pro¬ 
vided for in Standardized Government 
Travel Regulations. 

(5) First-class travel. Less than first- 
class travel accommodations shall be 
used in all instances except the follow¬ 
ing: (i) These accommodations do not 
exist or are not available within a rea¬ 
sonable time; 

(U) Less than first-class travel would 
result in higher overall cost because of 
required routing, time urgency, baggage 
differential, or other factors; or 

(iii) Physical condition of the traveler 
or other extenuating circumstances re¬ 
quire the use of first-class travel. 

(6) Per diem rates, (i) Per diem rates 
shall be established based on the follow¬ 
ing factors: (A) Cost of meals and lodg¬ 
ing in the locality; 

CB) Availability of meals and lodging 
at temporary duty locations without 
charge, or at nominal costs; and 

(C) Extended duty at a place where 
the traveler may obtain accommodations 
at reduced rates. 

<ii) In no event may per diem rates 
exceed the maximum established by the 
Standardized Government Travel Regu¬ 
lations for travel within the Continental 
United States and Civilian Personnel 
Per Diem Bulletin (Department of De¬ 
fense) for travel within or to Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico. 
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§ 97.260 Procurement * tain! arils. 

(a) The standards to be used for the 
procurement of supplies, equipment, and 
other materials and services by State and 
local governments with Federal grant 
funds shall be those described in Attach¬ 
ment “O” of OMB Circular A—102. 

(b) Other grantees shall conduct their 
procurement activities in an open and 
competitive manner using the Federal 
Procurement Regulations as far as prac¬ 
ticable. 

§ 97.261 Labor standards. 

AH laborers and mechanics employed 
by contractors or subcontractors in the 
construction, alteration or repair, in¬ 
cluding painting and decorating, of proj¬ 
ects, buildings and works which are 
federally assisted under a grant shall be 
paid wages at rates not less than those 
prevailing on similar construction in the 
locality, as determined by the Secretary 
of Labor in accordance with the Davis- 
Bacon Act, as amended (40 U.S.C. 276a- 
5 ). 

§ 97.262 Allowances and reimburse¬ 
ment* for board and a«fri*K>ry council 
members. 

(a) General. Allowable administrative 
costs include a reasonable allowance to 
members who attend meetings of any 
board, council or committee, and to pro¬ 
vide reimbursement of actual expenses 
connected with those meetings; but grant 
funds (or matching non-Federal funds) 
shall not be used to pay such allowances 
to any individual who is a Federal, State 
or local government employee, or an em¬ 
ployee of a grantee or for payment of an 
allowance to any individual for attend¬ 
ance at more than two meetings a month. 

(b> Allowances . Any person who is a 
member of a private non-profit grantee's 
policymaking body or other section 303 
grantee's farmworker advisory council 
is eligible to be paid an allowance; Pro- 
vided: (1) Such person's family income 
falls within OMB Poverty Guidelines 
and (2) the person is not a Federal em¬ 
ployee, an employee of a DDL-assisted 
organization, or an employee of a State 
or local public agency. Allowances shall 
not exceed five dollars per meeting, un¬ 
less the grantee’s chief elected official or 
governing board determines a higher 
payment more suitable. Allowances in 
excess of five dollars shall be approved 
in advance by DOL. No person shall be 
paid an allowance by any one DOL- 
assisted organization for attendance at 
more than two meetings per month, 
regardless of whether the meetings are 
for the same or different policymaking 
bodies. 

(c) Reimbursement . (11 Any person, 
whose family income falls within OMB 
Poverty Guidelines and who is a member 
of a private nonprofit grantee’s policy¬ 
making body or other section 303 gran¬ 
tee’s farmworker advisory council shall 
be eligible for reimbursment of actual 
expenses. Receiving an allowance shall 
not preclude receiving reimbursement 


for actual expenses incurred In attending 
that meeting. 

(2) Where the community served by 
the program covers a large geographic 
area, as in the case of a multi-county or a 
Statewide grantee, reimbursements may 
also be made to those non-poor members 
of a policymaking body who must travel 
a substantial distance from their home to 
attend meetings within the community. 
The grantee’s principal representative 
board shall determine what constitutes 
a “substantial distance’' in its com¬ 
munity. Persons may be reimbursed for 
up to six meetings per month. A grantee 
making reimbursement to an individual 
for more than six monthly meetings shall 
obtain the prior approval of DOL The 
Secretary shall define which expenses 
incurred as the result of actual attend¬ 
ance at meetings, or in the performance 
of other official duties and responsibili¬ 
ties in connection with the program may 
be reimbursed. 

§ 97.263 Limitation on program tnjirnd- 

Program expenditures shall not be 
made prior to the effective date of the 
grant period as set forth In the Grant 
Agreement or as subsequently modified 
by DOL. Expenditures made before such 
date shall be disallowed unless approved 
by the Secretary in advance. If the 
grantee incurs expenditures in excess of 
the total amount of the approved pro¬ 
gram. the amount of the overexpemture 
shall be absorbed by the grantee from 
non-DOL funds. 

Assessment and Evaluation 
§ 97.280 Assessment and evaluation. 

Assessment and evaluation of section 
303 programs shall be as provided in 
§ 98.30 through § 98.34 of this title. 

Moreover, the Secretary of Labor shall 
obtain the approval of the Secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare with re¬ 
spect to direct arrangements by the Sec¬ 
retary of Labor for the provision of basic 
education and vocational training; This 
approval shall focus on the legality and 
quality of such service arrangement - as 
well as the relationship of such services 
to those being delivered under other ap¬ 
plicable laws for which the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare is 
responsible. 

Administrative Review 
§ 97.290 Purpose and policy. 

Sections 97.290 through 97.294 set 
forth the procedures established by th* 
Secretary for (a) the receipt, investfga- 
tion, and determination of formal alle¬ 
gations of denial of services by a grantee 
or subgrantee to participants in a sec¬ 
tion 303 program, or to any individual 
who may have been eligible for services 
under section 303; and (b) the review of 
Petitions for Reconsideration arising out 
of the competitive procedures for de¬ 
termining Qualified Applicants and 
grantees. 
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§97.291 Procedure for complaints by 
eligible individuals and program 
participants. 

(a) Grantee administrative remedies . 
An Individual denied services who may 
have been eligible, or an aggrieved par¬ 
ticipant in a program under section 303, 
must exhaust the administrative reme¬ 
dies established by the grantee for re¬ 
solving matters in dispute prior to 
utilizing the procedures under this sec¬ 
tion. An individual denied service who 
may have otherwise been eligible or an 
aggrieved participant may initiate an ac¬ 
tion under this review procedure within 
30 days of any final decision by a grantee. 
The filing of a formal complaint under 
this section shall not automatically act 
as a stay of the decision rendered by the 
grantee, but such decision may be stayed 
at the discretion of the Secretary. 

(b) Complaints: Filing of formal al¬ 
legations; dismissal; form; contents of 
formal allegations, amendment; investi¬ 
gations. Procedures for complaints filed 
pursuant to this section shall be as pro¬ 
vided in § 98.42 through § 98.45, except 
that all formal allegations shall be filed 
with the Secretary. 

§97.292 Procedure for complaints aris¬ 
ing from the selection of Qualified 
Applicants or potential gruntees. 

(a) Administrative remedies. Qualified 
Applicants and potential grantees shall 




be determined according to the proce¬ 
dures described in § 97.211 through 
§ 97.219. An applicant which wishes to 
object formally to the determination of 
its lack of qualification or to its failure 
to be designated a potential grantee may 
file a Petition for Reconsideration with 
the National Office within 14 days of the 
notification of its lack of qualification or 
of the Department’s decision not to 
award a grant. 

(b) Petition for Reconsideration. A 
petition for reconsideration shall be in 
writing, shall be signed by a responsible 
official of the complainant, and shall 
enumerate the factors which the appli¬ 
cant asserts should be reviewed in re¬ 
considering its Qualifications Statement 
or its Funding Request. 

(c) Reconsideration. (1) Upon receipt 
of the Petition for Reconsideration, the 
Secretary shall, within 14 days, make one 
of the following determinations: 

(i) That based on the available infor¬ 
mation from the original Qualifications 
Statement (or Funding Request) and the 
new information from the Petition for 
Reconsideration, the organization is 
qualified to submit a Funding Request 
(or will be awarded a grant); 


(ii) that the original finding of lack 
of qualification (or original decision not 
to award grant funds) was correct; or 

(iii) that an informal hearing between 
representatives of the complainant and 
the Secretary will be held at a stated time 
and place to review further the matters 
complained of in the Petition for Recon¬ 
sideration. 

(2) The representative of the Secretary 
responsible for resolution of the Petition 
for Reconsideration shall be an official of 
the Manpower Administration not di¬ 
rectly involved in the original determina¬ 
tion. If a determination described in 
paragraph (c)(1) (i) or (ii) is made, 
such determination shall be final. In the 
event of an informal hearing, the com¬ 
plainant will have the opportunity to 
present any pertinent information which 
may further substantiate its assertions. 
The Secretary shall, within 14 days of the 
informal hearing, notify the organiza¬ 
tion of the final decision regarding its 
status as a Qualified Applicant or poten¬ 
tial grantee. No further procedure shall 
be provided by the Department.
